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P R E F A C '«. 


T he great ufc of chronology and geography, 

fpcdt to hiftory ; that is, being very particular as to 
time and jflace, in the relation of events has been 
lo clearly fhewn, and fo little difputed, that it 
would be an abfolutc wafte of words for us to enter upon fuch 
a common-place topic here. Befides, fo far as any e.^planation 
of this kind is neceflary, the reader will find it fuccindtly Hated 
in the general preface to this v ork ; to which, indeed, it pro- 
perly belongs. What we have, therefore, to offer in tius place, 
is of a very different nature, and will confift, ' .• 

I. Of fome remarks upon chronology irrgenef^f on 
the feveral periods comprc|jended within this part;5f outwork, 
in particular ; which, we hope, may conwibute fe thrt’^er’s 
information and inftruilion in points,''that foraetimes appear 
very much embarralTed and perplexed. _ 

II. An account of the ftrufture and defign of thefe tabl^, 
with their application to the Univerfd Hiftory. J 

III. A concife view of their ufes, and irt what fenfe they are 
to be underftood as an appendix to, and no inconfiderablc-ip- 
provement of, that juftly eftcemed and valuable work. 

As ufeful and requifite as the circumftances of time 
place may be in a regular hiftory of events, written purpofely* 
for the reajji^r’s information in that fcience ; yet realbn will 
teach us, that the truth of this maxim could not appear, till 
hiftory became a fcience. In the firft and ruder ages of the 
world, in which mankind were rather laborious than learned j 
it is very natural to fuppofe, that tradition, for many age^ held 
the place of hiftory ; and, a.s' nothing is begun and p^rftifted 
at once, fo it is ^ot at all ^fficuk to coi\£siv«, how tradH^ 
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which mfcft have been faulty in other refpeds, fliould be fo witli 

theft- capiial circumftances, as they are now thought, 
of tTOC and place ; the necefll'.y of which were eafily dif- 
cerncd, from the munifeft inconveniencies, that have followed 
the want of them. If we attend, therefore, to this remark, we 
_cannot helpjj^iuinly perceiving, that how juftly foever we may 
regret- th^thfeurity and uncertainty, that appear in what re- 
mains tq/is of tliofe time's, they are no jull fubjeds for com- 
plaint, feeing we c.'Uinot help being convlr.''.'’d, upon due ex- 
amination,-tliat they could not be otherwife. 

"’’hen wc read few dry, harfli, indigelled particulars, re- 
lating to a long feries of years, in the commencement of tlic 
hiflories of aiinoft all nations, and arc t»ld, that thefe are all, 
which have efcaped the general * wreck of writings and re- 
cords, as well of private as public monuments, we cannot but 
conirncnu tlie care of thofe writers, and own ourfelves obliged 
to them, even for thofe iinperfcft I'crap'-, which would have 
been juftiy contemptible, but lor tlicl'e circumllanccs, that 
render them valuable. If, theretore, th. re be fuch weight in 
this arg'.jinciit, in rcf(.rcnce to pan-; dar hillories, why flioiild 
it to general hill >r) befere ihe flooii ? That 

was ipfc/i'^evolLKion, with refpeft to mankind in general, as 
neve^.^jpehed to a^y fingle n.:tio*\ •, ...al, wiieii every thing 
was f^pt av^y, tlfttiiad fublilu-d n the rourle of ages be- 
for^hat amfizing calamity, what gn u.id, what colour, is there 
fdt^jrprize, that we know Ji»!e o. nothingof what pallei.) be- 
fore k ? This event was indeed of fuch a nature, as could 
nca fail It aving many fuflicient proofs ot its dre.idful effects 
fuch as the traditioi\ df all nation.' even tliofe in America^ 
to attell the fa6l:, and the indelible mark^ which this earth fUll 
b'e^s of that univerfal catallrophc j as the reader has fecn large- 
Ijfaemonftratcd in its proper place *. 

, ♦'The repeopling of tlu- v.orld was fo much the more cafy, 
•Iter the hood, than after the creation, Lccaure there was four 
times the .lumbcr from the beginning, and all of them bet- 
ter qualified for that work th.an Adam and Eve lifter the fall : 
j.nd that, tiirough tl-.e dirpofiiion of Providence, they Jived 
much longer than the human i ace do now, and propagated 
their ^ccies much fafler, appears very probable from the nu- 

' « V , 
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tncroUs, though imperfect, accounts we have, that reaph very 
near to thofe times ; as their reaching no higher is a proof, 
that fuch a flood there was, fince thofe antient hiftories are in- 
confiftent with the world’s being more thoroughly peopled. 
And tho’, in other refpeds, they have not the leaft relation 
or afflnity, yet, in refpeft to thefe great points, of ' kingdoms 
being founded within a certain jJicriod of years, confiftent 
enough with our computation from the deluge •, the fmall ex- 
tent of thofe antient kingdoms •, and the fimplicity of mens 
rrjanners in thofe early times ; they agreed wonderfully well : 
infomuch that, if a more pcrfefl and better connefted hiftory 
lliould appear of alngoft an^ nation, it could not fail of being 
fufpefled, if not convi(fli.c!,*of forgery, from thefe lame and 
dark accounts, which, ifufetul in no other refpeft, are at lealt 
fo in this, as is evident fiom the Angle inflance of the Ch'-0‘ 
nicies forged by Annius of J'it-.rbo •, which, though they ina- 
pofed upon fome, and thofe not unlearned men, when they 
Aril came abroad, were very i cm detected and expofrd, and 
that fo thorouglily,that Alberti y who liad taken from them va- 
rious faifls, which he inf rted in his dcfcripti^ji-^of Italy ^ adtu- 
uily broke his Ik art witli 
di" fc fictions. 

In almolt all countries, 
mory of palt events to writing, were poets ; *and he^j^e it 
came to j afs, that to the incertainties attending traJitU 3 a,.w^e 
jdcletl the inconveniencies refusing from fidion ; thefe autTrors 
a' lning rather at moral inltruftion, than the bare prefervadon 
of events, and, by teaching mankind'how ufcful fabulous hi- 
flory might be in this relpedt, feem to have luggefted the 
flrfl ideas of the true. We find the firft profe-writers com- 
plaining indeed of the great difiiculties they had to ftrug^e 
with, for ages together ; for, the uncertainty of hiftory, aod 
more cfpecially the defeats in chronology, are by none fo 
much reg£pttcd, as by hiftorians themfelves-, which proves 
no more tha'n this, that the art of preferving and recording 
events, like all others, was very rude in the beginning, and 
improved and perfefted by degrees ; fo that whatever defe<51s 
it formerly had, or may flill have, ferves only to prove this 
fundamental maxim, that mankind have not inhal ued this 
globe for many^ thoufand years, fince, if they had, hiftoifj^a 
all other fcienccs, muft have been fomewhere or Other fou 

as 


giicf, tor having been tpc t^e of 
thofe, who..firft'comA'iitteS’*tbe me- 
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in much higher perfedlion than they are : in which cafe Sir 
^boma'i More and Sir Francis Bacon might have fpared them- 
felves the trouble thofe ingenious fictions, which teach us 
how things might have appeared, if the world had not been 
expofed to all thofe viciflitudes, which all the hiftories we have 
relate, though imperfeftly. 

But it has been faid, .that we mufi; have an infallible ftan- 
dard to rectify all . the omiffions and defefts in profane hi- 
ftory, which is, the holy Scripture : for this being dictated 
by the Spirit of God, cannot but be exaftly true ; and conle- 
quently, to this, as to a proper ftandard, all other relations are 
to be brought. It being, however, adgiitted by thofe, who 
are fully pcrfuaded of its divine infpiration, that the fettling its 
chronology is a work incumbered with many difficulties, thofe, 
who entertain contrary fcntinients, equally contemn both ; as if 
the uncertainty of chronology, in facred and profane hiftory, 
had fet them, in all refpefts, upon a level : upon which unfair 
dealing in this refpect, we ftiall take the liberty to fubjoin a 
few plain and eafy remarks, which, we hope, will be fufficient 
to, put a candid reader in a right road of fettling his judg- 
ment tiiflffgli tliere is little ground for us to expedl, that this 
contfcycrf^will ever be let fall, becaufe the enemies of re- 
Veale^ftligio* havejan evident intcreft in keeping it up, if that 
can We propefly called "Sm intcreft, which muft end fo fatally 
fer'xhofe who fupport it. 

^TSen we inquire into the perfection or imperfeftion of any 
work, the only rule, by wliich we can fafely go, is the gene- 
ral fcope or defign of it ; to which if it be anfwerable in every 
refpedf, it is altogether befide the purpofe to fuggeft, that it 
will not anfwer other ends, which, it may be, it was never 
iptended to anfwer. The Pentateuch is an antient hiftory, 
tljft moft antient of all hiftories, if any credit be due to the 
higheft evidence, and the greuteft authorities ; which is the 
only methdd, by which the genuinenefs of any hiftory can be 
determined : but the Pentateuch is not barely an^ftory j but 
it contains alfo a body of laws, and a fyftem of religion. 
The hiftorical part of it is fubfervient to both thefe % and the 
chronology, whether we take the Htbrevo^ the Samaritan^ or 
the Septuagini^ will make no alteration at all, in refpeft to 
eithto, V/hatever uncertainty thertf may be ; fo that in any of 
Ihem it cannot in the leaft 'tvhat is the chief and principal 

- -- objeft 
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objeft of the divine infpiration.That the fupreme Being might 
havediftated a more comprehenfive and circumftantial hiftory, 
or prevented thofe differences that have arifen in the tranfcripts 
and tranflations of this book, cannot be cloubted or denied } 
but his net having done it, will prove no more than that the 
prevention of thefe differences was not the intention of divine 
Providence. 

Thofe hiftorical memoirs, that are contained in the firft 
chapters of Genefts^ from the creation to the calling of Abra^ 
ham, were a proper and neceffary introdudlion to the religious 
fyftem, and to the body of laws, which are vifibly the great 
and important objeAs of that work. They fhew, that man- 
kind owe all the blcflings th«y enjoy to the goodnefs of God, 
and all the miferies, to which they are expofed, to the cor- 
ruption of their own natures : they fhew, that the divine ju* 
ftice, provoked by a deluge of fin and impenitence, wafhed 
mankind from the face of the earth by a flood, except thofe 
few, who, by adhering to God’s law, became the objedts of 
his mercy : they fhew, that, when their pofterity began to 
be plunged afrefh in idolatry, the Divine Being was pleafed to 
call Abraham out of his country, and toenga'ge'hi.p, by pro- 
mifes, to preferve in his family that true faitli, which w^ ne-r" 
ceffary to the falvation of* mankind, and, for t|ie Ijgttw pre-*’" 
fervation of which a certain form of <governmehj, and’ a cer- 
t£un fyftem of religious and civil inftitution, were neceAary : 
thefe afterwards Mofes promulgated, with the moft viUbfokau- 
thority from God, to the people of Ifrael, when he had brought 
them within fight of that country, whiph was to become their 
inheritance, in virtue of the promife given to Abraham. This 
is the plan of the Pentateuch. With refpedl to the principal 
fadls, we have all the evidence that can be defired of their truth. 
The hiftory of Abraham, as he was the father of the chofen 
feed, is confined to the IJraelites, defeended from them •, ahd 
thefe are witneffes to be found in almoft every country upon 
the glober • But the hiftory of Abraham is not confined to 
them in other refpedls : the IJhmaelites, or Arabs, are alfo de- 
feended from Abraham j they have his hiftory too, and, which 
is more, they have a prophetic charter for their independen- 
cy. *i which makes them alfo credible witneffes } and the rite

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ielves with hopes of feeing this intricate branch of learning 
fixed upon a more fblid foundation than could be obtained by 
the dif^ult way of« agronomical observations : for though it 
appears from the author lafl; quoted, that Sir Ifaat Newton 
had by that means brought the tropical year to fuch a near* 
nefs as to differ but 3 feconds from the original or Mofaic, as 
demonftrated by him } from which we may infer, that he 
would have fucceeded better in his chronology, if the oli^rva- 
tions of the antients, upon which he laid his bails, had been 
as exadt as his own ; yet we cannot here but take particular no- 
tice of the furprifing accurateneis of fome OrientaliHs, with 
relation to, the fixing of the tropical ye|r 5 who, tho’ feveral • 
centuries remote from us, and confequendy deilitute of thofe 
afliftances which we now enjoy, from the great improvements 
that have been fince made on teleicopes, pendulum clocks, and 
other affronomical inftruments, had yet reftified the ~Terfian 
calendar to fuch a nearnefs as to confine the folar courfe thro* 
the zodiac within almoft the very fame fpace of time, that is, 
365 days, 5 hours, 49', 15", o'", 48"" + ; as will be more 
fully Shewn in the Modern Hiftory of the Seljuk Perfians. But 
^by what means they attained to fuch a degree of perfcdion, in 
'order to have their new year to fall always on die fame day, is 
what novtriental writer hath thought fit to inform us. But, 
to return to-our chronofogy : 

IL^mongft all who laboured in the conftrudion of this 
pilef^d in marking the proper place where every material of 
confequence is to be laid, the celebrated dodor James UJher, 
primate of Ireland^ and, by his life and writings, an honour 
to our country, claims the firft place. He was, without con-‘ 
troverfy, a man of moft extenfive learning, who under- 
ffood every branch which he profeffed, to the very boi; 
tqm. He had great quicknefs and penetration, joined to a 
very unco-^mon fagacity, and to a mofi: indefatigable applica- 
tion. His 'chronology, fo far as it goes, has been efl^eemed 
the moSl accurate that was ever formed upon die order ob- 
ferved in the Hebrew copies of the Scripture ; and though, in 
compliance with the fentiments of a fellow-labourer in this great 
work, , now decealed, who had turned his Studies chiefly to the 

oriental langUf^s, we firfl followed the chronology,

yet, 
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yet, in this edition, upon mature deliberation, we have made 
choice of the Hebrew ; and, by fo doing, have merited the 
approbation of the greater part, in which jn: may alfo include 
the mod learned, of our fubicribcrs and correfpondents. Thus 
the bafis of the i:hronology in the Univerfal Htftory, and that 
of the learned primate of Ireland, are the fame, though, in ^ 
progrefs of the work, they fometimes differ j which, however, 
tloes not neceflarily infer any miftake in either: the primacels 
fyftem of chronology obliged him to range all faffs arcordit^ 
to rules founded upon principles, which appeared to him incoo- 
tellable. But the authors of the Univerfal Hiftory, ^i^ng 
every-where authorities for the fa&s that have found a plane 
in their work, thought themlelves obliged, in ibme cafes, m 
follow the dates affigned by thofe authorities, that they mig^ 
not be charged with advancing things without proof. Both, 
therefore, were in the right, according to their refpedive me- 
thods ; and though truth can lie only on the fide of one, yd: 
on which fide it lies, mull: be lef' to the candid reader to judge. 

Some very learned men of our own, and of other nations, 
fome proteftants, and fome in communion with the church dS 
Rome-, fuch as, the very learned and accurate dcan»Praifl8«x,^ 
the very judicious bifhdp pf Meaux, and the celebrated Mr.*, 
Rollin, Calmet, and many others*, hava {lriffly..;adhcred in 
moft cafes to the primate’s chronolo^ and as* ifaeir writings 
may be read with great advantage in conjunftion \|jth this 
Univerfal Hiftorys which includes all the periods to 'which 
they have feparatcly applied their thoughts, thefc tables are fo 
framed as to reduce the fatSls in theantient Hillory, except in i 
very few inftances, to the chronology fd generally followed, 
and in fuch high efteem at the fame time, that the inquifitive 
is referred to the faffs in the Hillory, that lie may 
reap the benefit of fuller relations, later remai'ks, and the nu^ 
undoubted authorities. This, it is' prefumed, will convince cHe 
reader, that they are formed upon an eafy, natural, and intd- 
iigible plan ^ and, at the lame time, give him a general nodon 
of their utility. It is indeed true, that readers, very well ikiiled 
in chefe things, might, perhaps, have performed this talk for 
themfelves ; but, belides that the number of thefe may .be 
comparatively but few, we ought to confider, ,that, perhaps, 
the better part even of thoft few would be very well pleafrd, if 
we laved them Qtis trouble i and we from thence con<:lud<s 

, • that 
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that the publication of tables, calculated for the general ad- 
vantage, would, in the general, meet with a kind reception ; 
efpecially as they y/ere become, in a great mcafure, neceflary, 
on account of fomc errors which had unavoidably crept into, 
.not only the marginal chronology, but the body of the Hi- 
ftory. 

However, tho’ we have taken care, in the compiling of 
them, to follow the moll approved guides, as far as they go, 
and in other cafes the moft probable fide ; yet we are far from 
• pretending, with the bulk of chronologers, to have fixed the 
precife year of every, or indeed of any, tranfaflion in antient 
hiftory, with ablblute certainty ; th^ utmoft of our aim* 
being only to give our readers a’clear and a fuccinft feries of 
the moft remarkable tranfaftions, recorded in. antient hiftory, 
..according to their regular order of fucceflioh to each other, in 
point of time, and under the diftinift years in which they are, 
.with the greateft probability, fuppofed to have happened j 
for that this is the moft that any chronologer can lay claim to, 
is felf-evident, not only from the nature of the thing, as we 
have already Ihewn, but much more from the diflbnancy 
which ftill reigns among the moft fcelebratc-d of them, with 
relation to the moft fundamental Jura’s, fuch as thofe of the 
creaticn¥*deluge, the foundation of antient empires, and, which 
is ftill more 'furprifing^^bout the year of our Lord’s incarna- 
tion^^hich is, as it were, the centre of chronology * ; and to 
which I may farther add, that of his crucifixion ; which a late 
learned writer hath made no fcrupic to place fevcral years ear- 
. lier than any before him i"', fo that every year, almoft, is pro- 
dudtive of fomethitig new, upon tnis head, fufficient to make 
us fufpend, at leaft, if not alter, our judgment about it.5A 

And if tliis be the cafe with relation to facred, under#qj|y 
tnuch greater uncertainty muft we labour with refpeft to pro- 
fene chronology, where original authors are fo often found, 
•either too J&relefs and remifi, orclaftiing with each other, or 
dating their events from particular sera’s, and by* years not as 
yet unanimoufly adjufted by the learned ? To fay nothing of 
the many chafms one meets with in them between one tranf- 
oction and another ; and which are left to be filled up at the

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difcretion of a compiler, according to their nature, and other 
concurring circumftances •, nor of the many other difficulties 
one is forced almoft at every ftep to wade through, and are 
bed known to thofe who engage in this ard&ous province. Can 
we then be juftly blamed for expreffing ourfelves with more 
diffidence, than others have done, in a cafe wherein a greater 
degree of probability is all that can be challenged by one com- 
piler above another ? Have we not rather good grounds to 
hope, that our difclaiming that title to ceftainty which others 
affeft to aflume, will be interpreted in favour, rather than to 
the^rejudice,. of the fubfequent chronology ? 

But here it will doubtlefs be afked, of what ufe or advan- 
‘tage thele Tables can be to the ftudy of Hiftory ? and if lb lit- 
tle certainty is profeffedly allowed to be gained by any of 
them, why this additional charge of a new fet ? This being 
the lift thing we propofe to apprife our readers of, under the 
third general head of this Preface, we beg leave, before we 
come to that, to fubjoin a Ihort remark on a paflage in the 
tables, which requires a parti<.iilar explanation : it occurs in 
the year after the flood 897. and relates to the probability 
there is, that the miracle, recorded in the facred writc- 
ings, of the fun’s Handing ftill at the command of Jo-- 
/hua, is alfo mentioned in<he Chinefe records*. It is very- 
true, that, as it ftands there, it speared \{i(^i^'* 5 blurd 
and fabulous •, for it is (aid, that it ftood ftill ten* days ; and 
the time when this happened is ribt at all determined, “farther 
than that it was towards the latter end of the reign of the em- 
peror but if, from this incredible and indeterminate rela- 
tion, any truth can be ftruck out, it m*aji be of great ule in 
bringing to light the confufed chronology of the Chinefe ; for 
that it is, in relped: to the very antient times, very confuled, 
^t^binefe themfelves acknowlege } an endeavour to do this 
ought not to be unacceptable. A phaenomenon lb extraordr- 
nary, as the Handing ftill of the fun, was very likely to be re- 
corded 'in the annals of an inquifitive and obferving nation % 
and as likely as any thing, to be magnified, or miftaken, 
When thofe annals fell into confufion, as, by the confeflion of 
the Chinefe themfelves, it is allowed they did *, and -that great 
changes have happened in their charadler ; fo that there is no-

tbin^ 
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thefe, they can hardly be at all underftood, except by fiich as 
by a continual perufkl of anticnt authors, have the fub^ 
ftance of them at their fingers ends. But, with the afiiftance 
of thefe tables, ariU ‘ recurring, by their help, to fuch paf- 
fages in the Univerfal Hiftory, as regard the fubjeft, there 
is hardly any treatife of this kind, but, with a few hours ap- 
plication, may be thoroughly comprehended, and the reader 
enabled either to fortify \he author’s fentiments by new argu- 
ments, or, if he fees caufe to differ with him in opinion, point 
out his dtfeds, and fhew wli^re, and how far, he digreffed 
from the truth. In like manner, we may be enabled, upon 
frefh difeoveries in refpeft to the Oriental, Northern, or 
rican hiftories, to bring fuch new^fafts, ^pon due proof, into 
their proper places j which otherwife might be flighted, for 
want of perceiving to what they might be applied, or what 
confequences would attend them, in regard to things that were 
known before. 

Laftly, let us have leave to put the reader in mind, that, 
by comparing thefe tables with thofe of the contents, he will 
have the cleareft and ftrongefl: evidence, that this Univerfal 
Hiftory really is what it pretends’ to be \ and that it compre-i 
.hends thf marrow and fubftance of thofe voluminous hiftories 
. which have been publiflied in a variety of languages, and which 
becamiri8^yQluminbus,^y florid deferiptions, long fidlitious 
orations, teclious and unneceflar/ repetitions, For when hi- 
ftorical-^fafts are taken our, ‘with fuch circumftances only as 
are requifite to render them clear in themfelves, and to con- 
neft them with their caufes and confequences, they may be 
brought intoavery,!rroderatecomp?^s ; and when they arc fo 
comprelTcd, if we may be allowed that exprelTion, anfwer all 
the purpofes of Univerfal Hiftory much better than when ‘in 
a diffufed ftatc, and loaded, rather than cmbcllifhed, with 
idietorical ornaments ; which, though they may delight the 
fancy, fcldom inform the judgment; and therefore rarely, if 
ever, fatisfy tlie underftanding, or furnifti the mipd* with thofe 
juft and folid refleflions, which enable us to make a right ufe 
of hiftory, confidered as v/ritten experience, and a praftical phi* 
.iofophy, founded in a true knowlege of mankind.

who brings them back through the enemy’s 
army and country, ^by a march of 2325 
miles, CO the Gteek cities ilcuate on the 
^ Euxifjc fea. — - 

Paryfatijj the queen-mother, caufes many of 
thofe, who pretended to have had a hand 
in the overtnrow and death of her Ton 
Cyrus, to be tortured to dea^b ; and, laft of 
ail, poifons the queen 5 /^ ira ; for which (lie 
i". at firil confined to Bnbyhnhy Artaxerxes ; 
but afterwaius forgiven, and reconciled to 

T\if:Euans having forbidden ibcLaceda u^onians 
CO ailill at the Olympic games, thefe itnAAgis, 
their king, with a powerful aimy againil 
; them, ; who is no fooner got into their ter- 
ritories than an earthquake frights his army 
from going fai thcr ; but he makes the Elrans 
rue for the aiFronc on the two fubfequent 

Vcii, one of the ilrongeft cities in Itaiy, makes 
^out dcfci.ee the military tribunes, 

xlMd louts their foices$ upon which they 
are recalled by the feuate, and forced to 
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abdicate^ and new ones are chofen in their 

^hrafybulust the Athenian genera^ marches at 
the head of his troops into Athensi where 
they lay down their arms, facrificc to the 
gods with the Athenian citizens ; and, hav- 
ing expelled the 30 tyrants, reftore the old 

democratic government. 

The great philofophcr and (^Idier Socrates is 
unjuftly condemned, and put to death, by 
the Athenians ; and Plato^ his worthy 
difciple, venturing to plead for him, is put 
to filence by the populace, who will not per> 

mit him to go on. — • — 

The Ltcedamonians proclaim war again ft the 
PerJianSf in oirder to free the Greek cities 
in Ajta from the tyranny and opprefllon of 
the governor Tiffaphemes. Thymho is lent 
firll, and I^ercyllidas next, generals ngainil 

them. 

Conon the Athenian is made admiral of the 
Ferfian fleet, engages and kills that of the 
Lacedmonianst and totally defeats their 
fleet ; of 90 fail takes 50 of them, and 500 
prifoners; and obliges feveral dates de- 
pendent on Sparta to change ildes; by 
which the Lacedemonians lofe the empire of 
that fea. « - — ■ ’ 

Agis^ king of Sparta^ dies, in the 27tK year 
of his reign > and is fucceeded by his brother 

Agtjilausy who reigns 4 1 years. 

Conon^ returning vi^orious to Attica^ brings 
the Cyclades iflands over to the Athenians 
intereft, reduces Gytbtra^ confirms the Co> 
rinthian league ; and, upon his arrival at 
Athens^ fets about rebuilding the walls, for- 
tifymg the city, fffr. for which Tinbatcus, 
the Ferfian general, fends for him to Sardis^ 
and imprifons him. — 

The military tribunes go on with the fiege of j 
Veil : they arc faid to have invented lines of 
circum and contra- vailation ; and keep their 
army in the Held all the winter, in wooden 

barracks, covered with hides. 

The fenate makes a law, that the Roman ca- 
valry fhall be paid out of the public treafury. 
Amyntas fucceeds Archelaus in Macedon ; and, 
after one year’s reign, is fet adde by Argeus, 
the fon of ASropusi who only holds the 
reins about two years. 
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I Dionyfiujf the tyrant of Byracufe^ having, by 
tills time, defeated ail his oppofers, and 
fettled himfclf on his throne, by cruelty and 
bribery, begins to think of enlarging his 
dominions, by making war againft thofe 
Hates which had joined the Carthaginians s — 
’ ThtSyracu/ans revolt, and ohW^tDion^us to re 
turn ioSyracufe, where he is reduced to great 
ftreights, but finds means to recover the fo- 
vereign power ; and, prefently after, orders 

the Syracufans to be difarmed. 

Amyntas is refiored in the Macedonian king- 
dom ; and begins his reign with declaring 
war againfi the Qlynthtans^ who refufe to 
reftore to him the territory he had made 
over to them on li is quitting the kingdom. 
Diot^ns breaks the peace with the Cartha- 
ginians ; befieges Maty a (a (Irong city built 
in a fmall ifland, about half a mile from the 
fhore, in which the Carthaginians kept their 
Hores, ; and, after fevcral fiout re 
polfes, takes it, and puts every perfon to 
the fword ; and gets an immenfe booty out 

The Carthaffiniavv equip a powerful fleet and 
army, enctri the haven of Syracu/e by night, 
wjth 1 o galiies, and fink mofl of the fhips 
there i and return 'without the lofs of one 

man. • — 

7'he king of Perfia^ notwithftanding his great 
obligations to the Lacedamonians^ declares 
war againft them, with an intent to reduce 
all the Greek cities in Afia \ upon which 
the Lacedemonians take care to reinforce 
them, and to raife a powerful army, Csfr. 
to be commanded by the new king Agefi- 

Agefilaus accordingly pafles into Afia ‘vi(h an 
army, furprifes Tijfapbernrs unpitn.'nd, 
over-reaches him with a falfe truce, and 
immediately over-riins Phrygia, gets an 
immenfe plunder, and winters at Efhefus, 
Thrafybulus, the Athenian admiral, reduces 
Byzantium, and Chalibis ; goes thence to 
Lesbos, and reduces all the revolted cities 
there to the fubje£lion of Athens \ thence 
fails to Rhodes, and %xa£ls a large fom of 
Jbtnoney ; upon which the Rhodians fet upon 
him in the night, and kill him, and force 
« ividinca to .return to dteirihifs. 
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A grievous ficknefs raging about this time 
at Rome, occa/ioned by a ilrange'change of 
weather ; the Sifyiltne books are confuited, 
and the ceremony called Lediftemium inlli- 
tuted. 

Agifilaus invades Lydia, takes Sardis, routs 
the Perfiatis under 7ijfaphtints, and en- 
riches his army with the Pirfian fpoils: 
foon after which, Ti/Taphemes is impeached 
by CoHon, in revenge to P ary f at is, the 
queen-mother, and beheaded* — 

Tttbraufles is appointed to fuccced Tiff^phernts, 
in the government of Syria ; and fends pre- 
fents, and offers of an accommodation, to 
Agefilauu who is made chief commander by 
fea and lancT; and agrees to remove with 
his army into Phrygia, opon his paying 
him 30 talents, to defray the charges of the 

march. — 

Agejilaus makes Pifandtr, his wife's brother,

Chahrias the A^htnian ep'jages the Spartan 
fleet ; and, after a long and doubtful con 
flidl:, gains a complete vidory over them. . 
Clahnas^ inftead of purfiiing his advantage, 
goes to relieve the Ahderitts^ who were 
cruelly treated by the Thracians i and is 
there afTalTiadted, na-oody knows how, or 
by whom ; and is fucceeded in his command 
by Tsmotbius. — 

Tmotheus defeats the Spartans at fea ; and, by| 
his eloquence, draws away feveral of their 
allies ; upon which the Perfian king, who| 
wanted Greek mercenaries, eafily prevails; 
on both iides to make peace, by whidi all| 
9 k Greek cities are to be freed; but the; 
Thebans protell agaipft it. 
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The Romans, during the Gaulifl> war« having 
vowed a temple to Mars^ it is bailc, and 
con&crated, about this rime; and four

ArtaxeoKts renews the war againft Egypt ; and 
commits the management and command of| 
it to Phainahazus i and Iphi crates is fent 
by the Atheniars to affift the Perjtans ; who 
is judly famed for the excellent difcipline of | 
his troops, which were commonly diltin^ 
guifhed by the tit! of iphicratejian foldiers. 
Adions^ king of I ^pt% forefeeing the ftorm 
ready to fall on him, takes ail proper 
mealures to prepare againft it; efpeclally as 
the Perjtans, by their dilatory preparations, 
give him two 'full years to arm againft 

Manltus llrivq, by popular mbans, to grafp 
at the fupreme po^r : bur A, C01 nel. %oJjus. 
the didlator, having defeated the -revolted 
Volfci, cites and condemns him for an iiv 
cendiary, fAc, (bon after which, the fenate 
orders a colony of Roman citizens to be fent 
to Sutrium ; and allots each man two acres 

and an half of arable land. — 

The Carthaginians land an army in Italy ^ and 
rcflorc the inhabitants of Hippo, built by 
the Loeri, to their city ; from which they 
had been expelled by the Romans, for being 

in alliance with Carthage, 

Cirthage is vifited with a mod dreadful plague, 
whi^ fweeps away an infinite number ofj 
people^ and almoft depopulates the whole 
country, the infeAed Tallying out, in a 
phrenetic fury, with fword m hand, and 
killing all that came in their way: upon 
this, ^Africans, and Sardi, revolt; and 

are, with great difficulty, reduced. 

Achwis, }sXxk% of Egypt, dies in the 13th year 
of his xciA, and juft before xbe Perjtans 
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are ready to fall upon him* He is fuc* 
ceeded by Ffammuthis^ who reigns only one 

Camilltu is again chofen military tribune ; and 
Manlius is condemned, for afpiring to the 
fupreme power, to be thrown headlong 
from the capitol. — 

A plague rages foon after at Rome ; which the 
people afaibc to the injuilice of Manliuses 

The yol/ei, and Franejtini^ renew their war

NUocles^ the eunuch, Evagoras^ king 

of Cyprus 3 and fei^es upon the crown. 

Six military tribunes are chofen at Rome this 
year; who, the plague being now ceafed, 
reduce pait of the revolted dates to their

Camillus^ being charged to punilh the defedlion 
of the Tufculam^ gives a fignal inilance of 
his moderation, and obtains both . their

and attacks the city of Corinth, 

The Roman date falls into a kind of anarchy 
during four years, through the diflenfions of 
the tribunes 1 there being none but tribunes 
and ediles choftn to govern during that 

Agcfipolis dies, after one year’s reign, and is 

nicceeded by his brother CUmtnes, 

The Thebansp who now aim at the dominion 
of Grcect, fend Peiopidas to the Perjian 
court ; who, by his addrefs, gains over 
Timagoras, fent thither by the Athenians, 
and concludes a peace with him. 

Peiopidas, by his extraordinary intereil at tKe 
Perfiat^ court, obtain* that Mejfene fhall be 
made free from the Spartan government, 
and that Athens iliall lay up her navy; 
which lad (b incenfes the Athenians, that 
they put Ttmagoras to death as a betrayer of

The Lacedamontans, under Archidamus, take 
Carra, defeat the Arcadians, and kill 
10,000 of them, without the lofs of one 

The Heraclean<, being in a kind of civil war 
amongd themfelves, and having in vain 
implored the aifi^ance of ^imotheus the 
p Athenian, and Epaminostdas the Theban, 
^^are at laft forced to recal Ctearchus, one of 
their baniflied citia^, who foon after en« 
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(laves and tyrannizes over them twelve whole

Artaxirxes renews the war againft l^gypty 
upon which Tacbes marches againft him into 
Fhamce^ contrary to the advice of Agefilaus^ 
king QfSparta^ his att;uliary and friend ; but 
whofe counfel,3L well as perfon, he defpifed ; 
but, during hi^ abfence, the Egyptians re- 
volt, and fet up Ne^amiss, his kinfman, 

I upon the throne ; and force him, at length, 

I to take refuge in the PnRan court. 

Upon the death oi MithAdat is ^ king, or, as 
Xfnopbon ftiles him, governor, of Pont us ^ 
Artaxtrx%f raifes Anobaru^nes governor of 
Phrygia^ &c. wl^ had conqucied*part of 
that kingdom, to the throne, wish the title 
of king. He reigns 26 years, and prcuxs 

a great friend to the Athenians, 

Six military tribunes govern Rome this year ; 
but, upon the news, that the Qauls are in 
full march againft it, Camillus is chofen 
dilator a fifth time, though now eighty 
years old $ who furprifes and totally routs 
them, as they are encamped near the rnxr 

Camillus goes fi’om them to Velitra^ and reduces 
it \ and is decreed a triumph by the fenate 
and people. — — — 

The fenate eua^s three laws ; the firft for abo- 
Itfhing the military tribunes, and choofing 
two cofduls, one from among the patricians, 
the other from among the plebeians : the 
((Kond, that what incereft a debtor had 
paid fiiall be looked upon as a part, and be 
oedttQed in the payment of the wholt : the 
third, that no Emms (ball pofiefs above 500 
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acres of land, and that the furplus (hall be 
divided among the poor citizens. 

New difturbances and fa£tions arife in the Per- 
ftan court, about the fucceiTion, among the 
Tons of Artaxerxes^ of which he had three 
by his queen, and 11$ by his concubines ; 
the former were Darius^ Ariafpes, and 
Ochus ; the iirft of whom, being declared 
fuccelTor to the crown, confpires againft 
his lather, and is fupported therein by Ti 
rfiaisuj; but, their deiign being difcovered, 

they are both put to death. 

Ocjhxs finds means to rid himfelf of his brother 
Artafpesy and caufes Arfamesy another bro- 
ther by a concubine, andk in high favour 
with his father, to be murdered hy Hat pafesy 
the fon of Tiribaxusy the grief of which 
hafiens the old monarch's death. 

The confuJlhip is reiiored at Romcy in the per- 
Tons of L, Emil. Mamercinus a patrician, 
and L. Sextus a plebeian. The fenate orders 
great games to be celebrated, and a new 
ofiicer, called pretor, to be judge in all 
civil matters ; and two patricians are chofen 
ediles, to take care of the temples, theatres, 
games, markets, tribunals of juftice, city- 
walls, £srV. 

iaminondasy the Thel^n general, willing to 
pat an end 10 the war between them and 
the Spartapsy engages them at Mantinea ; 
and, ^ftcr an obftinate fight, is flam, and a | 
vail number of men on l^th fides. 

At taxer xes Mnemon dies, in the 94th year ofj 
his age, and 46th of his reign ; and is fuc- 
ceeded by his ion Ochu^y who conceals his 
father's death, and governs in his name ten

Hidanehts fucceeds Caches in E^pty againA

Alexandety tyrant of Fbertty being obAru^ed 
by Leojlbenes the Atbmian in his expedi- 
etion agaijiA the Cyclades ^ falls foul upon 
Tome Athenian Aiips ; upon which the Athe^ | 
nians baniAi Lcojlbentt for his ill fncccfs.^ | 
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Charts^ the rapacioas Athenian admiral, plun- 
ders the confederates of the Athenians^ and 
creates confufion and ill blood againft them 

where-ever he comes. 

DionyJiuSi the tyrant of Syracufe, having 
gained the prize of poetry, is fo elated upon 
it, that he ieafts the Syracufans feveral days ; 
and, by drinking to excefs, contra As fuch a 
violent diforder, that nothing could cure but 
an opiate $ upon which hfs phyfician gives 
him fuch a ftrong one as puts an end to his 

life and tyranny. — 

His fon Dimyfitii II. (whom he had by his 
wife Doris^ a Lecrian lady) fucceeds him at 
Syra^u/e, and fends for P/ato from Atheju^ 
to inilruA him in philofophy and polite 

literature. — • 

PirdtccaSf king of Macedon^ cngiging the 
IlfyrianSi is routed with great Slaughter, 
and is himfelf llain, with many of his 
officers : he is fu'.oeeded by his ion Amyn^ 
tasy an infant ; and the kingdom is left in a 

mifcrable condition. * 

A grievous plague breaks out under the con- 
fuKhip of h, Genudus and Set^v, Ahala, 
which carries off vail multitudes; and, 
among the red, the great Camdlus^ who is 
obferved i^ver to have fo*ught a battle 
.without gaining ir, nor beiieged a* town 
without taking it, nor led an army into 
the field without bringing it back laden with 

laurels and fpoiJ. — _ 

AJia Minor j Syria ^ Phtsnice^ and other pro- 
vinces, revolt from Oebus ; but their leaders, 
falling out among themfelves, betray each 
other to him. D at anus ^ the governor of 

Cappadocia^ holds out longed; but is, at 
length, murdered by one of his intimates ; 
though not till a long time after his revolt. 
Dion^ a banifhed Syracufan of great credit, 
comes back, with 800 well difciplmed 
troops, and is joined with great numi^rs of 
malecontems, and enters Syracufe without 
oppofition; then takes Epipol^p by iiorm, 
fets all the prifoners of date at liberty ; and 
blocks up all Dionyfius'^s friends in it. — — 
Dionyjiut^ being returned from Gauhna in 
Italy^ and finding his affairs defperate,^ of- 
fers CO redore the democratic government 
in Syracufi; but is refiifed^ and engaged b)| ^ 
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Dion, who defeats Iuiii> with great ikagh- 
ter on both fides ; upon which Dten is pre- 
fented with a golden crown^ &c. — *• 

) Dionyfim having) in vain^ offered co furrender 
the dtadel) and all the troops, and to 
retire into Itidy^ elcapcs, in a fingle veffel) 
with all hi8 trMure i leaving ^is Ton Afoh 

kcratis^ governor of the cit^el. ^ 

’ Phtltpj brother of the late Perdircas, (teals pri- 
vately from Thebes ; and, at Aril, afts as 
guardian to yoQiigJmyntasi but takes, (bon 
after, the royal title, with the confent^of 
all parties i declares Jsnphipolts a free city, 
to mortify the Athenians ; and makes con- 
(iderable prefents to the Paetnan lords, and 

to Paufanias^ king of Sparta. 

Agejilaitty the famed king of Sparta^ returning 
home from Egypt, laden with honours and 
prefents, dies in the way ; and is fucceeded 
by his fon Archidamus IL who reigns 23 

The Macedonians, under their new king 
Philips defeat Manctas, the Athenian gene- 
ral, who was come to afliff Argaus, one of 

Phthp\ competitors to the crown. 

The pellilence Hill raging at Pome, the LeSii- 
fternium is again revived, with other games, 
called feentei % together with the ceremony 
of driving a nail into the partition-wall of 
Jupiter Capitolinus, by T. Manlius, chofen 
dilator for that purpofe ; which done, he 
propofes to raife an army againff the Her- 
nici ; but is oppofed by the tribunes, who 
oblige him to lay down his office, and then 
impeach him for ill conduct. — — 

Ochus begins his reign with filling the court 
and kingdom with blood and flaughterj 
cau&s Ocha, his filler, and mother-in-law, 
to be buried alive ; and his uncle, and 100 
of his fons and grandfons, to be (but up, 
and difpatched by the arrows of his archers; 
and with the fame cruelty he treats all 
that give the lead umbrage to him. — - 

Dion is fhamefuliy and ungratefully requited 
by the Syracu/ans, and obliged, with all 
his adherents, to quit diat metropolis ; and 
is well received by the Lnuthses. 

Philip, king of Macedon, having defeated his 
competitor Argeeus, makes peace with the 
' Athenians, invades the Peeomans, takes their

capita], and obliges them to become tribu- 
taries to him. ■— — ^ 

?hilip engages and defeats the Illyrians, kills 
7^000 of them upon the fpot, and forces 
them to buy a peace, at the expence of all 

their former conquefts in Maccdon. 

A violent earthquake makes an 'horrid chafm 
at Rome ; which (he augurs declare could 
not beflopped, till that in which the power 
and ilrength of Rome confided, was thrown 
into it ; upon which M, Curtius, a young 
patrician, armed cap-a-pd, aiid mounted 
on a datety horfe, jumps into the gulph. 
Qenucius, the plebeian conful, being defeated 
an^ killed by the Hirnici, Claudius is 
chofen di^tur; who, with great difficulty 
and lofei overthrows them : but is, on that 

account, refufed a triumph. 

The Qnans, Rhodians, Coans, and Byzantines, 
being weary of the Athenian yoke, refolve 
to throw it off ; which gives occafion to the 

focial war. — 

The Athenians fend Chares to befiege Chios by 
land, and Chahrias to inved it by fea ; and 
difpatch 6o more fhips, under the command 
of Timet heus and Iphierutes, to reduce the 

reft under their dominion. — 

Philip, Macedon, berieges and takes 
Amphipolis by dorm, puts all the partizans 
againd him to death, and trescts the red 
with firiendihip. He next reduces Pydha, 
and Potidea ; the lad of which having an 
Athenian commander, he difinifies him with 
all military honours, and delivers up 

the city to the Olynthians. 

The citadel of Syracufe is reduced to the utmod 
dreights, and ready, to furrender; when 
Nypfius anchors at their port, with a large 
fleet, laden with provifions, and perfuades 
them to hold out : upon which the Syracu- 
fans fall upon, burn, and fink, a number 
of .Ins fhips*; but, falling into debauchery, 
are furprifed in the night by Hypjtus ; who 
takes and enters the city, kills all he meets 

with, and retires into the citadel. 

Dien is recalled, and ^omes with all fpeed, to 
their relief ; but the rarifon makes a felly 
in the night, and fets nre to the city ; in the 
midd of winch Dion, with his Peloponnefwn 
tfoops, marching through the fire, and dwr 
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the (lain, forces the Dionyfiam back to the 
citadel, after a fierce engagement of fome 
hours and great lofs on both fides ; whilfi 
Dton's troops, inftead of reding themielveSi^ 
fpend the whole night in excinguilhing the 

Htraclides and l^heodotus, two of Dion\ word 
enemies, fui render on the next day, and 
are pardoned ; after which ApoUacratts is al 
lowed to retire, with all his friends, to his 
father in Italy ^ Dion^ thus vii^torious, hav 
ing amply rewarded his friends, difmifires 
his guards, and lives like a private man 
but is foon after murdcied hy Caltppus the 
Athiman, — — u_ ■■■■■■ — 

The Rbodtuns join in the focial war againft thej 
Athenians y lavage the iflands of Imhros and 
Lejbos^ laife contributions, and take (hips 
enough to defray the charges of their fleet 

and army. 

Ofoft/esj governor of M)^a, and general of| 
the revolted provinces of AJia Minot ^ hav 
ing received a fufiicient fum to raiic tioops 
to funport the revolted, makes his peace 
with Otirntj by delivering up to him thofe 
who had brought it to him. 

Rheomitresy another of their chiefs, having 
received 500 talent, and 90 fhips, from 
Egypt y afiemhiles the ringleadei s, and delivers 

them up to Ochus, — 

Phthpy king of Macedon, fubdues the countries 
between the rivers Strymon and Nejjfus j va- 
luable, chiefly, for their gold mines, which 
he eileems the iinews of war, and mod 
ciFefiual key to his future conqoells. He 
makes many alterations in the city of] 
Ctenidesy the mofl confiderable in that 
trafl ; and calls it Pkillppu 
Chares the Atienian accufes 7 imotheus and 
Iphicratis of negict.. of duty ; who are re- 
called, fined, and cafhiered. I’motheusy un- 
able to pay his fine, retires, and breaks his 

heart. 

Liciaius Siohy and C. Su/pit, Peticus, confuls 
of this year, take the city of Ferentinum 
from the Hernia i and, in their return home, 
the Tyburtes (hut up their gates agaioll them, 
Jiibeing now allied with the Gaulsy who were 
in motion again; and advanced along the 
Avio, within three miles of Rome.

Ptolemy Euergetes^ king of Egypt, dies, ,in the

The ^Romans, Upon the news of Saguntum'i 
catallropbe, declare w'ar agamd tne Car-

Autfchus^ dtii^ning to engage the king of 
Egypt^ is joined by the Aradians^ with 
whom he continues his march into ^ytia^ 
thro* the narrow pafs called fheonprofopon ;

an eminence, where he can have a full 
view of his army and fleet, he hath the

The famed battle of Rapbia is fought, in 
which Antiochus is totally defeated by Ptolemy 
Philopatery and forced to abandon all his 
• conqueils to him ; and, with the fliaccered 
remains of his forces, retires to Antmh ; 
upon which moil of the cities in Coelefyria\ 
Pala^ftiney See, readily fubmic to the con- 
queror. — 

P'iolemy marches through Jud£a to ’Jtrufalem ; 
i reibres the Jew to their antient privileges \ 
oilers magnificent facrifices to God ; and be- 
ilows very fumptuous prefents on the temple, 
pricils, (Ac, but, attempting at length to 
enter into the mod holy place, is ftruck 
with a fudden panic and phrenfy^. which 
fills him with the greateil difdain and re- 

fentraent againftthc7e*u;j.— — 

Antiochus fends an embafly to treat of a peace 
with Ptolerny ^ which is concluded accord- 
ingly^ upon his coofenting to yield Cale 
fyria and Palafiine to him : after which he 
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bends all his force againft Achaus, and 
clofcly beiieges him in Sardis, — ^ 

r Ptolemy^ having fpent near' three months in 
Syria and Pbctnia^ returns to Ahxandriay 
where he gives himfelf up to his dtverfiofi , 
and gives the government of his new con 
quefts to Andromachus ; by which unwife 
condud he hath no fooner put an end to a 
foreign war than he kindles^ a new one in 
his dominion*'^ and raifes a* revolt of his Tub

AUalusy king of PergamuSy fearing left the 
Gauls fhould join with Aebsus^ fettles them

Corn, ^cipio ts fent into Spaiity to join hi^ 
brother Cn iusy who by this time had gained 
feveral confiderable advantages there; de- 
feated and taken prifoners Hatsno, the Car- 
thaginian chiefs and Jndihtlisy a Spamjh 
prince ; and reduced moil of the trads along 

the Iberus. — — 

HannibaN troops andh borfei being infeded 
with a fcqrbutic diftemper^.occaiioned by 
their frequent encam^encs in marfhy 
unwholfome grounds, he is obliged to take 
them into the mtre healthy territories of 
Adrta ; wh^re he arms his troops after thc^ 
Roman manner, and marches thence into 

Campania, — _ 

From thence he retiie% with no (mall dilH* 
culty, to the frontiers of Samnium, and then 
into Apuhay taking and plundering many 

confiderable cities in his wey. 

The battle of I’hra/ymenu, is fought, near the 
lake of that name ; in which Plaminius is, 
by Hnnnibaly drawn into an anAvhih, by his 
own raihnefs, and is defeated and killed ; and 
with him 15,000 are (lain, and 6,000 taken 
prifoners, of whom the greated part die of 
their wounds. — 

Six thouTand othtrRomamy who bad furrendefed 
to Adberbaly are put in chains by Hannibaly 
whilft the auxiliaries are fee free ; that ge- 
neral declaring, that he fought only agaud 
Romi : and of 4,000 more, which Ser^ltut 
had fent to reinforce his collegue, 2,000 arc 
jout off akd Hain by Material* 
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Falius Maximus^ is fenr« with Ac diftatorial 
power, and a coaitderable army, againil 
IhnnihMl ; and appoints 7ybitr for the place 
•f rentleavooSi where he contents himfelf 
with following and galling the Carthaginian 
rear: upon which the ienate, not relilh 
ing his prudential conda^l. invefts Mmutim, 
his general of hoefe, with an equal power 
to his , who thereupon raihly eng«iges the 
enemy, and is defeated and furrounded by 
them, and is on the point of being cut to 
pieces with all his troops ; but is happily 
faved by the brave Fabius% and the Cartha^ 
giniam routed with great flaughter. In ac- 
knowlcgement of which noble action, Mt- 
nutiui comes and reiigns his commiiTion to 
him, acknowleging hiua to be alone fit to

WhilA the two Aratush are endeavouring to 
compofc the intefiine broils and diftarbsnces 
ciMtffen/e, Fhilif^Vvc^ci Maetdon^ ilrives. 
all he can to promote them, and is highly | 
Uamed for it h\ the younger ; and is di- ' 
verted by the tJer from feizing on the 
caftlc of Hhxtmti for which he incurs the 

difpieafure of that monarch. 

Aratus^ the brave and worthy Acbaan prxtor, 
retires from Phiiip^$ court, with a defign to 
lead a private life in his own country ; but 
is foon after poiAned by order of that 
treacherous monarch, and dies a lingering! 
death. — — — 

Ftohmy Fhihpntnr^ being returned to Altxan- 
dr%^^ gives himielf up to all kikid of licen- 
ciouGims and cruelty ; but more efpccially 
agaiuft the Jtws, perfecutmg with the ut- 
moft rage all that will npt apoftatize, and 
carefiiqg and prompting all who do ; by 
which conduA he occafions a great defe--

&er*v, Cdtpio breaks the peace with Viriathus, 
iaFariher Spain; and, after having greatly 
difirefled him by various ways, caufes him

Tantalus f who fucceeded Viriathus in Lufitaniay 
raChly ventures upoa the ficge of Saguntum ; 
but is totally defeated, and forced to fur 
render, with his whole army ; wliich puts a 
final period to the war in Farther Spam. 
Trypbon, finding himfelf abandoned by his 
troops, flees to Dora for (belter, where he 
id ciofely befieged by Sidetes ; and, upon

(with a numerous army, againfl him 
are all defeated and routed, with great 
flaughter, by John, and Judas, the brave

Phy/con caufes the Alexandrians to be barba- 
roufly plundered and butchered by his mer- 
cenaries; and repeats the fame cruelties 
the new inhabitants, whom he had in* 
ViSa to rqeople that dty. — - — 
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Pbyfcon divorces his wife Clt 9 ^ttdi debauches 
and marries his own daughter 1 and, di chid- 
ing left his inoefty debauchery, and ocher 
crimes, fhouid caufe an infurr^ion, orders 
the gymnafittm» where all the youth were 
aiTembled, to be fet on lire, and them to be 
either burned in it» or butchered, if they 
tried to come out. — — 

The inhabitants riieup in arms, fet the paface

At talus 111. having fucceeded his uncle,, takes 
the name of Philapator ; but afis more like 
a madman chan a prince ; and abandons him 
fclf to all manner of cruelties, particularly 
towards his near relations, and bed friends ;

he fhuts himfelf up to the end of his reign. 
Brutus erodes the Minhio in Farther Spasm 
and, in fpite of the dout oppofition of the 
Bracarsni, fubdues their whole country.

Sciph, 
qiofes 400 of the chief Lufian youths to 
have th,eir right hands cut ofi^ for coming 
to the aififtance of tbp befieged. — 
The Nmmanfsnetf iorely diftrefled by famine, 
(fc. fend^ d^uties to Scipss^ to beg that 
dgy may either be admitted to an honoor- 
f^capicobuoo, or to die fword in hahdl 
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in defence of their liberties $ which being re- 
je^ed by the indcorable Roman general, 
they, in defpair, kill their deputies for their 
ill fuccefs, and snake a defperace attempt

The flavee in Sicilj raife a revolt nnder one 
Eunus (whom diey choofe for their chief, 
and who takes the name of Antmhut)^ and 
commit moil horrid outrages' and butche- 
ries, defeat the goTcrnor ManUus, andi{ 
plunder his camp: they go on with the 
fame fiicoefs and cruelties the two following 
years, by which means they increafe to the

Tibirius Gracchus^ one of the tribunes, with 
300 of his friends, are flaio, and their 
bodies thrown into the Tyler^ for attempt 
ing to revive the Ucinian law, which li< 
mitcd'poireffions to 500 acres : andCaiar 
Bilitts, a zealot^ defender of the people, is 
fhut up in a cafk fuU of vipers, {sTc. and 
dies miferably iit k. 


I The Roman p^ple, refenting the cruel treat 
ment of their tribune, and bis friends, ac 
cufe Sdpto Najtcap his moft flrenuous *op- 
pofer, as the author of it ; upon which the 
fenate diff.atche8 him into Afia^ to prevent 
^ his being murdered by them. ”7* 
jCr/ff/ Calp, Pifi attacks the revolted Haves in 
Sicily y under the walls of Mtjpaena^ to which

• Tigranes invades Armenia, defeats and kills 
Artabanesy and fubdues that whole kingdom 
in one campaign ; plunders the AJiatte 
Greeks ; and, laft of ?L\\,Cippadeda ; whence 
he carries off 300,000 captives, with whom 
he colonies his new capital, to which he 

gives the name of l^igranoterta, 

. The Marji, Peligni, Samnites, Campanians, 
and Lucanians, unite themfelves into one 
republic, of which they make Co^Jinum, a 
llrong city, the capital. They cut off the 
proconful Servfitus, with all his Romans ; 
overthrow Cn, Pompeius, Rutilius, ^ C^epio, 
and ocher Roman generals, in feveral places. 
They next defeat L.JuL Cafar, and Marius, 
the latter of whom retires to Rome, and lays 
down his command : but they are at length 
defeated in their turn, together with the 
revolted Heirurians and Umbrians, by Sylla, 

Serv. Sulpititts, &C, — ^ 

- Nicomedes, king of Bithynia, dying, Mitbri- 
dates feizes upon bis kingdom ; upon which 
his natural fop, Nicomedes, enters Pontus, 
and puts all to £rc and fword. Mitbridates 
fends embaffadors to Rame to complain of it ; 
but the fenate both joffify it, and give him 
to underdand, that they will receive no 
embaffy from him, till be has redored Cap- 
padacia to Ariaretbes, and Bithynia to Ni- 

^ The JuHan law is enabled at Rome, intitling 
all the allies to the citizenibip of it ; it be- 
ing the denying them that privilege which 
occa^ion^ the ibcii^ war, — — - 
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The Tarthian embaiTadors are rccei\red with 
fuch haughCtnefs by Sylia^ that Ofohaxes^ al. 
Oromafus^ the chief of the cinbaiT/, is be- 
headed on his return, for his baie com- 
pliance with it. — ■■ — 

The Romtim take the iield again ft hlithridatesy 
who defeats 'Nu^mdes^ cuts off moft of his 
forces^ and feizes all his baggage^ money, 
&r. He next defeats the %man general, 
Jymlius^ and kills 10,000 of his men . 
quickly after which, his admirals take the 
greateft part of the 300 ftiips that were fent 
to guard the pafTage of the Euxine fea ; 
whitft he, on the retreat of the Romans^ 
invades Afia^ qitite to lonia^ and is every- 
where received as llieir great deliverer. - 
Cn, Pomp. Sirabo is (ent to carry on the iiege 
of A/cuium ; and deftroys the whole army ofj 

the Marji^ with Francut their general. 

The worthy praetor, A. Sempr Afellh^ is 
aiTalDnated for his feverity againft ufurers ; 
foxne new dih^endmenb are made to the 
Julian law i th^ Roman knights are ftripped 
of their jurifdi&ion; and the tribes are al- 
lowed CO choofe fifteen of their own members 

to adminifter juftice in avil matterb. 

Pomp, Strabo^ takes Afeuium^ and puts all the 
inhabitants to the fword ; whilft Fat, us 
Cato puts an end to the war with the ^ry/// , 
and Portim Cato is killed by a dart (hot 
him by young Marius^ whom he had dif 

obliged, 

The confederates, Matji^ Peli^ni^ See, are 
forced to remove their fenate, magazines, 
Cffc. to Efernia^ and to fend to implore 
MtthndattC% af&ilance; whilft ^ylla daily 
gains frefh advantages over them, and fru 
Urates all their attempts ; and Coft.onius is no 
left facceftfal againft the Samnites, Lnsinata, 

The LaodiceoM* deliver up Oppim^ governor of| 
P^mphylia^ to JAithridateo % and the luf 
hians bring Aquihus in chains to him ; 
the former of whom he leads about with 
him where-ever he goes, and the latter he 

puts to a moft cruel death. 

Mttbridatos makes himfelf mailer of Uagnefia^ 
Ephe/uSf Mityhm^ and other confiderable 
atics ; in all which he pulls down all the 
Roman monumencsj and gets fuch an iiu 
S a ^ 
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mcnfe wealth, that he is able to carry on 
the war (ix whole years without being 
obliged to tax his fobJeAs. — 

Cleopatra^ being grown beyond meafurc jea 
lous of her fon jUtxandir^ caiifes a poifoned 
dofe to be prepared for him 5 which he 
being apprifed of» obliges her to drink offl 
herfeif ; and fo put^ an end to her wicked 

life and reign. *— — 

Sylla takes Stahi^e^ in Campania^ by ilorm> 
cuts ofF ^0,000 Gjuis that came to relieve 
the city of PompHi^ to which he was then 
laying fiege; and makes himfelf mafter 

of It. * — 

Sylla defeats Clu^tius^ and kills 20,000 Sam 
nites'y reduces the whole country of Htr- 
quinia^ and takes Jufiulana, the capital of | 
it : thence he pafTes into Samnium, where, 
being reduced to great fireights, he finds 
hitn&lf obliged to march away by night , 
and goes'next to Bavianttm^ and takes it by 

The Pbarifak fed, having raifed a rebellion in 
Juitea^ invite Uueharii to their afTiftance ; 
who comes accordingly, and dtkztBJlexanJir 
yaaneut ; but, being Toon after abandoned by 
his JcnKtJb forces, who repent of their re- 
bellion, he leaves the country, and gives the 
JinviJb king Opportunity to revenge himfelf | 
of the treacherous Phartfets, 


During the feuds of the focialwar, Jpomus 
finds means to get Oxyntas^ one of Ju- 
gurtha'% fons, releafed fvom bis confinement, 
in order to go and engage the Nunadians to 
join the confederates againft the Romans, ~ 
MttkridaUs iojoins the nations whom he had 
fubdtted to murder nil tae Romans they have 
among them, women and children not ex- 
cepted, on a Kreruin day from the date of 
his letters, under the fevere penalties ; 
and hii orders are accor^ngly put in exeeu- 
lion with fach reau^tnm and punduality, 
that J^a becomes perftd ibambfes. — 
The confederates being nearly reduced, a njiw 
civil war breaks out between Sulpttius end 
^nsut and Sji/a the new-chofeo confql ; 
in which the latter, returning from the 
fiege of Nola to Rams, deftroys a great 
number of the prtifans of the foriner : 
jHing arrived at Rome, he gets fpme new laws 
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to be enaded ; cauies Sulpitius and Marius 
to be dectar^ enemies to their country, 
and a price to be fee upon their heads : upon 
which Su/piitus is taken and beheaded ; but 
Marius, though likewife feized, yet finds 
meens to efcape by the help of Tome ci 

The AUxanirians not able to fiiiFer, that the 
parricide Aitxandtr fhould fu^ceed his mO' 
ther^ he is forced to withdraw, and wander 
about • till being taken, and pot to deaths in 
the ifland of CoSs by one of Mithndatti*% 
(ea-captains, his elder brother, Lathyrus^ is 
inirited to come^ and uke pofiefilon of the 
Ej^fpfiancrov!/n. — — 

Mithrsd&iis is received in the ifland of Cos 
where the young AUxandir, fon of the de- 
ceafed, 18 delivered up to him, together With 
all the immenfe treafare which his mother 
had hoarded op there : upon which he takes 
the young prince under his care, educates 
him at his own charge# but keeps all his 
wealth to hitni-J. — — - 

Mitbridaies fails from Css to Ehodis, and lays 
fiege to the capital of that name ; but meets 
with fuch a flout repulfe from the Rhodian 
admiral, that he is forced to raife it, and 
nirrowly dTcapes^ing taken by him. 
Archtlaus, Mitbridates^% general, takes the 
cities of Atbtns and OoTos i and puts all ih&j 
Romans, and their adherents, to the fword. 
Mithndatn and Asebtiaut carry on their con* 
quefls wiih fach rapidity, chat the bell part 
of Afia, Groeci, and all the adjacent iflands, 
except that of Rhodto, art fiibdued by 
them.

^ylht the late confiil, being fommoned by 
CAnna, retires Into the tafl t upon which the 
new conful orders the new-made cit zens to 
appear in arms in the fomm^ whiill 03a^ 
nsiui doth the lame by the old citizens : a 
battle enfees, and moth blood is fpilt on 
both fidei s after which Cdnna is depofed by 
the fcnace, and h. Corn. Morula chofen in 
his room. Cinna raifes a powerful army, 
and invites Marius to join Lim, together 
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wich the revolted flaves^ who come over to 

him in great numbers. 

Sylla 1$ Tent againfi Mttbrtdatis lands in At- 
tiea i befieges and takes Athens^ where he 
caufes Arifio^ and others of the king’s of- 
ficers and friends^ to be put to death 
LuculLiSr Syliah admiral, with only fix fri- 
gates, ventures to fail thro' the Ponttc fleet 
into SyrtUy Egypt^ Lihya^ Cyprus^ See. and^ 
by the enfuing year, brings him fuch rein- 
forcements of men, fhips, from tbofe 
parts as enable him to make head againft 
the vail fleet of the Pontu king, as foon as 

that of tne Rhodtam had joined him 

Sylkj with 15,000 foot, and 1,500 horfe, en- 
gages Mttbrtiaies^ near Cbaponea^ at the 
head of 1 20,000 men ;*and defeats him, with 
(he iofs of only twelve of his men. He 
next defeats Dorylaus, the king's favourite, 
with great flaughter, in two different en- 
gagements ; and cuts almoft his whole army 

to pieces. - _ 

Whillt Sylla is thus fuecersful in AJia^ Rome is 
almoil reduced to the lall extremity, by in- 
(ellmc broils, and by a grievous peflilence 
and famine , and, flill more fo, by the hor 
rid butcheries <omi»Jtted by Cwna, Mai t us, 
and Sir ton us ; the formei of whom caulcs 
all the feiuto}^ who had oppofed him to be 
maflacred, their heads to be fet upon poles 
and their bodies to be expofed above-giouud 
M. Antomus is betrayed and murdered ; and 
Catullus^ Merulay and ocher patriots, di 
fpatch themfelves, to avoid a worfe fate i and 

^me becomes a mere feene of blood. 

Alexander, king of the ye<u;/^efeats his rcbel- 
lous fubjeds, with g^eat Daughter, and 
forces the reil to retire into the fortrtfs 
of Bithome, where he clofely befiegts 
them t but does not make himfelf mailer of 
it till the eniuing year, when he lets his 
fisry and vcngeancoloofe againft them, in 

the moil dreadful manner. 

Cuma, without the people's choice, caufes 
himfelf and Mat f us to be declared confuls 
for this year; but Sylla^ who had fent to 
acquaint the (enate with bis fuccefs, fends 
fuch fevere threatenings againft the two con 
fills for the injuries they had done to his 
i^ife and family, as well as to the public, 
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that Marius^ foon after^ drinks faimfelf to 

Young Mariu*^ who lhares in the government, 
the’ not in tne confaKhip, \y*th Cinnof 
drives to imitate him in all his cruelties. 
And Fa/er, Flaccus, the new-chofen conful, 
enaAs a law to free all debtors, on their 
paying a fourth part to their creditors. 

Fimbria^ llauu$h lieutenant, being degraded 
by him, raifes an army againll him, puts him 
to death, and places himfelf at the head of his 
forces ; with whom he commits the moil 
horrid outrages and cruelties. He next de> 
feats Mitbridatts^ who s^as come out againll 
him ; purfues him to Fetgaaits, which he 
takes fword in hand; takes Piytane by 
ilorm $ and reduces Old Troy in eleven days, 
the inhabitants of which he puts to the fword ; 
and then burns the temple of Mincr<va^ and 
all thofe that had refuged theinfelve*^ in it. 

Alexander Janneus^ being become mailer of 
Bethqme^ exerciies the moil unheard^qf cruel - 
ties againit the Vharifaic revolcers, Soo of 
whom he caufeo to be crucified in one day ; 
whilil he feafis with his concubines on an 
oppofitcfcaffold \ and orders their wives and 
children to be butchered before their eyes. 

Arctasf king«of Arabia^ having defeaccli and 
killed Dionyfius^ ^nd caufed himfelf to be 
chofen king of Dama/cus^ in fpite of^PtoUmy, 
prince of Chalets, defeats Alexamh* janntus,^ 
near Adida ; but concludes a peace with him 
foon after, and retires. — - ■ 

Mthridates fends to demand an interview with 
Syllai which being complied with, they 
conclude a peace, neither advantageous Itor 
honourable to the Pontic monarch , whom 
the Roman chief obliges to abandon all his 
^onqueils in Greece, Macedon, Ionia, and the 
province of Afia ; and to confine himfelf to 
the antient boundaries of his kingdom. 

Syllc ovAmOldCirtbage to be rebuilt; and 
the Rhodian f, Qfians, Trojans, Lyians, and 
Magn^fiam, CO be declared free, and the 
friends of Riime\ but loads all the other 
Hates with heavy impoils, and quartern his 
troops upon them. — — - — 

Fimbria hires a Have to go and ilab who 
was marching agalnil him at the head of a 
numerous army ; but, upon the treachery 
S 4. 
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being difcoVefedv the aflaffin Sees to Ptrga- 
mus^ and there ^bs himfelf in the temple 
of JE/ddupius, 

AUxMdtr Jannem^ having concluded a peace 
with the king of Arabia^ and being impa- 
tient of an idle and indolent life* fpends the 
remainder of his reign in iiflarging his al- 
ready numerous conqueSs; and makes him- 
felf maSer of l>ia^ PiUa, and other con- 

Sderabie places. •— — 

Ciwia, and young Marim, govern with fuch 
an arbitrary and bloody fway, efpecially 
agakift tbe friends of $yUa, that moS of 
them are forced to leave Rome, and repair 

to him fpr fafc^y« — 

Gftita, and Pdtpyr, Carho, caufe themfelves to 
be dcdared confuls for this year ; and the 
former, having married Cornelia, the daugh- 
ter of JuL C^far, marches againS SyUa ; 
who, by this time, had committra the afl&irs 
of AJia to Lueullus and Murena, and v^as 
returning to Rome, laden with immeafe 
wealth; but Qnna, who was advancing apace 
towards him, is killed by one of his own 
foldiers, before the two rivals meet: upon 
this, Cario raifes an army of 20 c, oco men 
to keep Sjlia out of Ifa/y, whilft this laS 
fends overturtsi of ^eace to Norianui, the 
other conful; which are, however, rejeded 
by him. — ~ — - 

Sylla lands in leafy, and defeats Norianus, with 
great flaughter; upon which molt of hts 
troops come over to the viftor ; as doth I 
alfo Pompey, with an army of three legions ; 
^iiss comes, likewife, cp defir^ peace of| 
Sym^ and is taken jrifoner; but is fentj 
l^ck by him with a fuSiciiint efcort. — 
Norbanm raifes sT new army, and is defeated 
again by Pomp(^ ; upon which his men go 

overto3^Z£s. — 

Piotemy Laekyrus, being rM of his mother and 
biomcr, takes peaoeaUe poflldioD of Egypt, 
and refloret every thing to its antient order, 
except in the city of nebeOf which refufes

Mitkridates, on hts return to Ponteu, reduces ] 
moil of the countries whkh had revolted 
from him during the war 1 and, at the defire 
_of the Colebiant, makes hts fon king over 
^tbem % but, foon after, conceiving an extra* 
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oditery jealoafy him, caufes him to be 

[ put to death. — —— 

Mixandir Janntns befieges Gazara^ al. Ejk, 
where Thsadbtiu the tyrant had laid up his 
immenfe creafuresi furroundi the place with 
a treble wall, andcarrka it by ftorhi : after 
which he drips Derntritu of his principality, 
and brings him prifoner to Jerufahm. — 
Lathyrm befieges the city of 7 hebes\ and, upon 
its furrender, gives it up to be plundered by 

hb forces. —— ^ 

iEtbridatii^ Under pretence of reducing the 
raifes fuch a powerful army and 
fleet, as quite alarm Mwnna^ and his 
manif who make no delay of invading and 
plundering his dominions, not fparing even 

the temples. — 

83 The Syrians (as well as their contending mon- 
archs), being quite exhaufled by their long 
wars, begin to look out for a king of a dif- 
ferent race from xhtStUsuisUt : fome of them 
are for choofing Mkhridatts^ others Ptolemy 
Lathyrus i but ^fce, at hmgth, to confer 
that honour on figranes^ king of Armema ;

extraordinary conduft and bravery, by the 
defeats of Carinas^ Coflim^ and BrsauSf 
three generals under the coftfuls, who tried 
tooppofe SylUo march; upon which that 
young commander is honoured with the title 
of Imperator, by Sylln. • 

Whilft Cm«4, and youi^ Manus*% inflruments

Sjlia makes himielf mailer of Ptanefie, upon 
which Manus kills himfelf, and the inhabit* 
ants are mod cruelly butchered Notba 
undergoes the fame fate, only the inhabit* 
ants, to avoid Syiy% cruelty, fet dre to 
their houfes and perifli in the flames 
The war being ended, Sjlia profenbes 40 fena 
tors, and 1,600 knights, and makes Catt- 
line the minxder of his vengeance , who 
drives even to outdo him in his cruelties 
Pame now becomes an hornd feene of blood 
and (laughter; and, among other unhappy 
vi^ims, Marcus Manus is put to a mod 
cruel and infamous death. Sylla becomes 
mader of Rme, and all us provinces, except 
xng Spa^n ; caufes himfelf t6 be declared per* 
petaal didlator, and tyrannizes every-wheie 
Murena, Sylla^% geneial in Afia, having broken 
the peace with Mithidates, and taken fevc

Alexander Janneus, after having fubdued a 
great number of provinces, and taken a vad 
number of fortrefles, is (eized with a violent 
quartan ague; to divert which, he gives 
himfelf up to eafe and caroufing the lad 
three years of his bfc. — 
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Ptolmy Latbyrus dies at Alexandria^ in the 
36th year of kis reign ; and is facceeded by 
his daughter Cle^aira, his only legitimate 
child : but Sylkt upon receiving the news 
of ity fends thither young Alixan^r^ the Ton 
of that Altxemder who had been driven out 
for poifoning his mother, to fucceed La- 
thyrutf as the next male heir to the Egyptian

Sicily is reduced by Pontpey ; and Carho^ who I

I the books that could be got ; orders 

them to be wiitten, d$ nonsoy by the quinde- 
cimvirs, having added five new membets 

to the decemvirate. — 

Sylla the didator caufes himfelf, and ^ Cacti. 
MetilluSy to be chofen confiilsj and gives 
the Raman citizens a magnificent treat, 
which lafts many days. Pompty, not with- 
out feme difficulty, obtains a triumph irom 
the didator, who now begins to look upon 
him with an envious eye. —

and difeipJines its inhaUtanw. 
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Sertorim receives 5,000 talents, and 40 Ihips 
completely manned and arikied, from M- 
tbriiata ; in retnm of which he fends that 
monarch a body of regular and well difci- 
plined troops, under the command of Mar* 
cus Marius ; upon which account Pmpey 
the Great is now appointed to fail into Spaiu^ 
and to fupprefs his overgrown power. —

joins Sertoriusi^ and takes the military oath 

Nieomedes^ king of Bithynia^ dies ; and be- 
queaths his kingdom to the Romans ; who 
eredt it into a province, notwith (land- 
ing the complaints of his daughter Mufa ; 
who claimed it in favour of her fon, and 
was fupported in her fait by Julius Cafar, 
^picn^ the natural fon of Ptolemy Phyfcon^ 
likewife bequeaths his kingdom of Cyrene to 

the Romans, — ■ _ 

Cotta, the Roman conful, confents to have 
$ylla*s law aboliflied, which excluded the 
tribunes from fuperihr offices. — 

Sertorius, in fpitc of Pompey^s great army, be- 
fieges and takes Lauron before his face ; and 
bums the place, not out of anger, or 
cruelty, but to mortify that young generars 

The Mthridatie war is now renewed; in 
which the Pontic monarch is joined by his 
fon-in-law Ttgrams, who invades Cappado- 
cia, whilft Mithridates enters Paphlagonia, 
at the head of 120,000 foot, 16,000 horfe, 
and 100 chariots, armed with fcythes, and 
quickly reduces that province; immediately 
aner which, he enters into that of Bithynia, 
Mithridates invites the great Sertorius into an 
alliance with him, which he readily accepts ; 
but under fuch rCftridlions, as iufficiently 
difplay his magnanimity, and fincere regard 
for his country. — — -- — 

The proconful P, Servilius, having cleared the 
feas 'of pirates, and taken Ifaurta, their ca- 
pital, and common rendezvous^ is honoured 
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with a triumph, and the furname of| 

Ifauricus. — — 

Lucullus is lent againft Mithridates^ who has 
now three confiderable armies, and a power- 
ful fleet, one of which he commands in per- 
fon s his fleet defeats (j»tta at fea, be lieges 
him at ChaUedm^ and obliges him to retire. 
Lucullui defeats him, with a confiderable 
lofs : and puts an end to the campaign with 
the total overthrow of the king's fleet, and 
the taking fome confiderable places from 

Whitfl Lucullus is thus fuccefbful in Afia^ Ser^ 
tortus is no lefs fo in Spain ; till undermined 
by the treachery of Perpenna, who caufes 
him to be aflaflinated at an entertainment, 
and then takes the command of the army ; 
but is foon afterdefeated, and taken prifoner, 
by Pompty the Great. 


Pompty obliges Pirpenna to deliver up all the 
papers belonging to Sertorius^ and caufes 
them to be buinc $ after which he caufes 
the traitor to be put to death, together 
with all the cb.cfs of the confpiracy ; and 

fo puts an end to the Spamflt war. 

MtthridaUs befleges Cyzicus by fea and land, 
and introduces the new and flran^e war 
like engine, called helepolis^ faid to be the 
invention of Ntclmedis the 7hi£alian ; but 
in the height of the flege Lucullus falls upon, 
defeats him, and forces him to laife it ; after 
which he is received into the place with the 
loudefl acclamations by the citizens, who 
infUtute the feflival called Lucullea, in me- 
mory of their deliverance. 


Mitbridates^ after his late • defeat, retires by 
fea into Bitbynia, whither Lucullus follows 
him. In the mean time Triatius is no lefs 
faccefsful agatnft that monarch, and makes 
himfelf mailer of Apamea, Prufa^ Nicea^ 

Prujias^ and other confiderable places. 

Lucullus defeats the Pontic king afrelh at fea, 
near ^roas % takes Marius^ and two other of| 
his generals, prifoners^ the former of whom 
he caufes to oe put to death. — 

The Italian (laves, under the command of the 
famed gladiator Spartacust raife an infur- 
redUon, defeat the Capuan militia; and, 
neat to that, the prattor Claudi^t Pukbtr^ 
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with the lofs of 3,000 men ; and, laft of olL 
the praetor VaUrim, —— — — 

i Cnixiui, one of the chiefs of the Gaulijh flares, 
parts from Spartaats, and is cot off, with 
Ais whole arm)r, near 4 p^ 9 a, by the con- 
ful QiiUui I whilft Sparimcui gives as flg^nal 
an Overthrow to Untuliu the other conTuI ; 
and, marching againfl QtlUm, totally de- 
feats him, aim facriflces all the Raman pri- 
fpners round Cnixim^ funeral pile. — - 

• Imctdlm reduces Faphlagonia, Bitbwia, Sec. 

then marches into Pontus ; takes Bnpateria, 
the place of JU/tMdatn's refidence; to* 
gether with Am^ns, nmifata, and other 
confiderable dyes. — —— 

• MithridaUs defeats Lucuiius*s cavalry, and 

obliges it to retire. 

• Stiine, who flill kept Ptolimais, and fome 

other provinces in Syria and Pbcenia, fends 
her two fona Antiochus Afiaiicui, and Si 
Uucus CyhieJaSte, to Rime % where they ftay 
about two years. — _ 

The Sadduciis loJusUea are now fo cruelly per- 
fecuted by the Pbariftts, that they are 
forced to prefent a pathetic complaint to 
queen Altxandra, and propofe to her two 
ways by which they might teflieltered from 
their cruelty 1 but thii/petitioA, tho’ feconded 
by her Ton Anrifiebalus, the queen dares to 
I grant but in part, for fear of aifobliging the

Alexandra^ queen of the Jenvsy being inform* 
ed that Ttgranes w^s preparing to invade 
her dominions, and not being in a condition 
to make b^ad againfi him, fend'i him a* grand 
embaily, accompanied with magnificent pre* 
fencs, which he readily accepts, being then 
obliged to march back, to defend his own, 
territories againfi the approaching Romans, 
7igrants comes againfi Selim, at the head of 
500,000 men ; befieges, and takes her pri- 
foner, at PtdimaU\ and caufes her, foon 
after, to be pot to death in Armenta ; after 
which he goes to afiift Mstbridata agamft 
the Romani, — — — 

Mtbridatts and Triarius engage again, and 
the latter is defeated, with great daughter j 
I but a wound which the king receives occa* 
fions a retreat to be foond^, which gives 
the Romans time to make a retreat. Mithri^ 
dates is no fooner healed of his wounds, than

Craffus wSPompiy are choien confuls; but

\lithridatei fends fome embaffadors to treat of 
peace with Pompey, who refufes to treat 
with any but the king in perfon ; but this 
being looked upon, by that monarch, be.

Hand in their own defence, and fuder the

thence in»o Jerufalem ; where he feizes on

Pompey had forborn to lay hands on. 

The go^ old prieft Eleascar promifes to dif 
cover to him a gold beam, or rafter, that 
weighed 3,000 lb. on condition he (hou.'d 
fpare the xt^itvhithCraJfus folemnly promifes 
and fwears to do 1 but he no fooner put in 
poifciTion of it, ths^n he perfidioufly feizes on 
all the reft, to the value of 20,000 talents ;

C. R. Pofthumitis, who had afTifted Ptolemy 
Aulctes with vaft fums to bribe the Roman 
fenate, and to recover the Egyptian crown,| 
n^beiog treated with the utmoft ingratitude by 
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that prince, with great difficulty efcapes to 
Komt^ and lays his complaints before the 
fenate, who, inftead of redrefOng his grie- 
vances, profecttte him for what he had 

A general inrurre£tion happens in Gaul^ on 
account of a grievous himine ; which obliges 
Cafar to divide his army, and to canton 
them in different places; fome of whom 
are defeated and haraffed by Amhiorix^ one 
of the Gaulijh chieft ; but are at length re* 
lievcd by the timely arrival of two legions, 
fent thither by Pmfiy, — — 

Qrodtii king of Parthia^ who had been de* 
throned by his younger brother Mtbridates^ 
recovers the crown by the affiilance of Sure- 
nas ; and, having clofely ht^tgedMitbridates 
in Seleucia^ obliges him to furrender at 

difcretion, and then puts him to death. 

Cajar lands a fecond time in Britain, with- 
out oppofition, and defeats the terrified Bri- 
tans, A dorm ihatters afrefh part of his 
fleet ; upon which they attack him re- 
peatedly, 'with trefh vigour ; but are flill 
defeated ; upon which he ravages their 
country for a while, and returns into Gaul, 
Julia, the daughter of Julius Cttfar, wljo, by 
her prudefic mana|;ement, had prevented his 
coming into an open rupture with Pompey 
her hufband, dies, honoured by all ranks, 
and is buried in the field of Mars', foon 
after which thofe two rival heroes break 
out into a fatal and open enmity. ~— 
Crajfue purfues his icandaloas conqueds and 
extortions inMe/opetamia, Syria, Sez fparing 
neither temples nor people; whilft his 
troops, through want or military difcipline, 
become effeminate, and pave the way for 
his and their own deftru^iion. — 

Orodss, of Partbia, fends an cxpoflulatory 

embaffy to Crajfus, to which he returns an 
haughty and elufory anfwer ; upon which 
Surenas, an experierfeed general, is fent at 
the head of a powerful army, who recovers 

moft of the Mefopotamian cities. 

Craffus, contrary to the advice of Artaluzus, 
king of Armenia, and of all his own officers, 
enters Mefipetamia, where he is betrayed into 
very great flreights by Abgarus, king of 
Edeja'i is furprmd by the Partisans ^ and' 
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defeated with great flaughter, and the lofs 
of his gallant (on, and forced to retire to 
Carrha ; where he is inveiled by Sunnas^ 
and foon after forced, by his own legions, 
to confent to an interview with that coni' 
jnander; and i& theieflain with all his rt- 
tmue : his head Is cut off, and fent to the 
Parthian king, who caufes his mouth to be 
filled with melted gold. In this action 
30,000 are flain on the fpot, and 10,000 

are made prifoners. — 

who commands art army at (he gates 
of Rome^ caufes the ele£lion of confuTs to 
be fufpended for feven months, and breeds a 
great numbe;^^ of other di/afiers in that ca 
pital ; whilil Cat 9 ^ in vain, firives to op> 
pofe the reigning corruption, and the maira>

The news of Crajfui\ defeat and death, who 
had hitherto proved an eiFedlual check to

Cifar betrays fuch partiality in favour of the 
Egyptian queen, t^at the young king and 
Plotinus y not b^.ng able to brook it, be 
fiege him with 20,000 Alexandptam ; upon 
which he caufes fire to be fet to fome (hips 
that were in the port, the flames of which 
fpreading, •confume the celebrated Atexan 
drian library, in w 4 iich were depofited about 
4 PO,ooo valuable books: after which he 
caufes the treacherous Photinus to be put to 
death, for holding a correfpondence with 
Achillasy who commanded Ptolimfh forces. 

QanymtdeSy the king's eunuch, takes the young 
priDCcfs Arfinoe to the army, who proclaim 
her queen; Achillas y their general*, to 

death ; and place Ganymedes in his room. 
They next engage Cajar at Tea, and are 
twice defeated by him, with great lofs; 
upon which the Ahxandrians fend to de- 
mand their king, and offer, on that condi' 
tion, to forbear all farther hofiihties; to 
which Cifar confents, and fets him at li- 
berty. But that young mon^irch, endeavour- 
ing, foon after, to intercept C^/<*r's pio- 
vihons, gives C/ccafion for a tliiid cng'ige- 
ment, in which the Egyptians are totally de 
feated, near Canopus , by Tib, Koto, cn^* of 
Cerfar\ admirals. — — — • 
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48 Upon the news of Pompfft death, the fenatej 
and people at Romt declare C<far conful for 
£ve years ; diflator for one year ; tribune 
of the jpeople, and head of that college, du- 
ring life; with foil power to make peace 
and war, to levy men, money, ^c. and, 
by reafon of his abfence from Rome, Mark 
Antony is deputed thither, to take the go- 
vernment of Italy upon him 
Mitbridatei the Fergumeniany in conjundlion 
with Hyreanuiy the JrwiJh high-prieil, and 
Antipatery his prime-miniHer, bring Cnfar 
a confiderable reinforcement at the fiege ofj 
Filujiumy and thereby haften the iurrender 
of the place to him. In chat fiege Antipater, 
at the heatf of his JewtJh forces, behaves 
with fingular gallantry, and is one of the 
forcmoil'in mounting the breach, 
j Theyfovi^ forces follow C^far to Alexandria', 
engage Ftolemyy who came to meet them ; 
cut off 20,000 of his men, and take 1 2,000 
of them pnfoners ; the king himfelf being 
drowned in cro0ing the M7r, after a reign 
of three years, and eight months. After 
the vidlory, C^far returns to Alexandria ; 
proclaims Cleopatra queen ; and obliges her 
to marry her youngell brother, then about 
eleven years old. 


C if ary being vCome into ^r/V7, cotk^rms Hyrca- 
nus in bis pontifical dignity ; piakes Antipater 
procurator of Judaay and citizen of Rome ; 
and confirms all the ancient privileges of the 
yewijh nation, both in Fal^fiinty and in 
Egypt ; and caufes the grant to be engraven 
on copper- plates, and to be hanged up in the 
temples of Tyr/, Sidouy ^^and Afcalon i and 
in the capitol at Rome — — 

Antigonusy the fon of Ariftobulusy prefers 
complaint to Coffaty felting forth the wrongs 
done to . him, and his family, by Hyrcanm 
Antipater I but> unfortunately for him, 
chat politic minifter. being then attending on 
Ctejury pleads HyreanuFs caufe fo artfully, 
that Aniigonui*% petition is rejefted. 
Fharnaeesy the treacherous fon of Mithri dates 
the Great, and Snow king of the Cimmerian 
Bofporusy having taken the advantage of the 
war between Oefar and Fompeyy recovers a 
great parr of the Pontic kingdom, and de-i 
itacs Domitiasy whom Cfar had fent again(l| 
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him ; buC» upon hearing that Ce/ar was| 
marching againfl him^ he fhnds him a grand 
cmhaiTy, and a crown of great value 1 tq< 
gether with the offer of his daughter inj 
marriage ; and a promife to comply with 
whatever he Ihould require of him. C^r/ar 
fends him orders to evacuate the Pottfic do^\ 
minions ; to relbre all the Rtman prifoners, 
thefe orders Pharnacu delaying to 
execute, Cafar falls fuddenly upon him 
cuts off mod of his army s and ffrips him 
of the Bo[forah kingdom ; which he bellows 
upon MitbridaUt the Firgameman* - 
2 30 1 ] 47 1 Pbarnaces^ having raifed a frefti army » marches 

againll Afcander^ wliom he had left governorj 
of Bofporus \ and who, during his flay in, 

Pontuty had feized upon that kingdom 
Pharnace$ is again defeated* and with the: 
lofs of his* life, after he had reigned fifceenj 
years king of Bojpoyus ; after whofe death, 
the kingdom of P^n/us is again reduced into! 
a Roman province. — ^ - 

Hynetnus fends a fref embaffy to Romi^ to re-| 
new the old alliance; and meets with a gra 
Clous reception; and obtains* moreover, ^ 
permifTory decree for fortifying the city of] 
Jerufalmy And repairing the walls of* it 
which Pomfty had caufed to be demqlifhed. 

Antipattr^ who had accompanied Cafar pn hisj 
embarking for Syria^ greatly extols thatj 
conqueror on his return xojorufalm^ and his| 
ktndnefs to Hyreanusy and to himfelf ; by 
which means he artfully awes the people 
from undertaking any thing in favour of] 
Antigonus^ and flrengthens the more his own 
authority 5 as he is now the foie direflor of] 
the 'JewiJh affairs^ under that indolent 

pontiff. — — tHio 

Aniipattr repairs the walls and fortifications of] 
JerufaJmy and maker Pbafiudt his ib|i, go* 
vemor of it 1 and Htrod^ bis fecond (bo* go* 
vernor of QaliUi ; the latter of whom, foonj 
after* goes and fapprefirr the banditti that 
infefled that province ; pots UtKokias^ thcir| 
chief, and fome others* to death; and 
drives the reft away. — — • — 1 10! 

Cffatr arrives in baly^ ^nd fills it with joy and 
wonder at his fingular demeacy ; the firft 
inftance of which he (hews to GVere* 
his coining to beg bis pardon* feg having^ ^ 
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efpoafcd Pcmpifs fide; forgives all, except 
fuch as are ioand ftill in arms againft him : 
reftores peace and fafety to all the reft ; and 
diftributes his favours liberally among all his

Crfar is again chofen conful, and fails into 
J/ric^ where Pmpeft party was ftill nu 
merous; fummons Cnnjtdtus^ governor of 
Adrumintums who kills his meifei^er, and

Upon the arrival of his new reinforcemen'^S 
Cafar marches to Utica ; where he is be- 
fiegcd by t^e three joint armies of Juha^ 
king of Mauritania i Scipio^ the Roman 
general ; and Labienus^ his lieutenant ; all 
which he engages, and defeats, one afte'‘ 
another; kills above 50,000 of them, and 
takes their three camps, with the lofs'of only 
50 of his own men.

- Cafar lays clofc fiege to ^"tica^ where Cato ev- 

horts his Romans to ftand it : but his fenate 
declare for furrendering, or abandoning thej 
city; upon which Gi/ 9, unwilling to truft 
to, or to owe his life to, the conqueror’s 
meicy, runs hiinMf thro’ with Ins own 
fword, leaving the city in the utmoft grief 
for his death; which is foon after followed 13 237

- Co^r fubdues Mauritania and JSumidiai the 

government of which he bellows upon 
Crifp. Sailuftim ; orders Uttca to be repaiied ; 
Carthago and Corinth to be rebuilt ; and fails

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fffro^s governor of GahUt^ is Aimmoned by 
the grand fanhedrin, for patting fo many 
banditti to death by his own authority \ 
upon which he appears^ with fuch a nu< 
merous retinue^ and with fuch commenda 
tory betters from ^t^ctus C^/ar^ governor of | 
Syria^ as quite over-awe and affright his 
judges ; till Carnots, a leading member ofj 
that court, fhames them out of their pufillani- 
mity, and infills upon their condemning him;

Herod buys the goatrnmerit of Cdef\ria of 
Sextus Cefar ; then comes, at the head of ar 
army, with full purpofc to be revenged on 
Hyrcatius, and the fanhedrin, for the affront 
offered to him ; but is timely diverted from 
it by his father and brother, efpecially as 
Hj/rcanus (tood hi fiim friend, in fpiie of 
of all the remonffrances of the ^ews agdinff 

Ccc/ar'^s return fills Home with joy ; and a forty 
days thnnkfgiving is decreed, on account of 
his fucceffes, together with four magnificent 
triumphs;^ in which kings princes,^ and 
other noble captives, are dragged in chains 
before him s together with 65,000 talents 
worth in golden veifcls, and ocher j^rccious 
plunder 5 Wide? 1,820 golden crowns, ofj 
imnienfe value, and weighing above 
1 5,000 lb. out of all which he firit pays his 
troops, in the moff liberal manner ; then en- 
tertains them at 20,000 tables, with exqui- 
lice meats, wines, ihews, and other diver- 

Cafar\ next care is to reform the Roman ftate 
\jy new laws ; for which end he invites men 
of learning and merit to come and fettle at 
Rome, and afiiff him in it; and bellows very 
confiderable privileges and other favours, 
on them; whilfthe referves to himfelf the 
mana^ment of the public money, and the 
difpoial of all pablic employments. — — 

Whilft Ctfeer is taken up with thefenew regu- 
lations, Cadi. Bajfid, .a Rman knight, who 
had ferved under Pemfey, raifes new dif- 
turbances in Syria ; pretends that C^far had 
bcon kilkd in J/rici and that himftlr is 
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appointed by the fenatc to be prefident of| 
Syia. Againft him Sextus Cafar marches, 
with a powerful army ; and totally defeats 
him, and forces him to retire to the city of| 
7 yre. 

4jS\Baffus is no fooner healed of hii wounds, than 
he ftirs up Sex/. Ceefai\ troops to revolt, 
which they accordingly do; and, having 
killed him in the tumult, the greateil part 
^of them go over to Baffus\ upon which 
Jntifiius Vii us, one of the deceafed*s gene- 
rals, puts himfelf at the head of the reft of| 
the Syrian forces; and, being aiTided Ly 
Antlp:iter\ fons, and fome troops, de 

feats him afreQi, and drives him to Jpameal 
and there lays clofe iiege to him ; but is 
foon after forced to raife it.

j MithrUateSi king of Pergantuf^ attempting toj 
recover the kingdom of Bo/porus^ which 
Jul. Cifar had bedowed upon him, is de< 
feated and flam by Ajcandu the traitor, who 

had feized upon it. 

Cepfar^ now in his thiid confullhip, fets about 
reforming of the calendar ; a work fo much 
the more wanted, as numberlefs abufes had 
crept into the ftitc, by the corruption of| 
the pontiHces who had the ordeiing of it ; 
which they did by e^'cher inferring or emit- 
ting the inteVcalendary month, in order to 
lengthen or fliorten the time of the annual 
dedions: on which account C^far, with 
the advice and aflidance of feveral learned 
men, fettles the year, in the form we now 
have it; and thereby prevents all future 

abufes and corruptions of that kind. 

Ptolemy^ now fourteen year# old, claims his 
fliare in the government of Egypt^ with 
Cleopatra^ his flder and wife, according to 
the cudom of the country ; but that politic 
princefs, not brooking a collegue or com- 
petitor, cauies him, fome rime after, to be 
poifoned, in the 4tl year of his reign. 

Ce^far^ now in his 4th confullhip, fails into 
Spain^ to reduce the two ions of Pompey ; 
befleges the city of Antegua. where the ga* 
rifon puts all the inhabitants to the fword, 
and the town in flames ; but, attempting to 
fall/ out, are repulfed with great daughter ; 
upon which Min. Tlaceus furrenders, upon 
I511 honourable terms. Q^far furprifes, quic^y 
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after, the ftrong fonrefs of Burfav 9 lisy and 
puts all the inhabitants to the fword, for 
maiTaenng thofe Romans which advifed 

them to furrender. — — 

Cafar leads his vidorious troops to the plains 
of Munda^ where the two Rmpefs were 
encamped; and here the famed battle is 
fought, which lads from morning till night , 
and m which Csfar^ by an arcful dratagem, 
gains a complete viftory over the Pompefs ; 
kills 30,000 of their men ; and, among 
others of their chiefs, Labienus^ and Attius 
Varus^ and with the lofs only of 1,000 of 
his own men. The elder Pompey is taken in 
his flight, and paf to death ; and the gaming 
of this little IS followed by the redudlion 
of the greater part of Spain, Cafar returns 
to Rome^ laden with laurels, fpoils, and 
treafure ; and bedows on himfelf, and his 
two lieutenants, each a magnificent triumph. 
BaJJtts^ upon the railing of the dege of Apa- 
mea^ procures iredi reinforcements from 
AlacandontuSf un Arabian prince ; by the 
help of which, he makes himfelf madcr of 
the government of Syria\ but is quickly 

after driven from it by CaJjUus, 

Qefar^ upon his return, is made confiil and 
dictator for life ;«and all the magidratc >, and i 
even the tribunes, arc declared fubjedl to 
him : he is impowered to make peace or 
war ; to levy men, money, fsfr and the* 
title of Imperaior is entailed on hi^ pollerity ; 
under all which he gains the love of the pa> I 

tricians and people, — — * 

Ci/ar^ in order to gratify all his friends, raifes | 
the number of the prxiors to 16 ; that of 
the quacdors to 40 ; and that of the fenators 

to 900. 

Hjuanus fends a new embady to Cafar ^ now 
in his 5th confulfhip; and obtains new 
grants and privileges from him, both for 
himfelf and the JewiJb nation ; and raifesT^ 
rufalem to its pridine drength and grandeur. 

Antony^ become now Caffar\ collcgue, , 
prefents him with a crown, whild Oiher 
fycophants crown his datues; which occn- 
fions a confpiracy to be formed againd him, 
at the head of which are Brutus and CrJJius, 
Artmidorus the rhetorician prefent;* Cafat , 
he is going to the fvnate, with an account 
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of the confpiracy, and dcfircs him to read it 
out of hand s which he often .attempts to do» 
but is hindered by the crouds that furround 
him with their petitions : upon which he 
goes on to the fenate houfe, where he is no 
S>oner feated in his chair, but the confpira> 
tors ftab him to death. Thus fell that 
mighty conqueror i after he had fought fifty 
pitched battles fuccefsfully, and flam above

5960 230 44 Whilft the city is under the greatcft conftc/«a- 

tion and ferment at Cd/ar's death, the con- 
fpirators run about the fiieets, and proclaim, 
that they had lulled the king of Rome, and 
invite the people to refume their antient li- 
berty ; but, being followed but by a few, they 
rctiie into the capitol, attended by a body • 
of gladiators ; whilfi M Antony obtains a 
guard of 6,000 veterans about his pcifon;

ful Af. Antony, who propofes the recalling 
Sextus Pomftius, the fon of Pompey the 
4 Great, who had difappeared ever fince the 
battle of Munda ; and his motion is agreed 

to by the fenate, i j 

. — - Oitavianus enters Rome wi^h a large body of 

men ; declares himfelf Ctfar, and is acknow- 
leged by the fenate: Antony is reconciled 
to him, but often falls out with him 
afrefh ; enters Cifalpint Gaul with an army, 
and lays fiege to Mutina \ and, upon his re« 
fufing to raife it, is, by the motion of 13 

P Cicero, declared an enemy to Rome, 1 3 

Brutus, Cajftus, and other confpirators, pafs, 

feme into Ajia, others into Greece, Sec, 
where they raife new armies, in favour of 
the Pompeian interefi, and feize on feveral 
provinces ; which ate afterwards confirmed 
^ them by ^hc fer vile fenate. 1 3 
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The after Ce/rr’s death, renew their 
alliance with the conful polahelia^ and ob- 
tain new privileges and favours from him ; 
whilfl CalpuSf after the defeat of Bitjfus in 
Syria^ lays Jud^a under a tribute of 700 
talents; of which brings him, imme- 
diately, 1 00, as his quota for his government 
of Galilee i and his brother Pbafael doth 
the fame for his own province ; by which 
they greatly ingratiate themfelvcs with him. 
The reft bf Judaa not following their 
example, CaJ/ius orders the inhabitants of 
Gophna^ Lydda^ Emmaus^ &c. to be fold for 
flaves, and MaUchus^ their governor, to be 
put to death ; to* fave whofe life Hytcixntu 
immediately fends him 100 talents more. 
Caffius^ upon his marching againft DoLbellay 
bellows the government of Ceeltfyria upon 
Herod \ foon after which Malichus caufes An 
tipatcr to be pollened, and feizes on the go- 
vernment of JetufaUm ; but, gomg to wait 
upon Cajpuiy h himfelf aflhflinated by the 
Tyriansy at the nUigation of Htrod, — 
Brutus hew fbices in Greece ; felines oa 
the magazines of arms at Demetnas; is 
jo ned by the Macedonian troops, and by 
Gahtniu^f and hib three legions ; and 'is con- 
fiinied in his government of Greece^ Mace- 

dotty and Illyrtcum, — , 

CaJJius pafTes into Afiay where he is joined b% 
j new forces of horfe and foot, from different 
parts, and makes himfelf mailer of all 
I Syria. He next beiieges the conful Dola- 
hella in Laodiceay where the confular fleet is 
totally defeated by Statius Marcusy Cajffius^s 
admiral ; and the city is taken : upon 
which DolabelJay and feveral other com- 
manders, kill themfelves, to avoid falling 
into Cajfiudb . hands ; who, neverthelefs, 

caufes all to be honourably interred. 

Malicbuj^s brother raifes new troubles, wlnlfl 
CaJ/^us was gone to join Brutus in Afia ; and 
gains Eclixy then in Judeay to his fide, and 
takes the fortrefs of Maffada: Pbafael 
drives them both out of Jetufalem ; foon after 
which Hesod comes and befi^es him in Maf- 
fadcy and oHiges him to capitulate for his 
life. Herod loudly complains againll Hyrca- 
nus for privately abetting all thofe civil di{‘ 
turbances ; but the fair ^riamnty -daughter 
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to that indolent pontilF, with whom be now 
falls in love, and icon after obtains, pots an 
end to his farther refencmcnt, and joins them 

in one intcrcft. 

43 Panja^ the new conful, marches againft 
M. JntMy ; but is defeated, and mortally 
wounded, in Cifalpme Gaul ; but Hirpius^ 
liis more fuccefsful collcguc, gives him a 
fignal overthrow, but is killed in his pur- 
fuit ; O/ln^tcfius gains the vidlory; and 
Panfa dying of his wounds, his body, and 
that of his collegue, are conveyed to Rme^ 
and pompoufly interred. M, Antony is forced 
to raife the hege of Mutina \ whilA Dec. 
Brutus d lives Iflm over Alps ^ and the 

fenate orders his eilate to be conhfeated. 

— OSiavianus demands a triumph for the defeat 
of M. Antony ; which is denied to him, but 
allowed to Dec. Brutus i upon which the 
former refolves to be reconciled to Antony^ 
who was by this time, joined by Pollto 
and Plancus \ and comes, at length, to an 
accommodation with him. OSlawanus fends 
to Rome a fecond time, to demand the con 
fullhip ; s'nd, being denied, marches thither 
at the head of a great army ; and caufes 
himfelf to be chofen conful, and Sluintus 
PediHs to be hi^ collegue. — . — 

OSlamaniis enters into his firft confullhip, being 

fcarce twenty years of age ; and gets his 
adoption by C<efar to be confirmed by the 
fenate, and caufes Brutus ^ Cajpus^ &c. 
to be condemned as traitors ; and the decree 
againll M, Antony and Lepidus to be revoked. 
Thefetwo march againlt Dtc.j^ruius^vf^io is 
quickly abandoned by hi men, and taken 
by a free booter, who fends his head to 
M. Antony: foon after this, OSlavianus 
meets them at a fmall ifland on the Rhine ; 
where they agree to divide the empire be- 
tween them, and to form k fecond trium- 

—— jthofe three march with their army to Rome^ 
where tiiey get their ufurped authority con- 
firmed by the fenate ; caufe many noble fe- 
nators to be put to death; 300 more to be 
proferibed, with about z^ooo Roman knights; 
ib that Rome is again filled with blood and 
fighter, extor&n^, and other cruelties. 
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Among many other vidigas to their tyrannic 
refentment, the great and noble Qcero is 
pitched upon, for one of the moll fit to fail 
a facrihcc to ufurpation ; and is put to death 
accordingly, by order of the triumvirate. 
The triumvirs, having raifed immenfe lums, 
by fines, and other extorfions, appoint 
M. Mmilius and L. M. Plamus^ 

confuls for the enfuing year ; together with 
praetors, aediies, and other ipagillrares for 
feveral years 1 whilil themfelves prepare to 

march againil Brutus and Cajfius, 

Atitigonus^ the fon of Atiftohulus^ having cor- 
tra6led new alliances, invades 'Judaea with a 
powerful army^v but is hardly got to the 
frontiers of it, when he is defeated by tinody 
who returns vidorious to Jtrufalemy and l^ 
there received with the univcrfal acclama 

tions of HyreantiSf and his part) . 

Cleopatra^ queen of Egypt^ having efcap<*d 
C'>J[ius\ refcnfmcAt, for refufing to fide 
with him, and hearing that Otlanjtanus and 
Antony were coming into Syria^ equips a 
numerous flee, to meet and join them ; but 
falling Tick in her way, ftnd a iiorm having 
(battered a good number of her (hip% Aie is , 

forced to return home with all fpced. 

CaJ/ius fends a body of horfe againfl Ariobat 
KaneSf king of ^ppadocia, who had aihlled 
CfTfavy which defeats and kills him ; after 
which he levies heavy contributions on hiS 

I fuhjeds, j 

CaJJius likewife defeats the Rhodians^ for 
having afiilled the triumvirs ; cakes their ca- 
pital, and puts ail their great men to death i 
plunders the treafury, temples, e> torts 
8,000 talents from them, and 900 from the 
city of Rhodes; and leaves Vasins^ with a 
Ifrong garifon, to exad the payment of 

Brutus takes Xanthus^ the capital of Lycia^' 
the Arongeft city in AJia^ after a long and 
Itout defence, and the flaughter of a |rcat 
number of Romans ; whilil tlic XantSti^nSy 
to avoid the cAedls of his refentm^nc, fet 
fire to their city, throw their wives, children, 

and themfelves, into the flames. 

Brutus and CaJJius pafs into Europe; meet 
O^amanus and Antony iu the plains of Bbi^ 
lippi i the fiirmer of whom defeats OBa~ 
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•vianus^ and takes his camp ; whilft 
defeats Cajjiut^ feizes on his camp, and puts 
his forces to the rout. Cajfius retires to the 
top of an hill with a few attendants, whither 
Brutui comes to join him ; but Cc.JJlus^ 
miftaking him for Antony^ kills himfelf. 
foon after which both armies retreat to their 
entrenchments, OSamianus ftriving in vain 
to draw Brutus to a fecond engagement. — 
Oq the very fame day the fleets of the two 
contending parties come to a bloody engage^ 
ment, in which ilf. Antony's are molily taken 
or deflroyed, together with his provifiom, 
which puts him to fuch (Ireights, that 
he offers Br^fus battle, which his men 
oblige him, againll his will, to accept ; and 
in which he is totally defeated, and his army 
put to the rout ; upon which he puts an 

end foon after to his own life. 

Marcus^ till then the unworthy Ton of the 
great Caro^ and a wild debauched youth, 
falls glorioufly, with fword in hand, upon 
the bodies of many of the enemies whom he 
had flain $ and by his death retrieves his ho- 
nour^ and induces many more noble youths 

to die on the field of battle. 

After the defeat of Brutus and Caffius^ M. Antony 
marches into Bithynkt^ whither all the go- 
vernors of the feveral provinces flock to 
make their fubmiflion to him : among the 
refl, the Jenus come to complain againft 
Phafaelj and his brother Hetod 5 but the 
latter, being alfo there prefent, fo effe6lually 
gains the aifeftions of the triumvir, by his 
Angular addreft, and profufe prefenr, that 
he refufes to liear any complaints againft 

Upon M. Antony's coming to Epbe/us^ Hyreanus 
fends an embafTy, defiring the reltitution of 
the lands which CaJJius bad feized upon and 
fold, which is readily granted. Upon his 
coming to D/iphne^ a luburb of Antioch^ the , 
7w/ venture to prefer a frefh complaint 
againft Herod^ and his brother, b\xt Hyrennus, 
who was alfo come thither, pleads their 
caufe fo well before the triumvir, that he 
makes them both tetrarchs, and writes to 

the fanhedrin in their favour* 

The Jews venture upon fending a third cm 
Aafly, confiftiiig of i,oco eminent perfbns 
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who aro in vain forewarned, upon their ap- 
proach, from proceeding farther in their 
complaint 1 and are, for their rancour and 
obftiuacy, either killed, wounded, or put 
to flight, — — 

M. Antony starches into Afia (whilfl Oiian)ia- 
nus returns into Italy) ; and in his paflage 
aflifb at thefchools, and academical exercifc 
and, by his generofity and affability, gains 
the admiration of all. In A^a he is .met 
by all the kings, princes, lAc, fubjedl to 
the Rman empire, with their wives and 
children, in the moil magnificent drefs and 
retinue, and with the richell prefents. 

Qcopatra is fummgoed to appear before Antony 
at Tar/us^ for having aflilled Brutus ; and 
comes accordingly with a moll pompous 
retinue; and, by her beauty, wit, and 
learning, fo effe^ually captivate:; him, thc'it 
he negleds all buflnefs, either at camp cr 
court, and fperds the winter in the foftefl 
divcrfions and dalliances with her.

OSiantianus^ being arrived in Italy ^ fets about 
dividing the Unds among his Ibldiers, ac 
cording to his piomife, to the beggaring ofj 
vafl numbers of families ; which proves the 
fource of numberlefs complaints; wbilll 
the foldidlrs are no lefs diffatisfled, and IcuJ 
in their exclamaCions againfl him, Fuhia, 
tl^ wife of Antony f backed by the prefent 
confuls, endeavouring all (he can to heighten 
the difeontent ; upon which OSlamionus di- 
vorces her daughter Claudia, declaring that 
ihe is Hill a virgin for him. 


I'he Roman flate thus divided into two fuch 
powerful fa^ons, nothing but tumults, riots, 
murders, (Ac, arc to be feen or heard of be- 
tween the foldiery and the people: thefe 
difailers are followed by a grievous famine, 
and univerfal diflrefs, in which each party 

lays the blame upon the other. 

Fulmia, forgetful of the modefty of her fex, is 
prevailed upon by Manias to form a camp at 
Fr4en9fte, and puts bcrfelf at the head of it : 
Lucius, her brother and gereral, is befieged 
in Ferufia, where having loll a great num- 
ber of his men by famine, as well as in their 
flout defence againfl OBamianus, he faliies 
out of the city ; and, uponpromife obtained 
from OBavianuj of a general pardon, or- 1 
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ders the garifon to inarch out» and to ac* 
knowlege OSIawamu for their general ; 
which IS no fooner done> but O^awanm 
caufes 300 feaatorsy and other great perfons, 
to be led in chains to an altar, and there to 
be facrificed to the manes of %lius Cafar \ 
and then orders the city to be plundered : 
during that tumult an houfe is let on fire, 
which communicates its flames to the reft of 
.the city, which is Toon reduced to alhes, and 
difperfes the inhabitants. Fuhta retires 
quickly after to Sicyo/tf and there dies of 
grief i by which an end is put to the Ptru- 1 3 
j^an war, as it is called. — — — 1 3 

41 Cleopatra prevails upon Af. Antony to fend fome 

aflaffins to minder her fitter Arfinoe, 9 

— Tib. CL Neto fupports Luciuses ^arty in Cam- 

pania ; but is abandoned by his troops, and, 
with great difficulty, efcapes OSlanjt anus's 
purfuir, who returns to Rome in triumph. 1 3 
40 Lrbknus^ being returned into ftirsup 
Facorusy the king of it, to join with the re^ 
volted FalmsrenianSy AradtanSy and other 
princes of ^yria 1 defeats and kills Saxuy 
in Qilicia\ whilft Facorus reduces ^yrwy 
Phcenuty ^Lc. all this while Mark Antony 
indulging hi** pleafures with Cleopatra 
At length he leavei Bgypt^ and fails into 
hnlyy where** he is joined by Ahtnoharhusy 
* and his fleet, in the Ionian fea, and lays 
fiege to Btundufiamy which (huts its gates 
agdinft him ; fiom thence he invites Fompeyy 
then in Siahy to join him, agaioft 0^a*via 
nusi who comes over to him accordingly, 
and takes fevcral cities in Italy » 1 3 

— Antony is, at lei gth, reconmled to Ollavianut, 

by the mediation of Cocceiusy Follioy and 
Maecenas ; and their mutual difeords made 
up, by the marriage of Antony ioO^avianus's 
fitter. — _ 13 

— Fompeyy by means of his fleet and army, pre- 

vents corn being Imported from Sicily into 
^ Italyy which occafions a grievous famine at 
Rome\ upon which OHavianus is prevailed 
upon to conclude a peace with him ; by which 
plenty is not only rettored, but many pro- 
fcribed patricians, kAe, are recalled, and re- 

ftored to their former dignities. 1 3 

— ^ Herody FhafaeU and HyreanuSy having driven 
I ^ Anttgenus out of Judauy arc prevailed upon 
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to go to BarzaphartteSf general of the Par- 
tbians^ where they no (ooncr arrive, but are 
treacheroufly feized and impnfoned; only 
Hired fights his way thro\ and retires into 
Idumea \ wfailft the Partbians enter, and 
plunder his palace, and all the adjacent 
country; take and deflroy Manffa^ an 
opulent city; and fet Antigems upon the 

throne. — ■■ ■ 

H^reanus and Pbafael are, foon after, brought 
in chains to Anttgenus : the former hath his 
ears cut ofF (to dtfqualify him from the pon- 
tifical office), and the latter lays violent 
hands upon himfelf; and, whilft Herod, 
who bad left hisdkmily and treafure at Mi /- 
fada, is gone into and to pro- 

cure new affiftance, Anttgenus comes and lays 

clofe fiegc to the place. — 

Herod goes next to Pome, where he meets with 
a kind reception from M, Antony ; is made 
king of Judaa^ and Ventidtus is ordered to 
affift him in the ledudiion of it ; upon which 
they haften to the relief of Mnjfada, and 
oblige Antigenus to raife the fiege; from 
whence they go and take Joppa, and 
fome other fortreffes; and thence march 
direfUy to Jerufalem, and there proclaim a 
general aSinefty to all that come over, and 

fobmit to the new'king. — 

The Reman forces raife a mutiny, for want of 
pay, during Arwfs abfence ; and plunder the 
city of Jericho, toanimmenfe value; upon 
which account he is obliged to fend them 
into winter^quarters, in Galilee, Idumea, 
and Samaria* — — . — 

Herod fends Jofeph, one of his brothers, into 
Idumea, againft Antigonus, whilft himfelf 
Hays to fccure his own family in Samaria ; 
after which he takes the city of Sepberis ; 
and deftroys the banditti that infefted Ga- 
Ulee, Jofefi^ is defeated and flain» with great 
lofs, by Antigonus, and Gablee reduced; 
but is foon recovered by Herod, who over- 
throws Antigonus, in his turn; and thence 
goes toconfummate his marriage with the 
beautiful Mariamnt, whom he had betrothed 

four years before. — 1 

OHawianus falls out, with Pmupey ; whofe ad- 


miral Mgnas betrays bis fleets together with 
the idands of Satdinia and Cetfica, into 
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O^aviarntf^s hands. Pompty fends a new 
fleet to coaft about Italy^ under the com- 
roaod of Mtnoerafat who is fiercely en- 
gaged by the traitor Minas, and CahiJbiSt 
and forced to jump into lea, arid is 
drowned. However* Dmabares, taking 
the command of the refi* takes and deftroys 
thegreatcA part of Ce/v^ai's (hips ^ whilft 
O^awanns, endeavouring to join his two 
admirals, is defeated with the loft of moA of 
Iris fleet, which is either taken, or daihed 
againfl the rocks ; and the refl is deflroyed 

on the day following, by a florm. 

03 a<vianuSf being fallen deeply in love with 
Lsvi£i, a lady«ef Angular beauty, wit, &c. 
divorces his wife Scribenta, and marries her. 
M, AnUny% having reflored the Rhodians to 
their ancient liberfy, which CaJJius had de- 
prived them of, inflows, moreover, upon 
them, the iilands of Naxos, ^enos, Andros, 
and the city of Mjndns ; but, finding that 
they cruelly tyrannized over them, he flrips 
them again of cvety one. — — — 

Chopaira comes as far as Tar/ut to meet JIf. 
Aaiony, and fo flrangrly captivates him with 
her charms, and magnificent prefents, that 
he grants her eveiy thing (he defires of him ^ 
and rejeflb the jufleft complaints tliac are 
made againfl* her $ and, at lafl, inflead of 
fending his troops Into wincer-quarters 
wanders with them after her, all that hard 
feafon, over hills, rocks, marflies, precipices, 
(sfc. by which he lofes above 60,000 cf 

them. — — 

Vtnhdtus defeats and kills Pacorus, king of 
Partbia, and cuts off moft of bis army ; for 
which fignal viAory (wmeh* in fome mea- 
fure, revenged the &aths of Crajfm, and his 
men, whom they had formerly overthrown 
and (lain) he obtains the honour of a 
triumph ; and heshknus, ^who, in the fore- 
going year, had promoted this war, and, 
after bis defbat, had wandered about incog- 
nito* is now caught, and put to death. — 
Htrod, having raifed a coniiderable army, and 
been reinforced with eleven Ronsan legions 
nnder the command of Sofim^ lays fiege to 
Jsrufalmi and, after a fix months flout 
defimee, tal^s it by flonn : the Romans, en- 
jptt^g the ciV« make a terrible fiaughter of 
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the ynvff awd plander and Ravage every 
where, till Arei/bnys them olF, by a large 

donative oot of hh own coflfers. • 

being now reconciled, 
by the mediation of OBawa, and their 
quinquiennial power being now nearly ex- 
pired, they get it renewed for another live 
years. 7 */^, OBaviamit*s danghter, is be* 
trotfaed to Antyllm^ M, Anidn/s fon. A 
new fleet Is fitted out, under the command 
of M^eciitai, which is terribly (battered in 
a ftorm, and, being repaired, lands in St- 
eilyi where, after various ikirmifhcs, they 
come, at length, to a general engagement, 
in which PomfiyAh defeated, with the lofs of{ 
333 fail of large Ihips; and efcapes with 

only 17 gallies. — 

OBa*vianu$ and Leftdm fail into SUily^ and lay 
fiege to Mijfana^ which quickly furrenders , 
and, (hortly after, the whole iiland fubmits 
The two triumvirs fall out foon after, and 
come to fwords ; and the latter, being aban 
doned by his is forced to fue for his 
life; which is granted to him, but he is de- 
pofed from the triumvirate; whilfl OBa- 
upon his arrival ati^ewr, is laden 
with honoiirs by the ienate, and is created 
perpetual tribunes foon after which he 
marches againfl the revolted J/lyrians^ at the 

hdad of a powerful army. — - 

After the talung of Jtrufalm by Hercd^ An- 
f/g9nus, the Jail of the Afmncan race, is 
put in irons by Sttfins^ the Paman general, 
and font to Rm$^ to grace M, Antmf% 
triumph; after which Herpd^ fiitl jealous 
of that unfortunate prince, prevails upon the 

triumvir to put him to death. 

Hmd^ now reigning without competitor, con- 
fifcates the eftates of the wealthier Antigo- 
nianSf and puts forty-five of their principal 
men to de^h; and, in contempt of the 
pontifical dignity, raifes an obfcure pried, 
named AnanetJ (whom he had brought with 
him from among the BabyUniJh captives) 
to the high*priefthood. — - 

Hyreanut^ lihb depolbd high-priefl, who had 
been kept all tbis white at the conit of 
PhraAteSf kiog of Partbia^ and there been 
highly refpefled, on account of his birth 
and dignity, is at length decoyed, by the 
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flatteriflg letters, and fair promifes of 
to return into Juddai and is there, foon 
after, put to deaths by that jealous and 

treacherous prince. — — 

36 Orodts^ after having moorned feme time, for 
the defeat and death of his worthy fon ?a- 
€&rus, raifes Phraatts III. the moft flagitious 
of all his children, to be his partner in the 
kingdom; who foon after caufes the good 
did king, and his fona (whom he had 
by the daughter of Aniiochui EuJeL% king of | 
Syria^^ befides 30 others, to be trcachcroufly 
murdered ; and, after that, reigns in fo ty- 
rannical a manner^ that xnoftof the Parthian 
noblemen retn^ into ^yt ia.

M Antony marches againft the Parthiam^ at 
the head cf a powerful army, which he har- 
rafles with foch long and arduous marches, 
befides the lofs of 70,000 men, who perifh 
thro* cold, hunger, and difeafes, that he is 
forced, at bfl, to put an end to chat fatal 

expedition. — — — - 

Pempey flees to L Jbos\ after his laft defeat ; and 
there, hearing of Antony's unfortunate ex 
pedicion againft Partbians, begins again 
to make fome frefli efforts, and to raife new 
difturbinccs in the raft; where, with 
pretty large army, he feizes on fome con- 
fiderable cities ; but is, at length, defeated 
and taken by Mate. Titiusi and, quickly 
after, put to death by hino.

Ueoptitra makes ufe, again, of all her charms, 
and bewitching inflaence over M. Antony^ 
to get fcvcral kings and princes depofed and 
flrrpped, ami their kmgdo<ps to be bellowed 
upon her ; and many -ian lords, iikewife, 
to be accufed, and put to death, and their 
tsflates confifeated to her boundlefs avarice ; 
infomuch that that infatuated triumvir 
compliments her with the grants of all: 
Cyrene, Cyprut, Carhfyrfat Iturta^ Pheenke^ 
with great part of OHeia^ Cnte, &c. all 
which not yet fhtiefying her ainbition, fbe 
defires him to put fkrod and Maikbusio 
death, and to add Judaa^ and Atahia Pe- 
trda^ to his other exorbitant grants ; which, 
however, Antony^ out of friendlhip to thofe 
two princes, rtfufes to comply with ; and, 
^in liieu Of their dominions, gives her the 
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territory of yericho^ famed for its excellent 

Alexandra^ tbc daughter of the late H\rcamn^ 
and mother of Arift^buius and Manamnty 
doth, with much increaty, hacked with 
Cliopatra^s intereft, obtain of Herod the de 
poiition of Anmneti from the high*prieil> 
hood, in order to have it bcflowed upon her 
fon, then about 17 years of age, and a moll 
beautiful youth. Aiijlobnlusy ofHciating 
foon after, on a folemn feilival, in hi^ pon- 
tifical robes, fo charms the whole yLn.mJh 
people, that their acclamations ratfe HeioAi* 
jealoufy to the higheft degree ; who, on 
that account, caufes the young pontiff to be 
fmothered in a bath; and remotes the worth- 
Icfs Ananeet to that dignity. 
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M, Antony fends a number of Roman troops 
into Mcditty to enable Artava%des to make 
head aga^nft tnc Farthians^ with whom he 
was at war; but the contefl between OJla 
<vianus and him breaking out quickly after, 
he fends for all his forces back ; by which 
means the Midian king is defeated, taken 
prifoner, and Hript of his domintons, by 
Ph) aatesy king of Parthia ; who likewife 
feizes pn A/minhy and bellows it on A'- 
taxi as y from whom M. Antony had taken it. 

$t^\Hsrod becomes odious to the Jews for the 
murder of young Ariftohulusy of which the 
incexifcd Alexandra funis notice to queen 
Cleopatra ; upon which Herod is fummoned 
to appear before M, Autony ; but takes care 
to bribe him fo highly, that he is ac- 
quitted by him. Berody however* upon 
his going to the triumvir, being doubtful 
about bis fuccefs, had left an order with his 
brother, to whom he had committed the 
care of his favourite Mariamniy chat, in cafe 
he was cad, he ihould put that excellent 
princefs to death ; which bloody order being 
afterwards communicated to her, infpires 
her with an invincible averlion again ft her 
hulband ; and proves the fource of endiefs 
troubles in his unhappy family. — j io|4» a 
Cleopatra Comes intoSyriay with a numerous re- 
tinae, and thence to JernfaUmi vshm^erod, 
tho* he abhorred her for her ambition, ard 
late treachery to him, is yet obliged to give 
her a magnificent reception^ and tfi glut her 

X 3 . ^Mie* 
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avarice with immenfe prefen ts; bnt reje£b 
thofe familiarities with which flie attempted 
to endear herfelf to him. 

Rome is again nnder the utmoft difficulties^ on 
account of the diifenhons between M An 
tony and OSavianut^ the former of whom 
gives the latter daily frefh caufes of com- 
plaint ; which* at length* oblige him to 
accufe him before the fenate* and to lay fuch 
grievous articles againft him* as may juftify 
his refolution of beginning a war with 

M, Antony t in the mean time* takes Artahaxus^ 
king of Armenia^ prilbner (contrary to his 
moft folemn oaths)* and feizes upon his do 
minions ; marries one of his own fons* by 
the lewd Cleopatra^ with a daughter of the 
king of Media ; after which he enters Ahn- 
andria in triumph* and with all his ill got 
booty carried before him; the unfortunate 
A> taboftMs and his family being led in golden 
chains before his chariot: thefe he prefentS; 
as his captives* to CUofatra^ fitting on a 
(lately golden throne* and injoins them to 
kneel before the haughty queen* which 
they bravely rcfufe to mi. All which extra- 
vagancies* and many /nore* both in this 
city* at Samos^^Tbehes^ &c. being known at 
Rome^ greatly exafperace the lenate and 
people againd him. 


Cleepatraf’tnhht^ at all events, to ruin Herod^ 
fends him an army* under the command of 
her general Athenion^ under pretence of af- 
filling him againft Malichut^ king of Arabia 
* Peiroa s but with private, orders to sUft 
wholly againft him i af':oriiing to which* 
the two armies no fooner eome to engage* 
but Aihenion falls upon Jierod^ and cuts off 
moft of his forces} bimfeif cfcaping with 
great difficulty. — •— — — - 

Oiianfianus fends his fifter Cb Af. Antony, then 
ftill in Egypt, to try to reriaim him from his 
lewd paramour; but be* ftill infenfibk of 
her rcfflonftrances* bids her return to Rome ; 
and divoites her quickly after: he then 
makes a will# altogether in favour of Oeo^^ 
patra, and prejadidal to the Roman fUtee 
and commits it to the care of the veftals i 
jjffitOaannnnni, giving got it into his hands* 
Icaufes it to be publicly read } aud* haying 
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laid (everal other coliiiiiaiaci to his chaise, 
declares war agatnfl; and canfes 

Antony to be depofed from his command ; 
upon which he Is qoidcly abandoned by mofl 
of his friends. — — — — 

I Cleopatra, pretending to have been married to 
Cafar, caoies the fen Ihe had br him to be 
called Cmfarka y which provokes O&avt 
etnas to fttch a ^ret^ that he invades hei 
with a powerful army, both by Tea and 
land; their fleets engage near Jffiumi in^ 
the heat of whkh» fee appears with 6o faih,' 
and flands awhile between the two fqua- 
dronS) and then retires^ with .her own (hips, 
to PiUiponni/us sowhHhct M. Autoty is infa 
tuated enough to follow her^ upon which 
300 of his fleet furrender to OSta*vianu 3 y\

Herody being afraid » left Alexandra fhould 
hatch fome new plot in favour of Hyreanu^,

Tibiriut^ QBa<vianui% general, fets 7 igranet 
II. on the Armenian throne, with the title 
of ally of Rame ; but depofes him foon after,; 
and pots him to death, for coirefpondmg 

with the enemies of it. - — ^ 

OSavianus fets up Artuadee on the throne,! 
inftcadof Tigranes 11 , but his fubjeds drive 
him away, and choofe Phraaies king of) 
Parthia^ in hts ftead ; againft whom Caius 
coming; with a powerful army, caufes him 
to retire, and fue for peace. Artuades is 
again reftored, but dies foon after ; and is 
fucceeded by his fon Tigranes III. who is 
alfo depofed by Caius, — 

lUrod waits upon O^ansianus at Rhodes ; and, 
with his ufual artfplnefs and policy, offers 
his fervices againft Antony and Cleopatra^ 
and is kindly received by OBavtunus^ and 

confirmed in his loyalty. 

jlntony and Cleopatra fe^d a fubmidive embafly 
to Oilanstanus, which he rejeds ; they fend 
him frelh o^ers again, to retire both to a 
private life, where-ever he fhall appoint ; 
and Antony even promifes to difpatch him 
felf, fo Cleopatra be pardoned, and reftored 
to her E]^ttan dominions 1 all which is 
rejeded by O^ansianus, who refolves upon 
the immediate conqueft 

Cleopatra^ *in order to ingratiate herfelf to 
O&ansianus, bafely htirnyoM, Antony to him, 
who, in defpair, kills himfelf : but fhe is 
feia^ next, by OStavianus\ order, and de- 
ft ined to adorn his triumph s to avoid which, 
fhe kills herfelf by the bite of an afp, in the 
zzd year of her reigo^ and 39th of her age. 
I£r/od meets O^avianm at Ptolemais^ and treats 
him, and his army, with furprifing magni- 
ficence I and prefents him with 800 talents, 
befides corn, and other provifions, for his 
troops } in return of which ORansianus, be- 
ftows leveral confiderable towns, and other 
^ favours, upon him. • — .1 
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Augufluu having fpent the winter in fettling 
the affairs of Afia Miwur^ &c. returns tOj 
Rom$\ where he is received with univerfal 
acclamations, and honoured with a magnifi- 
cent triumph,wiuch lefts three days, and with 
the titles of ImftraUr and Augufius ; whilft 
he, CO ingratiate himfelf with the people, 
continues the ufual magiftracy, rears feveral 
new and ftately edifices, repairs the old ones, 
increafes the number of fenaters to 1,000, 
and adds many other coftly ornaments to the 
city ; which is faid, at this time, to have

Ca/fgace, queen of Etbiopia^ invades E^ypt ; 
much abut the fame time feizes on the 
Roman garifons, overthrows Auguftui'i fla* 
tues, and 'favages the whole country ; but is 
at length defeated by Petronius^ governor of 
Egypt t near the city of Pfetcha^ on the banks 
of the Pith, Peironiusy afttTwards, takes 
Nafata^ her metropolis, and fundry oihcr 
ilrong places, and obliges her to accept of a 
peace. Not long after, however, Augujus 
reilores all thofe cities to her, and fices her 

from all farther tiibute, tsfa ' 

Herod builds a magnificent palace, near the 
temple, at Jerufalem^ confifting of two 
lately courts ; the one of which he calls the 
court of Augufius^fX\ie other that of Agnyita, 
Zenodorus, pillaging toparch, who had lived 
fome lime upon plunder about the terri- 
tory of Dama/cast k complained againll to 
Augujius ; who fends orders to Varro^ go- 
vernor of Syria^ to ftrip him of his toparchy, | 
and to difperfe hib fulloweis; which he ac-| 

cordingly doth. — 

Augujinu thinking himfelf^car his end, delivers 
his laA will 16 his 'olfegue, Culpurn. Pt/o^ 
in the prefence of the curules ; together with 
an account, written by himfelf, of all the 
provinces, aties, forces, allies, revenues, lAc, 
of the empire : quickly after which, Anto- 
nius Mufa^ a cs^lebrated Greek phyfician, 
having re/fored him unexpe^ledlv to his 
healthy and filled the fenate and cit/ with 
joy, all of his profcflioir are allowed to wear 
a gold riog, and are declared tax-free from 

thenceforward. — - ' 

\Attguftus^ on his recovery, goes to thank the | 
fenate for their great regard to him ; and 
oiFen to have his lafl will read before them, ^ 
to convince them, that he had named no 
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fuccefiTor ia it, but left it wholly to thp^m* 
either to appoint one, or to reliore the chi- 
pire to its antleot form of government : but 
they will not fuSer it to be read to them ; 
and profe& themfelves intir^ly fatisfkd with 
his paternal love and care of them, and zeal 

for the public good. — 

Augufius publicly religns the fafees to P. 
a man of unexceptionable charader ; upon 
which the fenate confers on him the perpetual 
proconfulihip of the whole empire, with full 
power to alTemble the fenate at pleafure,aDd 
to exert the authority of tribune all over the 
Roman dominions ; a privilege which ren 
ders his faccclTo)^ altogether uncontroul 

Herod depofes Jefu<^ the fon ofFbabaus^ from 
the high-priedhood, to beltow that dignity on 
Stmon the fon oiBoetbuSi^njAlexandrian pried ; 
whofe daughter a celebraied beau 

ty, is foon after married to that monarch. 
Herod builds the famous cadle of Herodion on 
the fpot where had defeated Antigonus ; 
the lituatiou, air, (ffr. of which prove fo in< 
viting both to Jrws and drangers, that they 
come in numerous bodies to fettle around it. 
Marcellus^ the adopted fon of Auguflus^ dies, 
greatly laAcnted ; and is interred with the 
utmod magniheende in the Cafnpus Martins^ 
the emperor himfelf pronouncing his funeral

Tindates^ being driven from the Parthian 
throne, comes to Roma whither the em> 
baflddors of PbraateSj now on the throne, 
come to demand him of Augufius^ together 
with other prifoners in his hands ; which 
the emperor abfolutely refufes, not only 
giving Tiridates leave to live at Rome^ but 
allowing him hkewife an honourable dipend :

Germauicus is at length recalled to Rome, and 
I meets there, in all outward appearance, with 
I a moft gracious reception from Tiberius, who 
orders him a magnificent triumph, and other 
fingular hSnours i but, in reality, feeks pri- 
vately, by all pofiit>Ie means, to ruin him. 
Afchelaus, king of Cappadocia, is acedfed by 
Tiberius to the fenate, and there acquitted ; 
but, having been there too ilightly treated, 
dies of grief, in the 50th year of his age ; 
and his kingdom becomes Roman province. 
His death is followed by that of Antiochus, 
king of Qosnagmi and oiPhilvpater, king of 

Cilsaa, — ■■■ 

The provinces of Jtsdaa and ^yria, being 
overloaded with taxes, apply to Tiberius for 
relief, which occafions great difturbances in 
the £aft 5 upon which, Germauicus is fent 
thither to fupprefs them, and new-regulate 

thofc taxes. 

The moft dreadful earthquake that ever was 
known, is felt in feverd parts of Afta^ and 
overturns, among other places, 1 2 of its 
moft celebrated cities, and the greateft part 
of their inhabitants are either buried under 
their ruins^ or fwailowed up by the opening 
of the earth. On account of which dreadful 
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damage, Tiherius remits fheir taxes for five 
yctirs, and fends them, moreover, large fums 
of money, to enable the people to rebuild 

^acfarinas, the Numtdian chief, draws his 
countrymen, and other African nations, into 
a revolt ; but is overthrown by ^wr, Qamtl- 

lus, with a much inferior army. 

ApuUia Varilla, grand*niece to Auguftus, is 
^ accufed of having fpoken dilhonourably of 
him, as well as of iiherim and Livia, and 
for having fiained the blood of the Cafars 
with adultery, but is, by the paitia! 
fondoefs of Tiherius, only punilhed with 
banilhment, ^ith Manlius her paramour. 
Q<vid, the celebrated amorous poet, dies in his 
banifiiment at Tomes in Pontusi and the fa- 
mous hifiorian Lin}y, in his own native city 

of Padua, — — ■ • ■ ■ 

Germanicus is fent to quell the diilurbances in 
the Bait ; and, with the confent of the 
Pontic nobility and people, raifes Zeno, the 
Ton of Polemon, to the throne ; after which 
he reduces Comagene and Cappadocia into

The yews and Alexandrians appear before Gs- 
ligula\ and the latter bitterly inveigh 
againil the former, whofe accufations are 
learnedly confuted by Pkih^ JJidorus, the 
head of the Alexandrian embalTy, replies 
with laying man> heinous crimes to the 
charge of the Jews*^ from which before 
they can thoroughly clear tbemfcives, the 
mad emperor, on a fudden, gives them the 
flip; which^. tenders the emrafly abortive, 
and gives the embafiadors caufe to rejoice,| 
that they came off with their lives. * — 

Cal/gula, repenting of his complailance to 
Agrippa^ in recalling his orders againfl the, 
JewSf caufes another ilatue, of a coloflian 
height, to be carved, in order to be fet 
up in the temple at Jerufaltm ; and fends, 
withal, a pofitive command to Pefronius to 
difjpatdi himfeif; but is himfelf happily cut 
off time enough to prevent either of his 
otden being obeyed. — 

The Mauritanians revolt, to 
murder of their king; but, after the lofs 
of feveral battles uimer his fucoeffor, are| 
totally reduced, and become a Reman pro- 

Caligula undertakes a mad expedition againfl 
iritain\ and makes vaft preparations for a 
triumph ; and builds a Ught-hoofe on the 
Gallic coaft, in memory of his pretended 
viftoryt r-rrr 
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The fervile Teoate put Ser. Vrocului to a moll 
cruel death ; and many more are condemn- 
ed to the fame fate by Caligula^ with no lefs 

injuIUcc and barbarity. — - 

Caligula enters into his fourth confuKhipj 
foon after which Choerea^ a gallant 

ofhcer, and other patriots of diilinftion^ 
form a confpiracyagainil him, and adafTinate 
him in his own palace^ on the 24th of Ja- 
nuary ^ and in the 4th year of his reign. 
Jiis wife C^efoma^ and her infant child, are 
likewife difpatched : andC/W/«j (the fon 
of DrufuSy who died in Germany) is chofen 

emperor. — 

King JgrifpOy being now at Harney contributes 
much to the fuccelTion of Claudiusy both by 
his wife counfel, and by his intereil ; in re- 
turn of which the new emperor confirms to 
him all Caligula^ s late grants, and heaps 
new honours and favours on hin), infomuch 
that his dominions now greatly exceed thofe 

of litrad the Great. .r— . 

Claudius puniihes fome few of the confpiratofs 
againil the late emperor, and pardons tlic 
reft i aboliflies the law of majefty, releafcs 
king Mithfidates from his bonds, and fends 
him into his dominions: by which, and 
other fuch populan a£ls, he gains the affec- 
tions of all his fubjedls. , — — 

King j^grippa obtains the kingdom of Chalcisy 
and the honour of prsetorfKip for his bro- 
ther, and that of confulihip for himfelf. — 
Claudius reftores Mitbridates king of Iberiay 
Anfivchus king of ConsagenCy and Mitbridates 
king of Bofporusy to tbi^ir refpeflive domi- 
nions; of which h*5 mad predecefTor had 

unjoftly deprived them. 

Claudius likewife recalls his two nieces, Agrip 
pina and JuHoy from their banifhment in the 
i^d of Pentiai but his mfe Mejfulinay 

f jWwing jealous ol^ Julia^% power, per- 
uades him to fend her thither again. — 
ALxanJt ian Jg-ns, grown defperate on 
account of the cruel perfccutions they had 
been made to undergo, take up arms 
in their own defence ; upon which Claudius 
fends immediate orders to his governor to 
appeafe them ; and, at the requeft of 
A^rippay ifTues out a decree, by which he 
conjirms to them all their former privileges 
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and liberties ; whiqh favour he likewife ex- 
tends, quickly after, to all the within 

the Roman empire, 

Corno/inif the pious Rman centurion, is converted 
by St. Pi/or at Cafana, and becomes the 
£rft-fruit of the gentiles, according to Ja- 
coRs prophecy ; after which, the iVnall re 
mains of the JruaiJh feeptre and power are 

quite taken away from that nation. 

42 1 depofes Simon Cantharas* from the 

high-prieiUiood, and gives ittoy*? 
nathan the fon of Annas, who modeftly re 
fufes it, on account of his having already 
enjoyed it ; upon which the king bellows it 

upon his brother Matthias* 

Claudius reduces Mauritania, and divides 
into two provinces. — 

A grievous famine rages at Romo, during 
which Claudius caufes a commodious har- 
bour to be made at the mouth of the Tyber, 
for the reception of corn-lhips ; which is, 
however, after his death, luffered to be 
choaked up. He likewife employs avail 
number of hands In endeavouring to drain 
the lake Fucinus, but without any fuccefs. 
Silanus is onjuilly accufed of incontinency by 
Mejfalina,^nxid put to death for it ; which 
occalions the forming of a confpiracy againll 
Claudius', in which Casnillus, one of the 
heads of it, writes an infoJent and threaten- 
ing letter, requiring him to reiign ; but, 
being quickly abandoned by his men, is 
murdered, in his wife Junia\ arms, by one 
of them. The lewd emprefs takes occa- 
£on, from thence, to caufe a great number 
of innocent peribns, befides the confpirators, 
to undergo the fame fate; and, amongil 
them, Ctffcina Foetus, whofe wife Arria^ 
not being able ,to fave him, dabs herfelf, 

with an admirable conllanc^ 

Agrsfpa, having obtained leave of Claudius to 
fortify Jeru/altm, fets immediately about 
it, and makes a quick progrefs in it, on the 
north quarter called Bmtha \ when Vimius 
Marfus, governor of Syria, reprefents the 
danger of it to the emperor, in fuch lively 
colours, that he fends him forthwith an order !

Claudius orders Jthe Lydans to be dripped of 
their ancient liberties, for having murdered 
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fotne 'Roman cttizeni in an uproar^ and their 
country to be added to (he province ofj

Qaudiui Is prevailed upon, by his lewd wife,

Claudius, upon his return to Rome, is honoured 
with a magnificent triumph, and the fur- 
name of Britanmeus s whilft his two noble 
generals, Vefpafian and 7 V/a/, difplay their 
fingular valour and conduft yuAttPlautius in 
Bntain, fight 20 fuccefsful battles, take ao 
towns, and make themfelves mailers of the 
ifle of Wight ; for which Plautius is Hke- 
wife honoured with an ovation at Rome- — 
Claudius^ after his triumph, refiores the pro- 
vinces at Achata and Maeedon to the fenace, 
beflows the title of kir^ dpon Cottys prince 
of the Afysy deprives the Rhadians of their

Agrippa takes the pontifical dignity from Jefus 
the fon of Damnew^ and gives it to Jefus 
the {oxioiGatnaiid \ upon which each party 
hire a number of Jicarii, or cut-throats, to 
go about with them ; by whom continual 
outrages and murders are committed both in 

and out of Jert^aUm, — ^ 

The opprefled Britons re'/olc under their noble 
queen^0tf//;Vr/7, and make an horrid (laughter 
among the Roman forces, and their allies.*— 
Pedantus Sicundus, governor of Rome f is mur- 
dered by fome of bis flaves ^ upon which, 
all (hat dwelt- under his roof, to the num- 
ber of 400, are put to death, whether in- 
nocent or guilty. — —

Cafar^ is continued in bonds, in order to be 
(ent to Komi, — 

Burrhus^ one of Nerd's governors, dies 5 who, 
having been inllrumentai in preventing a 
great number of miichiefs, is therefore Tup* 
pofed to, have been taken off by poifon. — 
Tigtllmus^ a profligate companion of Nero^ 
caufes Sylla to be affailinated at his own 
table; and Plontue to be murdered in the 

eafl, whither he had retired. — 

Nro marries PoppAa publicly, who accufes 
OHa^jia of incontinence, and caufes her to 
be bmifhcd into Campania ; whence being 
recalled, fhe is accuf^ afrefh, tried, con- 
demned, banifhed, and put to death. 

Agrippa difobliges the Jews^ by building a 
palace that iliouM command a view of the 
holy place; wh.ch obliges the priells to 
builJ an high wall to intercept the vifla.The 
conted is brought to Ramey and there de- 
cided in favour of the latter, by the inter- 
ceflion oi* Poppita ; upon which, Agrippa 
depoies the high-pried Ijhmaely and railes 

jofep h Cabi$ io ths.X.6\gd\iy, 

Fejius dies in Judnay and is fucepeded by Albi~ 
nus i before whofe arrival there, a 
proud Pharifeey having fucceeded Cum iii 
the high priedhood, caufes Sc. James, .he 
worthy bifhop pf ferufalenty to be put to 
death. Albinusy upon his arrival, highly 
refents that adlion; upon which, Agrippa 
depofes the guilty pontiff, and places Jefm 

the fon of Damnem in his room. 

Albinus makes ufe of the mod fevere methods 
to fupprefs the fwarming fcarii ; fome of 
whom come up t6 that height of infolence 
as to carry off prifbner Elea^ry the fon of 
Ananusy the late b?gh-prieft, aud to oblige his 
father to pay a confiderable fum for his 
ranfom ; which he complying with, gives 
them an encouragement frequently to lepeat 

the like outrages. 

By this time the defigned wprk of thp temple 
being completed, the difbande4 workmen 
lid themfelyes among the Jicarii. -1 — 
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About this time, likefvife, the who 

bad, till now, no particular drefs, are al- 
lowed to wear white garments, to diftinguiih 

them from the laity. — 

Many dire and threatening omens feem now 
CO forecel the total deftruAion of the Jews ; 
particularly, one Je/us^ being come to one 
of their fea(b at Jerufalem^ begins to de- 
nounce his woes againft that city and na 
tion, imd continues doing fo to tlie laft ; no 
threatening nor punifhment, how cruel fo- 
ever, being fufficient to make him deiift, 
till the fall of a wall crulhes him to death, 
after he hat^denounced his laft woe againft 

himfelf. — — - 

PoppAa is brought to bed of a daughter, who 
is honoured with the title of but 

dies fojr months after, to the no fmall grief 
of who caufes her to be deified. — 
Nero turns ftage-iinger, and refolves to difplay 
his talent in Greece, Egypt, ^c, but returns 
to Rome before he hath got far on his mufi- 
cal expedition ; leaving every-where marks 

of his folly, cruelty, and debauchery. 

The city of Rome is fet on fire, and reduced to 
afhes, by NtroH order, as is jufliy fuppofed j 
who, neverthelefs, 'charges the Chriltians 
with, and perlecutes then! for it i and, upon 
part of its ruins, builds an extravagant edi- 
fice, called the Golden palace, whilft the reft 
of the city is rebuilt in a more beautiful 

and fumptuous manner. 

Nero raifes a moft dreadful perfecution againft 
the Chriftians, by ,this t^ne become very nu- 
merous ; and pots \ uft crouds of them to 
the moft excruciaung deaths; and, to latisfy 
his avarice and extravagance, plunders the 
heathen temples every-where of their moft 

valuable treafure. 

Gejpui Ploruf fucceeds Albinus in Judea ; upon 
whofe arrival there; the city of Crfarea 
being a(^udged to belong to Syria, the Jew: 
revolt, and pelt him with ftones, which 
gives birth to a dreadful feries of murders, 
rapines, whilft that incenfed governor 
puts all to fire and’ fword, without mercy or 
diftihftion. — — — 

Nero'i cruelties, and alxominablc aftions, occa- 
fion a cdnipiracy againft him $ at the head 
of which is Caiw but the plot is

Lucan the fiuned poet, (ie. — 

Poppica proves with child again ; but^ receiv- 
ing a violent kick on her belly from her' 
brutilh hufbandy dies quickly after; uponj 
whidi he offers to marry Jntonia^ the 
daughter of Claudius ; but, being refufed, 
puts her to death ; and takes Smilia Mrjfa- 
Hna^ the widow of the late conful Vejlinus^ 

in her dead. 

Agrippa beftows the high-prxefthood upon 
Matthias the fon of Theephilus ; under whom 
the feeds of the^^enfuing jesveijh war are 
fown by Geff, Fhrus^ the mod tyrannic and 
rapacious governor that Juuca ever had. 
Nero caufes two of the mod eminent perfons at 
Pome to be put to death, CaJ^, Longinus t 
a learned civilian, and Jun. SiianusTor^ua- 
ttts, a perfon related to the imperial family, 
and worthy of ’he empire; befides many 
other eminent av.J innocent perfons ; among 
whom were the great Thrafea Prctus^ and 
Barcas Soranus, both hateful to him on ac- 
count of their fingular virtue, and no lefs 
^dmired«fbr their condancy at their death. 
NerOfto divert the attention of the people from 
his horrid butcheries, caufes Tiridates to be 
crowned king of Armenia, with the utmod 
pomp and magnificence, in one of the great 
iquares at Rme^ and puts the crown on 
his head with his own hand ; that prince 
having promifed, fome time before, to come 

and receive it as his fingular gift. 

Tiridates^ fbon after his coronatioQ, returns 
into Armenia I exii there rebuilds Artaxata, 
the metropolis of it, which had been de> 

droyed by Corhulo, 

Campania is greatly damaged by drange tem- 
peds, earthquakes, whild a grievous 
plague rages at Rome, whidi fweeps away 
above 30,000 in a little time, befides a great 
number of others, who are either murdered 
by Nero, or diipatcb tbemfelves, to avoid a 

worfedeaA. — — ■ — 

Nero goes into Greece, attended with a mon- 
. ftrotts retinue of fongders, fidlers, ^c, and 
hath the prhse allotted him ; for which he 
rewards the fervile judges with vaft prefents, 
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and the citizenOiip of Rome ; and reftores 
the AchaanSf and other Grecian Hates, to 
their antient liberties. — • 

3 C/fJIius Gaiius, governor of Syria^ being come 
to Jeru/alem, at the feaft of the paffover, 
the yews lay many grievous complaints be- 
fore him againft Florus their governor ; 
whilH he amafes them with hiir promifes, 
and bufics himfclf with computing the nam- 
. ber of ye^ivs then in that metropolis, by the 
number of lambs that are offered on that 

• The decree which decided the long controverfy 
between the yews and Syrians, about the 
city of Cd/arevt, in favour of the latter, be- 
ing arrived, the former immediately take 
up arms every-where at once, as if that had 
been the fignal agreed on for the beginning 

of the war. — 

‘ Agrippa^ feeing the yews full ripe for a gene- 
ral revolt, drives all he can to diffuade them 
from it; but is infulted, and pelted with 
Hones, for it : quickly after which the 
whole city is in an uproar ; which Fhrus 
drives rather to promote than to fupprefs. 

Thirty thoufand ytws are malfacred at Crfa- 
rea, 20,000 at RtoleMis, and 50,000 at 
Alexandria Florus puts ail that 

come in his way to fire and fword, both in 
and out of yerufalem ; and caufes fome of 
the nobled of them to be whipped and cru- 

yofiphus, the yewijh hidorian, is appointed 
governor of upper and lower Galilee ; and 
yofeph the fon of Gonion^ with the high* 
pried Ananus, are fet over yerufalem \ and 
Eleaxar hath the government of Idumea ; 
whiift great numl^rs both of yews and 
CheilUans abandon yerufalem, and retire to 
jP/Z/tf, a city beyond ymrdan. — 

Queen Berenice wait* upon Florus in the 
humbled manner, to intercede in favour of 
the yews ; bat, indead of fucceeding, is 
herfelf infulted by him, and narrowly efcapes 

with her life. . 

marches into the head 

of^a powerful army, putting all to fire and 
fword ; and lays clofe fwgc to JerufaUm at 
the fead of tabern^Ies ; but raifes it again 
as uQuccauntably as unexpeQedly : upon 
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which, the flulhcd Jvwi purfue and fur- 
round him, cot oE 4,000 of his foot, and 
500 horfe; which obliges Airro, now in 

Acbaia^ to fend Vifpafian into JudM, 

Ve/pafian^ at the head of 60,000 men, enters 
GaliUe^ fends /’/eriViio to the relief of 
phoris^ burns Qadara^ and befieges Jotapa 
which Jofephu 4 ^ after 47 days vigorous de 
fence, is forced to furrender, and is kindly 
received Jby the Roman general. . In this 
iiege, 40,000 Jews are {lain, and only 
12,000 taken prifoners, not fo much as one 
having efcaped 1 tn^Joftphus takes a proper 
opportunity to ingratiate {limfelf with Vcf~\ 
paftan^ by foretelling his fpeedy rife to the 

Vefpajian takes Gatnala^ where he kills about 
4 ,ooo7#«u;/, befides a much greater number, 
who deftroy themfelves, to avoid flavery 
He next takes Gifchala^ in which 6,000 are 
ilain, and 3,000 made prifoners ; foon after 
which, the whole province of Galilee^ both 
upper, and lower, reduced. — — 

Whilft ViJ^afian is thus fuccefsful in Galilee^ 
Nero is no lefs bufy in Acbaiay where he 
plunders all he comes to, puts the mod 
wealthy Greeks to death, and feizes on 
their effects, as he done at Rome^ and 
other places in Italy ; and, having glutted 
hinifelf with wealth, (ets fail homewards ; 
but has the misfortune of lofing all his (hips 

by a violent florro. 

Nero lands in /ta^, where, notwitbdanding his 
late lodes, he aEe£ls to enter the cities of| 
Naples^ Antiumy AlhanumyZndRmey through 
a breach in the wall, according to the man 
ncr of the Olympic vigors, and attended 
with a numerous retinue, pompoudy drclTed, 
adorned with crown?, — — 

Wbiid Nero is'taken up with his plunders and 
cruel exploits abroad, putting to death 
many eminent perfons, whom he took with 
him with that view ; among whom was hisj 
celebrated Parthian general Corhulo ; whom, 
havirg enticed him into Greece by kind 
invitations and careiTes, he orders to be put 
to death, upon his arrival at (mkbreay the 
port of Corinth i Uliusy whom he had left 
governor at with an abfolute power, 
is exercifing the dme extorfions and barba- 
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rities at Romet in banifliing and putting to 
death numbers of virtuous perfons, and con- 
fifcatiog their efbtes; and is, at length, 
obliged to fend the moft preiling letters to 
Niro, to engage him to prevent, by his 
fpeedy return, the general revolt that Teem- 
ed to threaten him on every fide. — — 

Judaa is now miferably torn by two violent 
parties ; one, of the zealots, falfiy (b called, 
who difown all fubmiflion to the RuMuaus, 
and defiroy all before theih ; and the other, 
of a more feemingly peaceable diTpofition, 
who are for fubmitting to them for the 
prefent: whilft both fadions commit the| 

greatefi crdelties againil each other. 

The zealot party, under Eleazar and Zecha- 
riahy enter the city, and garifon themfclves 
in the temple ofjerufaiem ; where they are 
clofely befieged by Ananw, head of the 
other party : upon which the former fend 
for 20,000 Idumtam ; who, being let into 
the city, commit the moil horrid murders, 
^c. infomuch that 12,000 Jews of di- 
fiin£tion, and, among them, Ananus and 
others of the pontifical dignity, are mod 
inhumanly butchered. — 

The zealots being nov fplit into two fadions 
(the one 'headed by the infamous John de\ 
Gifchala^ the other by one Simon^ an ambi* 
tious youth, who, to increafe his party, pro 
claims a general liberty to all Haves, and! 
other fuitable encouragements to all freemen 
that come over to him), both Tides deilroy 

each other with equal fury. 

Jul. Vindix governor ‘^f teltic Gaul^ and Galba 
governor of Epaln^ revolt about the fame 
time; upon which Nero takes the confuKhip 
wholly upon him, refolved to march againd 
them i which he does with an army con- 
fiding chiefly of plhyers, fidlers, A/ttazens,\ 
&c. Whilft he is preparing for it, Virgi- 
nius, governor of upper Gtrmai^^ defeats 
Vindex, with great flaughter; who there- 
upon kills himfelf, whild the vidorious 
army proclaim Virginius emperor, and he 
Hi refufes to accept of their choice. — - 

[A grievous fomtne rages in Rome^ occafioned 
by the (hips ^ng employed in brindng 
fand from for the gladiators indcad 
of frefli fupplies of corn; which fo exafpe 
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rates the people, that they overthrow all 
Nero*i ftatues, and plunder the houfes of his 

friends and favourites. — 

At the fame time, news are brought to Romi, 
that the German legions are revolted; at 
which Ngro is fo terrihed, that he haflens 
out of the ci^, and, in a fit of defpair, 
caufes himfelf to be difpatched by one of 
his freed<*men, to avoid the more dreadful 
fate decreed him by the fenate t upon which 

Gatia is proclaim^ emperor. 

During Galha^s abfence, NymphiJiuj Sabinus 
majk^s a bold puih for the empire ; to which 
the fervile fenate gives a fandion; upon 
which the foldiery aflaiTinate him, and de- 
clare for Galba. ** 

The new emperor, in his way to Rme^ doth 
fcveral armtrary and cruel adlons , which 
alarm the people s and, on his arrival, calls 
Nero& minifters to an account; fome of 
whom he puts to death, others are banilh- 
ed, and others pardoned.: in all Which he is 
wholly influence a:ui governed by his three 
favourites, Tr/o# /inius^ Com^ Laco, and 
Marc» Ictlus, — — ■— ■ 

PlacUius takes Gadara^ and other ftrong places 
in Galilee^ and puts 15,000 of the factious 
Jrws to she fword ; whilft Simon^ at the 
head of the JiearlP^ invades Idumea^ which 
is betrayed to him by one of ks treacherous 

Simn puts all to fire and fword^ notwithfiand- 
ing the ^vigorous oppofition of the Idumt- 
MS s whilfi the other fadion of the zealots 
take his wife priibner, in an ambufli : upon 
which he marches firait to JtrufaUm^ and 
there commits inch horrid cruelties as foon 
oblige them to reftore her. And thus John 
dt Gifcbala within, and $m 9 n without, de- 
firoy all that come in their way, without 

mercy or difiindlon. 

Theldmeans abandon their defolate and wafted 
country, and retire to Jtrufaltm j where 
they defeat John dt Gifcbala^ and force him 
to retire into the temple : foon after which, 
Sisfson, being admired into the city, under 
pretence of fuppreftiim (be ogpofite fadion, 
comrhju tbe mpll horrid outrages and 
crt^Ules Qiglj^iWiffeiently, and contents 
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himfelf with keeping yifAft clofcly bcfieged 

in the temple. 

Jetu/alem is now miferably torn to pieces by 
three faftions ; whillt Eleai&ar^ a perfon of { 
dilHndion, and of the pontifical order, feizes 
on the court of the priefis, at the head ofl 
his party ; fo that John is now hemmed in 
between Elta%ar above, and Simon below, 
and forced to make the bell defence he can, 
with his engines, and defperate Tallies. — 
Galha^htmg now informed, that the Belgk\t 
gions are revolted, and demand a new em 
peror to be cholen by a free ele£lion of the 
fenate and people, ^opts Pifo Liciuianus, 
and appoints him his fufcccflbr. — 
Oiio takes the advantage of the public broils 
to make a pu(h for the empire ; and, being 
fiirred up to it by an afirologcr, hires two 
of his foldters to corrupt the army with 
money s and is accordingly faluted emperor 

in his ramp. — 

GaJita and Pifo are murdered, and the fenate 
and people confirm Qiho^ election ; who is 
accordingly proclaimed, with the tide ofj 
Cafar Augufius* — — — 

About the fame time, Vittllius is proclaimed 
emperor in Germany^ and is joined by the 
Gaulijh^ aft(f other Roman troops ; 

and whilil Crecina^ one of his generals, ra- 
vages Helwtia^ and other countries near the 
Aips, in a dreadful manner, Otho fends him 
feveral meifages, offering him immenfe 
Turns, and a partnerfiiip with him in the 
empire ; all which ^arc rriedled l^y him. — 
marches dire6^’!y toward^ and 
croiTes the Alps ; which throws Rme into 
the greatefi: conllernation : foon after which 
he defeats Otho at the famed battleof Btdria- 
cum, Otho dtfpatches himfelf with a mofi fur-^ 
prifing calmnefs, to thb great grief of all his 
officers and foldters, who quickly fubmit to| 

the conqueror. — 

Italy is aifiided with new kinds of calamities 
at the beginning of the new emperor’s 
reign ; who, being much addicted to glut- 
tony, indulges the fame to his nume- 
rous troops ; which gives an handle for num- 
berlefs ravages.^ difafters. 

Vitellius will notSv the fenate to give him 
the tide of Afigufiut i pats all the 
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gallant officers of Qtbo'^ army to death, and 
orders DolabtlU to be privately murdered ; 
whilft he indulges his foldiers in all kinds of 
drunkenne^, debauchery, £?f. 

Vittlliui^ being arrived at Rome^ exchanges his 
general's garb for the fenatorial, and marches 
in great pomp to the Capitol, where he fa- 
lutes his mother with the tide of AuguJIa ; 
and, on the next day, harangues the fenate 
with the faired promifes ; but commits the 
care of all public affairs to FaUns and O* 
cina^ to be more at leifure to purfue his 
luxury and debauchery. 

Tbe Roxolanians enter Moejia^ and defeat two 
Roman cohorts, ard go off unmoleded with 
all their plunder ^ but, returning Toon after 
with 3,000 horfe, are totally defeated by 
Ap. Saturninus^ governor of that province. 

At the fame time the ^az/gtans, a Snrmatic 
nation, declare for Fr/pajlan againil FitA 

The legions in Jud/ea^ and thofe in Egypt un 
der ^ibirim AUx»*nder^ proclaim Fejpaftan 
emperor, and are followed by thofe of Sy- 
ria under ikfscieirMi s who all take tire ufual 
oaths to him . Their example is followed by 
the kings of EmeJ/kf Comagenc^ liurta^ Sec. 
and by thh provinces of Acbaia^ Pontus^ Ar- 
monia^ Sec, upon which Fefpafian ellablifhcs 
a council at Birytusfox the difpatch of public 
bufmefs, and caufes great Aims of money to 
be coined at Antioch^ for the payment of 
his troops* — — . 

Ftfpajian leaves his fon Titus to carry on the 
JenuiJb war, and marches againil FiteUius, 
whofe. forces, under Falens and C^ecina^ en- 
gage his, at feveral rencounters, without any 
^vantage; upon which the Illyrian and 
Pannonian troops declare for him : his ge- 
neral Antonius Prmta enters Italy., takes 
Aquiltia, Ftrima^ and other confiderable 
places; and FiulUus^s fleet at Rawinna goes 
overtohinn. — 

Fitellius is defeated at the famed battle of Cre- 
mona ; which decides his fate. Forty thou- 
(and of Fefpafianh troops enter that opulent 
city, plunder, kill, ravifli, and burn it four 
days fucccffivcly. Falens is taken prifoner ; 
upon the nws of which victory the pro- 
vinces of GMI^ Spain, and B» itain, declare 
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for the conqueror ; und are followed by the 
$amniUSf Mdrjl, Sec. wbilA 
lius is ftili indulging his voluptuournefs at 
Rome. — — _ 

Falens is put to d^th» and expofed to the view 
of the Vitellian army ; upon which Fitel- 
Hus offers to refign ; at which his troops are 
fo exafperated, that they befiege him in the 
very Capitoh whither lie had retired ; fet 
fire to It, and burn it to the ground ; take 
* and behead Sabinus^ Veffafianh brother, and 
drag him about the Kreets ; and commit 
many other outrages and cruelties. — 
Primus^ and, after him, Vtffafian^ enter Rome, 
where Vitellius is taken prifoxier, infulted, 
and put to death, after a fhort reign of eight 
months ; and quickly after, his brother Lu- 
cius ; whilfl the ftreets of Rome are filled with 
blood, and dead bodies, and every feene of | 

horror. — 

Vefpafian is acknowleged emperor by the fe 
nate, and invefled with the confular dignity ; 
bis fon 7itus is made hiscollegue ; and T>o- 
miian is chofen praetor, with the confular 

anthority. — — 

JniceiuSf the admiral, raifesfome difturbances 
in Pmtusj and feizes upon Trebizond 1 but 
whilft his troops are roving at land in quell 
of plunder, they are attacked, and driven 
back into thch* fhips, by Virdius Geminus : 
foon after which Jnicetus is betrayed into 
his hands by Sedoebus, and an end is put to 
that revolt. — r- — — ^ 

; Titus ^ the fon and collegue of Fe/^^an,msirchcs\ 
from Cmfarea to Jerufalem^ in order to lay 
clofe flege to that city and whilH the three 
fa^ions, which are raging within it, are 
butchering one another with mutual fury, 
Titus makes overtures of peace to them 
once and again, which are as often rejeded. 
At length, their provifions being partly ex- 
haufledy and partly confumed by Hre, they 
labour under a mbft grievous &mine ; which 
is followed by a deftra£live peftilence, with- 
out their abating one jot of thejir cruelties, 
and horrid butcheries, or negleAing to makej 
the moll defpcrace defence agaioit the be- 1 

hegers. r 

^^epbus^ the brave JewiJh prifoner* is defiredi 
ly Titus to try e%pcrfuadc bis countrymen! 
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to furrender; but is grievoufly infulted^ 
pelted, ahdibdt at^ and with great difficulty 
efcapes being killed by them : upon which 
Titus orders the dty to be imtnured \ which 
ib heightens their diftrers, that the mothers 
are reduced to eat their own children. — 
4^73jH‘7| at length, takes and enters the aty, 

and, in fpiceof all his efforts to fave the 
templei that facred and noble ftrudure k fet 
onfircaand bari^t to the ground, on the ioth

Adiian^ being returned to Bme^ receives an 
embafTy from. Vekgefts^ probably the king 
of Armnia^ CO complain a^ind Pbarafme- 
nes, king of Iberia ; v So^comes thither in 
perfon, to anfwer for himfelf ; and meets 
with a generous reception from him. — - 
Phare^auneSf king of Iberia^ having fully jaf 
ti&ed himfelf to Adrian, and made fome 
mignificent prefeiHs to him, is difmifled 
with the greateft honours, and laden with

thiefly upon the Chriftians. Againft him 
Tinnius Rufus comes, and falls upon thefe 
murderers, with great fury 1 mail'acring all 
that fall into his hands ; whilft, their num- 
ber iliU increaiing from all parts, they make 
themfelvea makers of JtrufaUm^ and mur- 
der all the Rmans they find there, 
length Adrian fends JuL StvtruSf govetnor 
oi Britain^ agaiuft them ; who^afier much 
bloodlhed, rcukes that metropolis, and 
bums it to the ground ; and plows the 
ground on which the temple had liood. 

A vaft nuinber of fiws retiring to a 

ilrong city not ^r from Jiru/dlem, arc be- 
iieged by Bartccbthas, and either ftarved to 
death, or taken prifoners by him. Soon 
after which, that linpoftor is defeated, and 
taken piifoner, and his army totally routed. 

The refult of this revolt is^ that the Rmans 
demolifli 50 0rong fortrefles* 98; towns, 
and deilroy 580,000 men, bciides an innu- 
merable multitude that periihed by famine, 
firh, ficknefs, delpatr, and a much 
greater nulnber that are fold for (laves, and 
doomed to a moit dreadful captivity.

Adrian, now in the t9th yCar of his reign, and 
in a very infirm ftate of health, names L, 
AunL Cmmod, Virus for his fucceftbr 2 and, 
on that occafion, makes confidcrable lar- 
geftes to the army and people, and exhibits 
fome public (hews \ but repents foon after 
of his choice : however^ Verut is made pre- 
tor^ and fent into Pasumia^ where he gains 
efieem and applaufe* — 
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* N. B. A full account of this bloody nnsolt 
will bigiviut in its frofor flaa^ isf the Modern 
Hiftory, to which it mre properly belongs-, and 
where If he hijiery of that unhappy nation will 
he costtinnei^ frem the time of their total difftr- 
fion, if ter the defiru&ion of Jerufalem by Titus, 
dawn to the elofe of the lift century, 
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Jullut Sivirus, who had (b happily ended the 
JenmJh War, ii made gomnor of Bithynia ; 
where he behaves with fuch prudence, juf- 
tice, and humanity, that his memory is lliU 
revered for a century after his death. — 
Adrian w^txsJirufaUm to be rebuilt, by the 
name of Jklia Capitoiina^ and peoples it 
partly by a colony of Romani^ and partly by 
fuch neighbouring nations as are notjtws^.

Julionui offers to arake Stvtrus his collegue, 
and the fenate agrees to it ; but he not only 
rejefU it, but caufes the captain of the guard, 
who brought him the offer, to be cut in 
pieces : upon which, all his troops abandon 
him, and, with the onetorian bands, go 
over to Severm $ and ne retires to the impe- 
rial palace, where the fenate condemns him|

The cities of Tjr^ and Lapiicea^ having declared 
for Sivenu, are put to fire and fword by a 
body of Mmrsp fent thither by Niggr, — 
Severm and Niger come to a freih engagement, 
on the very feot on which Alexander the 
Great had delated Dariut i where Niger ^ 
being totally overthrown, is forced to retire 
to Antieehi whence attempting to fly intoj 
Parthiaf he h overtaken, and put to deaths 
and his head is fent, firft to Bjimntium, and 
thence to Rome 1 whilfl Sevenu punifhes with 
the utmoft feverity all that fided with that 
unfortunate genems fo that a prodigious 
noniber of pcrfone< of all ranks are either 
proferibed, baniflwd, or put to death. • — 
Severns deprives the city of Antioeh of all its 
privileges, for having fided with Niger, 
and reduces it to the condition of a bare vil- 
lage 1 but is not long after prevailed irpoi^ 
by his fon, to reflore it to its priftine flate : 
neverthelefs he condemns that, and feveral 
other cities which had alfifted Niger with mo 
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ney^ to pay him fonr times as much ; which| 
fevcrity renders him odious to his fQ'bjedb. 

Se*uerMi reduces the A£ahmanii Arabians^ and 
tartbiam^ who' had joined or aiiifted iViWr ; 
but refufes the triumph^ and title of Arahcus 
zxAPartbUus^ which the Senate had decreed 

The Scjftbians^ who were in fitll march aeaind 
Sivtrus^ are forced to ftop diort by a dread' 
fttl ftorm of thunder and lightaing, which 
kills three of their chiefs. — 

Sevirus takes the dty of Byzantium^ af^r a 
three years fiegCi in which the befieged were 
redacM to the necefllty of eating each other, 
and putt all^he nugiftrates and garifon to| 
the iword. He next orders that city, atj 
this time the largelt, ftrongeft, and moft| 
magnificent, in the Baft, to burnt and ra 
ied, and the inhabitants to be fold forj 

Severus fends three of his {^nerals to reduce 
Mefip9tamia^ who make themfeltes matters 
of great part of \t, which becomes a Rman 
province^ of which he makes Ntfibh the ca- 
pital, and bellows the ^emment of it, as 
well as that otj^gypt^only on Roman knights. 

AH thefe fuccefies put Sovorus on an unnatural 
defign of deftroying Albinui in .0ri/^;«,whom 
he had promiled to adopt. In order to efifedl 
which, he fends him a friendly token, and, 
at the fame time, orders the peflcngers to 
afiaffinatc him. Albtnus^ having got timely j 
notice of it, caufes himfelf to be proclaimed 
emperor ; and, eroding thence into Gee/, is 
Joined by great numbers^ both of Gauls and 

Siverus hattens agaiqft>f/(mm with a powerful 
army » and, in his way^ declarrs his eldeft 
fon BaJJtanuSf Casfar^ with the name of M, 
Aurtl, Antoninus $ whiltt the fenate declares I 
his competitor an enemy to his country. — 

At the fame time, one Uumorianuo^ a gram- 
mar fchoolmatter, comes into Gauli pre- 
tends to be a fenator lent from Ramo^ with 
full power to jraife money and men 1 which 
he accordingly doth, apd fends both to So- 
wus^ wifhottt accepting of auy honour or 
gratification from him, except a fmatl pen- 
fion, with whidi he retires for the remain- 
der ofhis life. — — — ■ 
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Severus engages his competitor, with extreme 
fury, near Lions^ztkdi totally routs him, with 
great flaughter. Alhinus retires to L/ww, 
whither Se<vertts purfues him, and reduces 
the city to afhes 1 upon which hib ilval kills 
himfclf, whofe head //r fends to 
where it is fet upon a pole in the public fo 
rum. He pardons his wife and children at 
firfl: ; but foon after orders them, and the 
reft of his relations, friend.*^, to be cru 
elly mafthcred, together with a great num- 
ber of Gauls and Spaniard^y by whofe deaths 

he gets an immenfe quantity of riches. 

Severus next reduces all the revolted cities, 
divides Britain into two provinces, and, up- 
on his return to %mey caufes ^ 2 fenators of | 
the higheft rank, and a vaft number of per- 
fons of the lowclt clafs, to be batchcred, un- 
der pretence that they had been friends to 

Se^'ertis marches into Barthioy to be revenged 
on Vologefcs^ who Iiad fided with Niger ; 
takes Seleucia and Babylon in h'S way, and 
befieges him in his upital of Cttfiphony wh ch 
he takes by alTault ; fei^es on all his trea- 
fare, and on his wife and children ; puts all 
the reft to fire jhid fword, except ico,oco 
women and children, whom he fells for 
/laves. Fologefes Hath, however, the good 
fortune to cicape ; and, upon the enemy 
going o/F, returns at the head of a frelh ar- 
my, and recovers all chat had been taken 

from him, except <2. ■ 

The Roman army, elated at the taking of Oe~ 
fiphouy proclaim Caracallay Sever us'^ eldeft 
fon, his collegoe, and Geta^ hi;> fecond fon, 
C/efar ; both which titles arc confirmed by 

the fenate. — 

During the Parthian expedition, the Caledoni- 
ans cruelly ravage the Roman proviifCes in 
Britain ; and Lupus^ the governor there, 
not being able to fupprefs them, is forced to 
buy a peace from them with a large fiim ;

Severus, on his return from Partf ia^ lavs clofe i

Plautianus had fet up, to be too great, orders 
fome of them to be taken down ; upon which, 
fome of the governots of the provinces, 
thinking him to be fallen into difgrace, ven* 
Cure to do the fame ; for which fome of them 
arebanifhed, and others dripped of their go- 
vernment 

Not long after, the emperor, being inform 
ed, chat PUutiams had confpired tomurderl 
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I him and his fon» caufts him to be put to death , 
before his face, and his body to be thrown 
into the Greets, and all his friends to be dt- 
fpatched in the fame way, except Ins daugh- 
ter Plautilla^ and his brother P/auNus, who 

are fent into baniihment. 

Phis year the empire enjoying a general peace, 
Caracalla and Geta are chofcn confuls ; 
whilft the hither continues in and about 
Rome^ adminillring juflice with iingnlar 
equity, reforming abufes, enafting fome 
wholibme laws, repairing and erefling pub- 
lic ediHces, not only at Rsme^ but at Aiexan 

dria^ Anttoch^ Byzantium^ &c. — 

This year is remarkable for the inhuman maf 
facre of a great number of fenators by the 
emperor’s orders, ‘and of fome of the great- 
ell and wcalchieft of them without any tryal; 
and among them ^int, Piautiams and Apro- 
nianusy perfon^ of mod unblemilhed charac^ 

'he Britatns^ in the north, revolt, plunder, 
flay, and drive all before them. Lupus^ go- 
vernor there, not being in a condition to fup 
piefs them, infon « the emperor of it ; who 
quickly prepares to go in perfon, and fub- i 

due them. — 1 

zracalla and Geta are again chofen confuls, 
and are honoured with the title oiAuguftusi 
fo that Rome hath now, for the firft time, 
three perfons who bear that title. Severut 
takes them both with vhim into Britain^ 
where, having driven the Caledonians back 
into their rocky territories, he orders a new i j 
wall to be built fromfea to fea. • — • — i< 

verus^ iho’ gouty, and infirm thro’ old age, 
purfues the invaders quite to the moll north- 
ern coafts, putting all to fire and fword^ till 
he hath obliged them to fue for peace, to 
deliver up their arms, and fome part of their 
country; for which facceiTes he, ond his ij 
two fons, are honoured with a triumph. — : c 
attempts to murder his fiicher, as he 
is receiving the homage of the Bntains at 
the head of his army ; but is happily pre 
vented by thofe that ftood about him : for 
which unnatural adion the old emperor con- 
tents himfelf with giving him a gentle and 
ineffedual reprimand, *— i' 
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The Maata and CaUdonians revolt afrefli, 
again ft whom Caracalla is difpatched, with 
exprefs orders to put all to the (word ; but 
the antient emperor, dying foon after at 
Toik^ puts an end to that expedition for the 
prtfent. Severus dies in the 66th year of 
his age, and 18th of his reign. His aOies 
are depofsted*' in a rich urn, and fent to 
Rcrntf to be interred in flately mau- 

foleum \ and the fenate rank him among the 

. gods, . — — 

Caracalla and Geta are, by their fati will, 
left joint fucce/Tors to the empire : the for 
mer, however, being rcfolvcd to get rul of 
the latter, concludes a treat/ with the Ma i 
ia and CaLlenians^ withdraws his foices 
from thence, and rcfto’Ci their lands to 
them ; he next difeards ( jme of hi-) father^ 
ofSceis, puts others to death, and fends fume 
aflalTm*' into Italy^ to murder his wife Plau^ 
itllct, and her uncle PlauLuSy in their exile ; 
as hkcwife all his fathei’s phyficians, who 
had refufed to poifon him. As the two bro 
thcis are marching for Romej Caracalla at- 
tempts to murder Qcta ; which obliges them 
to have feparate guards, to lodge in different 
houils, « — "■ 

Upon tjicir arrival at where both aie 
received Svlth gieat pomp, their contention 
rifeo to fuch an height, that a paitition of the 
empire is propofed, as the moft efFcflual 
means to pi event the fad effe^s ; but that 
expedient is defeated by their mothtr 
, upon which, Caracalla makes a frefh at- 
tempt on his brother at the Satumahan 
feftival ; which proves the fource of much 

bloodfhcd. 

Catacalla^ having in vain tried feveral ways of| 
ridding himfclf of his brother, at lalt in 
humanlv murders him in the very arms of| 
his mptwr, in the a3d year of his age ; after 
which, he runs to the pltetorian army with 
all fpeed, ^nd thanks the gods for having 
efcaped the dreadful confpiracy fbrmedagainft 
him ; and, by an ixnmenfe lar^els of 2^00 
drachmas per man, and a promii^ of do^fc^ 
pay, gams them all over to him, and fa- 
inted foie emperor by them. — ^ 

Caracalla^ on the day following, accufe^ his 
^ead brother to the fenate, of an attempt to 
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kill him ; yet caufes him to be fplendidlly 
interred^ and deified $ and maiTacres all hU 
friends and domefiics, to the nuhnber of| 
20,000 ; among whom was Papini/tn^ the 
greatcit lawyer tliat ever Rime bred, and 
who, by his fin^ular integrity and firAinefs, 
as well as by his authority, as having been 
appointed his guardian, had often defeated 
his wicked attempts. — - — 

He likewife caufes Papmian*% fon, lately chofen 
quaefior, to be put to death ; and great num 
bers of perfons of difimflion of both fexes, 
together with fonjie veftal virgins, become 
the unhappy vifhms of his cruelty. He or- 
ders alfo ins brother^ coin to be melted, his 
infcriptions to be erafed, and puniihes, with 
the utmofi feverity, the very mention of his 

Caracalla becomes fiill more odious by his cruel 
exadlions, injufiice, avarice, contemp*- of the 
fenate, laws, {fTr. and by a new law p-ibhlb 
cd by him now, in** tUng every fubjeft of the 
empire to the freedom of the city of Rome 
Finding himfclf univerfally hated, he takes 
Dec, CaL Balltnus for his colleguc, and goes 
into Gaul^ where he commits the moft hor- 
rid cruelties every-where j caufes the pro 
conful of Narhonne to be put to death; and 
condemns to the fame face his very phyfician, 
who had recovered him of a dangerous ill- 

nef, as foon as he is well. 

Caracalla caufes Gacomar^ king of the ^adi^ 
to be treacheroufly murdered, together with 
the youth of Noricum^ and highly glories ir 

thata^ion. * — 

The C liii and Alemant having made fome in 
curfions into the R9manfitiexniox\t^t Cara- 
calla marches againft them; but, shaving 
more fire than experience or condufl, is 
forced to buy a jwace from them ; upon 
whicb, other northern nations take up arms, 
and vow defiru^lton to the empire ; and thefe 
he is likewife obliged to buy off with vafi 
fumv and confiderable penfions, which re- 
duce him CO the ihameful expedme of coin- 
ing fdlfe ihoney. — — 

having taken a number ofGerf^an 
women pifoncfs, aiks them, whether they

■ for the recovery of his health and right 
mind t goes to lUum, where he pays his 
honours to Athilles'^ii tomb, vlfits old Proy, 
and winters in Nicomedia \ flill wearing the 
garb, and obferving the culloms, of every 

country thro**which he pafTes. — 

2i6\^^*’^calla goes thence to Antioch, and feeks a 
pretence to quarrel with the Parthiam, then 
in a civil war among, thcmfelves ; but they 
prevent it, by complying with his demands. 

In the fame treaclicrous manner he caufes the 
kings of Ophoene and Armenia^ whom he had 
invited to Antioih, to be feiacd and impri- 
foned 5 the former of whom fubmits to hinj, 
and a Roman colony is fent into Edejfa his 
capital ; but the Atmmans, Handing in de 
fence of their own prince, notwithilanding 
his imprifonment, defeat the Roman forces

Caracalla matches thence into Egypt, where he 
caufes a dreadful (laughter to be made of the 
Alexanitians, for lampooning him, his troops 
putting all to the fword, without dill n£lion, 
during a whole day and night ; after which 
he ftrips them of all their privileges, Hop 
the communication of their llrcets by high 
walls guarded by his loldiers, and drives all 

I the grangers out of the city. — [15 

\Caracalla demands the daughter of Artahanus, 
king of Parthia, in marriage ; who comes 
to meet him, with a numerous retinue of his 
nobles, attended wiin magnificent equipages, 
to celebrate the nuptials s upon whofe arri- 
val, the emperor falls upon therit'in a furi- 
ous manner, kills all he can come at, feizes 
on their rich equipages, and, conqueror-like, 
takes the furname of Parth/cusi which is In 
I confirmed to him by the fenate. — j Is 
zsy^taianus, having happjly efcapedthe blody 
*** encounter, with a few of his nobles, raifes 
a powerful army, invades Syria, and puts all 
to fire and fword. Macrinut^ the Ema$ ge- 
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neral, engages him, with great fury, two 
whole days, during which, 40,000 fall on 
both fidcs ; and at length acquaints the Fur- 
thian king, that Caratalla was murdered ; 
upon which they conclude a peace, and the 
prifoners uken by the dead emperor arc re- * »

A little before the battle above-mentioned, Ma- 
crinnsy captain of the guards, having been 
promifed the empire by a foothfayer, had 
hired one MartialU to murder the emperor; 
which he accordingly did, as he was going 
from EJeffa toCirrhen fo that 
ended his life, and reign, in the 30th year 
of the one, and feventh of the other. Four 
days after which* Macrinusy having gained 
the army by a great larged, and greater 
promifes is unanimoufly declared empe-

Macrinus proclaims a general amneliy for all 
treafons ; takes the names of SeK.’eruf and 
Aunhu i gets himfclf achnowlegcd by the 
fenate j and caufr Caracallu to be pomp- 
ouily burnt, and ais alhes to be fent to his 
mother Juliay now at Anfioch ; who, loth 
to outlive him, ilarves herfelf to death. 

The fenate not only conliims Maoinrn^ elec- 
tion, but ordeib Q'lracallaCi llatues to be 
thrown down, his edicts to be reverfed, 
creates llatrinni\ father a patrician, and his 
foil Crfary and gives the title of Augujla to 
his emprefs, — — _ 

^Mairinuj appeafes the exafperated Ameniansy 
by re/toriog their king Ttridatesy whom Ca- 
racalla had treachcroufly made his prifoncr, 
and furrendenng to them the lands, which 
they formerly held in Cappadocia-^ after 
which, to Antheby and there fpends 

his time in making fundry wholfome laws

Macrintti having, by His ovcrTcvcrity, exafpe- 
raced the army againft him, they arc induced, 
by the artful intrigues of Mcrfay fitter to the 
late emprefs Juliay to declare her grandfon 
Hdiogabcilusy a youth of 13 or 14 years of 
age, emperor, by the name of Marcus Au* 
rtlms Antoninus. Againft him Macrinus fends 
Jultanus, with a powerful army ; who being 
Strayed to, and beheaded by, Heliogabalusy 
moft of bis forces come over to him. — — 
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Macrinus finds means to appcafe the army, by 
the help of a large donative ; and gets the 
fenatc to declare Heliogahalus an enemy to 
his country ; who comes, however, and at 
ticks him at Antioch^ with fuch fiiccefs, that 
he forces him to flee ; upon which, moil of 
hn army go over to the conqupror. — 
Mjci mm and his fon arc, quickly after, taktn 
in tneir flight and both put to death, the 
. former in the ^4th year of his age, after a 
fliort reign of four months : his hc«d, being 
font to Utliogabafu^, is ordered to be public^ v 
expolcd ; and his fon to be publicly exc 

Ileliogabalus fends to acquaint the fenate with 
his eleAion and fuccefu, and obtains from it 
a confirmation both of that, and of hi:> other 
titles, ^c. upon his promifing to govern 
with juftice and equity ; but he, though fc 
young in years, piovcs the greateft moiiftci 
ofciuelty, profuiion, lewdnefs, and all de 

bauchery. — 

Artabuhus^ king of Patthia^ having loft the 
greateft part of his troops in hi * war .ngainil 
the Romans^ Aftaxtrxts^ a Petjian of mean 
ex raft, but of great valour and con-ud, ftirt 
up Ins countrymen to (hake off the Parth'an 
yoke; and, at the head of them, engage 
A}tahanus three whole days, and cuts off 
moft of xkiePatthian forces : foon after which, 
their king is taken in his flight, and put to 
death. By this fudden turn, the Perfiahi^ 
who had been fubjeft to Parthia 475 years, 
now reduce it to a tributary flate ; 2sAArta 
xirx''s becomes the firft king of the united 
kingdoms of Perjia and ^arthta, — 
Heliogahalus^ now conful for the firll time, 
leaves Syria ^ and is received at Rome with 
the ufual demon flrations of joy ; and, on the 
following day> caufes his grandmother M^eja 
to be feated next the confuls, her name to 
be regiflred among the fenators, with full 
power to vote in the fenate with them, to 
regulate the drefs, vifits, and other cere- 
monials, of the Roman matrons. He next 
inilicutes a female fenate, and places his mo- 
ther at the head of it. — 

^20 j The new emperor, having dflablifhed the wor- 
^ ip of his fantaiiic god Heliogahalus^ crcdl'^ 
Qiagniiieent (emplp (0 him at Rfime^ prefer- 
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ring him to Jupiter himfelf ; and drips the 
other Roman temples of their nchcil or 
naments to adorn his new one; and orders 
the goddefs CceUfiis to be breught from 
Carthage f and to married to his new god. 

Htltogahalut^ now in his fccond confu'ihip, 
choofes Eutyebianusy a celebrated buffoon, 
for his collcgue ; adopts his coufin Alexia- 
nusy and declares him Cifary under the names 
of Alexander and Severus ; but; finding it 
impofiible to debauch his manners, makes fe- 
veral fruitlefs attempts to haire him difpatch- 
ed: he next applies to the fenate to have him 
degraded of all his dignities, and hires 
frefh adadins to*murder him ; who being 
iikewife prevented by the guards, Ueliogaha- 
lusy with great difficulty, pacifies their re- 
fentment by feme donatives, and a ferious 
promife to alter his mcalures and deport* 

Hthogahalus preteiidb to be reconciled toALx- 
under y and choofe^ him for his collcgue in 
his third confulih*;; then, ordering all the 
fenators out of the city, (huts him up in his 
palace, and gives out, that he is taken very 

ill, and pall recovery. — 

The foldierj, at thenensof Alexander^ con- 
finement, flee to arms, and oblige the empe- 
ror to bring him forth, and receive h.im with 
the greateil demonflrations of joy ; for which 
they are ordered to be puniflied as traitors : 
a bloody engagement enfues, in which great 
numbers are llain on both fides ; at length | 
the foldicrs prevail ; Heliogabalus and hisj 
mother are killed, their heads are cut off, 
and their bodies dragged through the flreets, 
and thrown into the "Tyhery on the 11 th of| 
March y in the 18 th year of his age, and

Alexander Se^verus is proclaimed emperor by 
the foldicrs and fenate. His mother Mam- 
maay who is fuppofed to have been a Chri- 
flian, had taken fuch care of his education, 
that he will not now fuffer a Chrilltan to be 
perfecuted or molefled for his religion, ofj 
which he retains fuch noble traces, that he 
caufes that incomparable precept, Do ns you 
njoould be done untOy to be fet over the gates 
of his palace, and other public edifices, and

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222 Altxandir accordingly begins his reign with a 
ftriA and laudable inquiry into the condu^l 
of the governors of provinces, and others of 
his minifters ; banilhes thofe who have mif 
behaved, and fupplies their places with fit 
and virtuous perfons ; and the fame method 

he takes throughout the empire.

Alexandtr treats the Perf an meffengers with 
the contempt they deferve, and advances, 
with a powerful army, into Mefopotamta, 
which he reduces without oppofition, whiifi 
Artaxerxis comes againft him, at the head 
of 1 20,000 horfe, 10,000 heavy-armed men, 
1,800 armed chariots, 700 elephants, and 
an immenfe army of fo^‘ : h fierce engage- 
ment enfues, in which the Ptrjian monarch 
is totally defeated, and forced to retire into 
the heart of Perjia^ after having ravaged 
Media and Atmema in his way. — 

Alexander divides his army int ) three bodies ; 
one of which is Tent into Armenia, where 
they grow fo licentious, that they kill Fla-

Alexander the great Dmitius Vlpianus, 

a learned civilian, to the command of the prae- 
torian guards; who, endeaEvouring to reftore

ed with deaths and the reH of{ 
forderl/ to be dilbanded. 

The troops quartered in Me/opofamta mutiny, 
murder their general, and go over to the 
kaftans I and chofe quartered in Zyria pro- 
claim Taurinus emperor ; who, declining the 
offer, and fleeiiig from them, is drown^ in 
Che Euphrates. At Rome, the prmtorian 
troops attempt to fee up one Antoninus to be 
emperor 1 who likeWife declines, and difap 
pears ^nd is never more feen in that city. 
Ovtnius Camillus, an illuflrious fenator, having 
ingjatiated bimfelfwith thefoldiery, with a 
view of railing up to the empire, is 

fent for by Alexander, and made his col 
Ifgue j but, being foon weary of the mili- 
tary life, is glad to give up his new dignity. 
‘UexatuUr ami Dio C^lus arc chofen confdls 
this year; und i^tfoniuiTurinus, the empe- 
ror's favourite, is put tp death for extoifion, 
and other abufes of iris power. 

D/a CaH'us becomes odious to the foldicry, on 
account of his fevere difcipline ; and Alex- 
ander retires into Campania, where he fpends 

this and the enfuing year, — 

ArtaxefSitt, king of Perfia, ravages the Raman 
prov nccs as fa»* *as Syria, putting all to fire' 
and fvvord. Alexander fends him a friendly 
embafly, which he itjeds, and lays ciofej 
fiege to Htjibis, and ravages Cappadocia. — 
Altxander marches again ft him, defeats his vaft 
army, forces him to raife the ftege, and re 
tire j and, on his return to Rcmc, is ho 

noured with amagniftcent triumph. 

The AUmani pafs the Rhine, fei^e on all the 
fortrefies built upon it, and commit moft 
dreadful ravages in Caul ; which obliges the 
emperor to fufpend the Parthian war, and 

to go and fupprefs them. — 

The Germans pafs the Danube, agt.inft whom 
the emperor goes ; upon whole approach 
they retire. The Gaultjh legions, jrfpiritcd 
by Maximinus, a Goth, who had been made 
commander of a body of Pannonians, com- 
plain againft the emperor’s feveriiy, and 
confpire againft him at Mentz, where he

Egypt revolts foon after, and fets up one Pirmus 
to be emperor; whom Aurelian beflpges in 
a flrong fortrefs; and, upon its furrender, 
caufes him to be publicly executed. 

Aurelian, having fettled thefe parts in peace, 
returns to Italy i and, in his way to Rome, 
defeats Petricus in Gaul, near Chalons, takes 
him prifoner,* cots off mofl of his army, 
and reduces that country to his obedience.

ornaments, that (he quite finks under their 

The Franks having made a freih irruption into 
the empire, Aurelian engages and defeats 
them, with dreadful (laughter ; and many 
of the nobled of them are al(b foit to Rame, 
to edorn the triamphal ceremony. . 
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jfurelian, h&ving en4ed his triumph, enter- 
uins the people with magnificent fiiews, and 
ufes his captives with uncommon generofity ; 
particularly the unfortunate Zenohia, to 
whom he aifigns fome lands in Tivoli^ fuf- 
ficienc to maintain her according to her 
rank ; and gives her daughters in marriage 

to feme of the greateft men in Rome, 

Aurelian fpends the remainder of the year at 
R 9 me^ in reforming abu&s, regulating the 
fiate, and other tuBti of jufiicc and munifi- 
cence. He builds a magnificent temple to 
the Suit, and enriches it with golden veficls, 
and other ornaments, to the amount of fif- 
teen thoufand pounds weight in gold. 

Hotmifdas^ king of Ferfia^ dies towards the 
latter end of this year, after having reigned 
about zz months ; and is fucceeded by Vara- 
nes I. who only reigns three years. — . 

About the fame time, a {edition happens at 
Xsarvi occafioned by the minters debafingtbc 
coin.

Jlaniinople^ feize upon Pontus^ Galatia, and 
Cappadocia^ erefl likcwife a new empire, 

and make Traptxond its metropolis. 

yohn^ king of Bulgaria^ marches againfi the 
new emperor Bald-ivin^ whilil he is befieg- 
ing Adtianople ; defeats his army with great 
daughter, relieves the place, and carries 
BiildnjLin prifoner to Termnja^ bis own capi- 1 
tal ; where he caufes his hands and feet toj 
be cut off, and his body to be thrown into! 
the next valley, to be devoured by wiklj 

Alexius Angelas^ the late ufurper, engages Ja- 
thatines, fulcan of Iconium^ againlt his Ibn- 
in-law Theodore Lafcafpis ; who marches ac- 
cordingly with him, at the head of zo,ooo 
men, and lays liege xoAntiocb on xY^tMeandir. 
Lafearts hailens' to the relief of Antioch^ with

Pataces\ great fuccefs, enters into an alii-'

Theodore^ defpot of having feized onTi^f/^

conteft, defeat^ and taken priioncr by kiin» 
and condemned to lofe his eyes. —

fucceeded by his fo^ Baldwin II. a child of 
eight years of age % and John de Brienno^ 
formerly king of JerufaUm^ and a famous 
commander, is appointed regent of the em> 

Vataas^ emperor of iV/re, and Aten^ king of 
Bulgaria, break into Thf ace, and lay fiege 
to Conftantino^le, with an army of 100,000 
men \ againft whom the brave regent Tallies 
out with only 200 horfe, and a few foot, 
puts the beficgers to flight, and purfues them 
with great (laughter. — — 

The two confederate kings returning to the 
charge, m the following year, arc again de- 
feated i but the Lat^'ps are at length fo re- 
duced, that the recent is obliged to fhut 
liimrelf up within the imperial city, and to 
fend the young emperor to foheit for fuc- 

cours from the weftern princes. 

The f^enettan fleet arrives before Con/ianti- 
ttople i and fbon obiiges Aoan and Vatacts to

John deBriennt, the worthy regent, dies, in the 
9th year of his regency ; whofe lofs might 
have proved fatal to the empire, had not l^a- 
taces and Azen come to a timely rupture ; in

Azen, king of Bulgaria, having buried his 
wife, marries the daughter of Ihcodorus, late

Michael Paleologus^ governor of /fa undcri 
Theodore Lafearis^ being become lufi^cdid 
by him, withdraws privately to the lultan 
of Iccnium^ and fignalizes himfelf with parti- 
cular bravery in his fervice^ — 

The Tartars cutoff* the forces of the fulta 
Iconiumt and oblige him to Bee for aid to 
Tbeodote Lafcarh^ who nffiits him with an 
army, commanded by Ifaae Ducas^ a famed 
commander; in return for which the fultan 

furrenders the city of Laodic€a\c^ him. 

"bfodote Lafcarh fends a kind invitation to Ml 
chael Paleologus^ to return 10 him ; and, up 
on his complying, reffores to him lus former 

command, honours, 

’beodere Lafearis dies, in the 3d year of 
reign ; and is fucceeded by his fon John, a 
child nine years old ; over whom he ap- 
points the patriarch dr/enius, and G orgt 
guardian?: JUt while the emperor’s 
funeral obfequies are performing, Musialo 
and his two brothers arc murdered by the 
nobility, and Michael Paieohgus is appoint- 
ed guardiar to the young emperor.

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Alixiui Strctegopuius, general of Paleoh^us^

Confiantittolle id dowry, with his daughter, 
to Charles^ king of Sicily ; who makes gieat 
preparations for retaking it; upon which 
Pnleohgm cabfes himfelt to be crowned a- 
frcfli m that capital, and deprives the young 
emperor Johiof his eyes ;'for which adion 
the patriaich Arfinius excommunicates him. 
Conftantine^ king of lluharia^ who bad mar- 
ried the yourg cmpujr’s fiRer, afiifled by 
the defpot of Epirus^ break into Thrace ; a- 
gainft whom Pahologus leads a powerful ar 
iny ; but is totally defeated, and, with great 
difficulty, cfc,ipcs to ConfiantinopUt in a 
fmall vcffel. — _ — 

The P^enetians^ having feiacd on the iflands ofj 
Ai cbipela^Oy jo. 11 with the king of Sicily 
2igvi\\\[\PaIeolrgu$\ which obliges the latter 
to have rccourle to pepe VrhanW , to whom 
he promifes to fubimt his dominions to the 
Latin church : upon which that pontiff pro- 
cures a. peace between the emperor and the 

king of Sicily.

John Comnenus, emperor of TrtbixMdt enters 
into an alliance with Paleologus, and comes 
to Conftantinopht^ to marry his daughter Eu- 

docia, in perfon. — 

On the 30th of Marth^ in this year, being 
Eafter^day^ is tranfadled the bloody mailacre 
of the Frtnch in Sicily^ called the Sicilian 
Vif^irsi and, in the following year, pope 
Martin IV. excommunicates FaUokgm for 
having contribnted to that infamous deed 
Paleolcgut^ by this* time quite worn oat by 
crolTes and fatigues, is taken ill as he is 
marching againft the Turks ; and dies in the 
58th year of his age» and 2^th of his reign; 
and is fucceeded by his Ton Andronicus, 
Andrwicus reAores the ceremonies of the Gnek 
church, and throws olF the pope^s fupre- 
macy ; by which he creates a new ferment 
in the empire; which is Hill increafed by his 
imprifoning bis brother Conftantine^ who had 
gained him feveral iignal vidlories over the 
Turks \ and Michael^ the fon of Alexius 
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Strategopulus^ who had recovered Conjlanti 

nople from the Latins, — 

Upon the removal of thofe two great generals, 
the Turks, under the famed Otbman, make 
themfelves mafters of feveral places in Phry- 
gia^ Carta, and Bitbyniai and, among 

them, the city of Nice. 

Andronicus fends Philanthropenus and Idhadarius 
againH the Turks ; the former of whom, af- 
ter gaining fome advantages over th^m, 
caufes himfelf to be proclaimed emperor ; 
but is foon after betrayed to the latter, wJio 
orders his eyes to be put out. — — 
Andronicus^ having made his fon Michael his 
cotlegue, fends him, at the head of 10,000 
Majfagetet mercenaries, againft the Turks § 
who IS totally deft ued by them, and, with 
great difficulty, efcapes to Conftantmople. ^ 
Andronicus hires a freHi body of Catalans, who 
revolt from his fon, for putting their* treache- 
rous and infolent commander to death : up* 
on which they invite the Turks to their af> 
finance $ who come accordingly, for the firil 
time into Europe t which proves, in the fe^ 
quel, one of the moft fatfd events that ever, 
happened to the empire. — 
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'he 7 urh and Catalans DOW Otrer ran all 
Thrace^ and pat all to and fword ; and| 
hlichael^ who is fent againft them, beingi 
abandoned by his Crnk and other auxilta* 
ries, is, in fpite of his valour, defeated, and 
forced to retire to DiJymotbicum^ and to 
leave Ti&riira to their mercy. — — 

'he Turks offer to retire out of his dominioi 
and Andromeus promifes them a free faflkgt 
through them, with ihips, but thej 
Crssk mercenaries, envying them their vail 
booty, contrive to furprife and cut them in| 
pieces in thetiight; which being apprifed 
of, they fortify themfelves in a cadle ; whi- 
ther vail numbers of their nation come to 
their affiilance, and help them to deAroy all 
before them in their march. — — 

Indtonicus having gathered up all his fore , 
marches againft the Turks \ who, fallying 
out fuddenJy upon him, put him to flight, 
take many of his ofGcers, feize on his camp, 
military cheft, rich imperial crown, ftand 
ards, ofr. — . — — 

^ehn Camnenus^ emperor of Trthixond^ dies 
and leaves two Tons behind him, •vix. Ale 
xius II. who fucceeds him, and John^ whom 
the emprefs Eudocia^ their mother, takes 
with her to CenftantinopU, — — 

^Inles Paleologus^ a near relation of Andronieds

AxdrqnicuSy the fonof Michael^ and grandfon 
of the emperor, a lewd and profligate youth, 
hires fome affaffns to murder any man that 
fbouid come to a favourite miftrefs of his; 
and thefe, unfortunately, kill his brother 
Manuel^ in the dark; the grief of* which 

foon a,fter breaks their flitber*s heart. 

Young AndrenicMSf ioftigated by his lewd com 
panions, makes a defperate attempt upon 
the emperor's life ; and is, with great difli- 
cultyt reftrained from murdering him^ by 
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his affcdionate tsars^ aad his promife of 
naming him his (ucceiTor to the empire. — 
The emperor, finding his grandfon Uill irre- 
claimable, refolves to feize and conhne him ; 
bur, having difcovered Ills defign to the pa- 
triarch the treacherous prelate 
betrays it to the young prince, who makes 
his clcape the night before ; and, having 
reached Adrianople^ getb himleif proclaimed 
• emperor by the officers of the army ; wbilil 
the emperor caufes him to be dcr'lared a

BafiUus II. emperor of Trebizond^ is murdered 
by his wife Irene, in the 19th year of his

Whilft Andronicm is employed in fupprefling 
the revolted TbeJJfalians, the break the 
peace, crofs over into Europe^ ravage the 
fea-coaHs, and repafs the freights, laden 

with immenfe booty. 

Andronicus III. dies in the 43 th year of his age, 
and 1 3th of his reign ; and is Aicceedcd bv 
his fon John ; who being but nine years old, 
John Caniacuzenus is appointed his guar- 
dian, and dlfcharges that truH with lingular 
honour and uprightnefs ; but, being mifre- 
prefinted to the emprefs mother by the in 
triguing patriarch, fhe caufes him to be de- 
clared a public enemy : upon which the ar- 
m/f at the head of which he was at Didf 
mtbicum, proclaim him emperor the follow- 
ing year. — ^ 

The emprefs, having caufed all the relations of 
Cantaeuxenus to be imprifqped, raifes a 
powerful army againft him. He fends re 
prated offeis of ’ acconfmodation to her, 

which being rejeaed, he a( leng^i marches 
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to Cmjiantinople^ where he is received with 
univcifal joy, and fainted emperor. 
i treaty is concluded at Conjiantinople ,

Hunniades, in conjun^Uon with Vladijlaus, king 
of Hungary, tngzy^^ Amurath afrefh at Varna, 
where the raSmefs of the Hungarian king 
hurries him to his own death, and occafions 
the deftru^oQ of their anited forces. Hunni- ^ ^ 
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ade$^ having had the good fortune to efcape, 
is chofen prote^or of that kingdom during 
the minority of I^aodijlam,- — — 

Uumiadut having raifed a confiderable army, 
engages Amurath again near Coffo^ua : the 
battle laib three whole days ; in the two firill 
of which he gains fome great advantages 
over the Turks ; but his army, being quite 
tired out* on the third, is totally routed, with 
the lofs of 8,000 men ; among whom was 
the flower of the Hungarian nobility ; whilll 
the Turks gzin they^idory with the lofs of| 
34,000 of their men, and force Hunniadts 
through Set ‘Via into Hungary, 

JohnPaltokgus fends an embafly to Amurath, to 
conclude a peace on any terms with him ; 
and accordingly yields to him fomc fort- 
relTes on the Engine Tea, and an annual tri- 
bute of 300,000 afpers, to fave the poor re 

mains of his empire. — . 

In this year is held the famed council of Fer 
tat a; which is, on account of the plague, 
removed thence to Florence ; in which the 
union ol the Gteek and Latin churches 
concluded and figned. — — 

The emperor John, who had repaired to the 
council of Fettara, to engage the weftern 
princes to his afliibnce againfl the Tuths, 
meets, upon his retain, with fo many morti- 
fying difallers, that he finks quite under 
them, and dies in the 27th year of bis reign, 
leaving his empire, now confined within the 
walls of Conjlantinofle^ to bis brother Con 

Alexius, emperor of Ttebizond, is murdered by 
his fon John II. who is fo hemmed in Of all 
Me^ hy f\i\tzo Amut ath, and afterwards by 
his fon Mohammed, that he is forced to pay 

him an annual tribute of 3,000 du«^ts. 

^\At 3 LtiAmurath dies, and is fucceeded by his fon 
Mohammed-, who imnr»ediately llrai^des all 
his brothers, and builds the two famous 
cafUes, called Heocaflrum and Apocajlrt^, to 
command the flreights of the Bo/porus, and 
fhut up the garifon of Conjiantinople from 
making any farther excurfions into his do- 
minions. * ■ — ^ — 

[The new foltan fends Caraca, his admiral, to

Mohammed makes himfelf mailer of the fort of) 
St. Stephen by adanlt; foon after which all 
the other forts about Conftantinople^ except 
that of Selymhria, furrender to him. 
Mohammed marches from AdrianopU^ at the>| 
the head of 300,000 men, and invells the 
city of Conjiantinople^ on the 26th day ofj 
April. The beheged, on their fide, make a 
moll noble defence ; and, by their frequent 
rallies, cut off a vad number of his forces ; 
which he keeps conflantly fupplied with frelh 

ones. — 

The emperor, A finding his repeated offers of] 
peace, and of a yearly tribute, difdained by 
the proud fultan, makes all neceffary prepa 
rations to fuHain the enemy's affault ; and, 
Tallying out with fome of his Iffavell noble , 
maintains his ground with them with fur< 
prifing courage ant? intrepidity, till, over 
powered by number*:, and furrounded with 
the dead bodies of his bed friends, be dies 
with fword in hand, in the 49th year of his 

age, and 5th of his reign. 

Conjiantinople is taken, and entered by the 
Turks ^ on the 29th of May^ and given up to 
be plundered three whole days ; and, from 
that time, becomes the feat of the Turkijh 
empire. This fad catadrophe of the lad 
Roman emperor, the final diffolution of the 
Conjlantinopolitan empire, happened in the 
year of the Greeks 6961. of Rome 2202. ofj 
the Chridian xra 1453. and of theHegeira, 
or Turkijh 8 ^ 7 . — — . — — 

In this year Mohammed bcfieges and takes the 
city of Trebizond'y and, contrary to his pro- 
mile, caufes all the fad remains of flie im- 
perial family of the Comneni to be put to 
death ; and thereby puts a final ^d to the| 
Trapezuntine empire, after it had^od 25 8 
years from its fird founder. — A —
